PROVIDENCE, June 6.— Representa- 
tives of all the principal auditoriums of 
the East assembled at the Rhode Island 
Auditorium here last week and organ- 
ized the Association of Arena Managers. 

Difficulties such as those encountered 
by Milt Hinkle’s Texas Rodeo in its 
recent New England engagements would 
be avoided by plans of the new organ- 
ization, the purpose of which is general 
development of arenas, consideration of 
matters that will benefit arenas, move 
toward consolidated bookings, a central 
exchange of information and discussions 
of matters pertaining to financial sup- 
port, etc. Another move of the Man- 
agers’ Association will be the presenta- 
tion of problems before local and State 
officials, recommending needed legisla- 
tion, etc. 

At the meeting last week Nathan 
Podoloff, manager of the New Haven 
Arena, was elected president of the new 
organization; Dick Dunne, of the Boston 
Arena, vice-president, and Louis A. R. 
Pieri, of the R. I. Auditorium, secretary 
and treasurer. Other big indoor show 
Places represented at the meeting in- 
cluded the Boston Garden; Springfield, 
Mass., Arena; Madison Square Garden, 
New York, and the Philadelphia Arena. 
The first annual meeting will be held 
in September. 

Every member of the organization will 
send information, list of bookings and 
other frequent reports to the secretary's 
Office, which will be a clearing house 
from which such data will go out to 
other members. Circuit bookings of spe- 
cial value to indoor circuses, rodeos and 
other arena type shows are but one pos- 
sible outcome predicted as a result of the 
new association.

posers, Authors and Publishers, the most : 


the extent of inventions not yet de- 
veloped, but future possibilities. In the 
past no royalties were received by writers 
from folios, even tho their numbers were 
included therein, particularly in foreign 
ccuntries. One-third takes in every con- 
ceivable sound royalty also. Clause 4 
provides for royalty statements to be is- 
sued the writers on the 15th of each 
May, August, November and February, 
for the three months ending each of 
these periods. In the past royalty state. 
ments were issued semi-annually by the 
publishers. Statements will be sent by 
registered mail. 

Clause 5 deals with any period of de- 
linquency in the rendition of payments 
or royalty statements; upon the agreed 
Notice being given the publisher, the 
writer will be entitled to three times the 
amount originally due. This does not 
apply to the advance payments that may 
or may not have been paid. 

Under Clause 6 publisher agrees to 
publish the composition acquired from 
the writers under a certain number of 
days, and in the event that he doesn’t, 
the song reverts to the writers forthwith. 
Such rights may be waived, however, by 
the writers. 

Clause 7, the publisher agrees not to 
sell a song in a wholesale lot when a hit 
composition, for instance, may carry 
along several poorer tunes and the hit 
writer not share in the money according 
to his just due. ~ 

Clause 8 provides for the access to the 
publisher’s books by the writer or his 
agent to verify royalty statements. 

Clause 9 calls for either party having 
been a member in the past or present of

Legit’s Hope To Beat Tax Dies; 
Senate Expected To Pass Measure 


NEW YORK, June 6.—Hope of the 
legit forces of averting the 10 per cent 
tax on admissions died last week when 
the conference committee between Sen- 
ate and House decided that the admis- 
sions clause be kept in the tax bill, with 
the exemption raised again to 40 cents. 
This allows the motion picture industry 
to cut off approximately $40,000,000 from 
the government's proposed revenue, 
while the legit interests, fighting for 
life, were denied their proposed cut of 
less than $1,000,000. Legit has been pay- 
ing a 10 per cent tax on all tickets of 
more than $3 ever since the war. 

Saturday the action of the conference 
committee was ratified by the House, 


which passed the tax bill as revised by 
the committee. The Senate would also 
have had time to pass the bill, but ac- 
tion was postponed until today. It is 
expected that the Senate will okeh the 
tax this afternoon, after which it awaits 
only the President's signature before be- 
coming a law. 


During the week there was much agi- 
tation for a general sales tax, which 
would have meant that legit had a fight- 
ing chance of coming in on the lower 
general sales levy instead of the 10 per 
cent admissions tax. The sales tax, how- 
ever, lost out overwhelmingly when put 
to vote.

NEW YORK, June 6.—Quick action 
by the Joint Complaint Bureau of the 
NVA and VMA made it possible for the 
cast of Gregory Ratoff’s tab version of 
Girl Crazy, which closed at Loew’s Metro- 
politan, Brooklyn, Friday, to receive their 
salaries. Getting word that about six 
liens and attachments were scheduled 
to be filed against the condensed musi- 
cal, the arbitration board seized its sal- 
ary last Tuesday and on Saturday paid 
off the 60 members of the cast, as well 
as furnished those who were hired out 
of town return transportation. 

The Lyons & Lyons Agency, which 
tried to serve an attachment for $1,200 
for back commissions, received $500. 
Musicians’ Local 802 and stagehands alse 
received partial payment, but the per- 
formers came first. Only $21.75 was left 
when the Joint Complaint Bureau fin- 
ished paying off. Girl Crazy was in the 
Metropolitan at $8,000. 


Roxy Staff Gets 
Two Weeks’ Notice 


NEW YORK, June 6—The situation 
at the Roxy Theater will come to a head 
June 13, when Harry Kosch, president of 
the Roxy corporation, will apply for a 
renewal of his receivership and for 
further instructions on operating the 
theater. In the meantime, all em- 
ployes have been handed two-week no- 
tices, so that if the receiver’s court does 
not extend the receivership, the theater 
can close immediately. However, the 
stockholders’ group is attempting to 
keep the house running thru summer, 
and it is possible that the house will 
remain open if concessions from the 
unions and other economies can be 
effected. 

The house is now losing $25,000 to 
$30,000 a week and has been in the red 
for months. It is reported it will cost 
$30,000 a week to keep the theater 
closed, however. Altho the stage shows 
have improved, the film product is still 
weak and the house has been grossing 
around $28,000 the past three weeks. 

Creditors of the corporation have 
formed a protective commuttee to co- 
operate with the stockholders’ commit- 
tee now running the theater. A con- 
ference was held last week in which the 
creditors okehed the work of Harry 
Kosch as receiver. In the meantime, the

PHILADELPHIA, June 4. — Mayor 
Moore revoked the licenses of the 
Trocadero and Bijou theaters, Philadel- 
phia burlesque houses, after hearings in 
his private office this morning, in which 
it was alleged immoral shows were given 
at the houses. Superintendent of Police 
Mills announced he had received orders 
t© close the theaters. 

Action of the mayor means he has 
assumed authority he had previously 
given Director of Public Safety Dodge 
in the matter of theater censorship. 
Upon abolishment of regular group of 
censors last January, jurisdiction was 
given police. The mayor explained he 
had taken the matter in own hands be- 
cause of complaints received, among 
them being that of Rev. Mary Hubbert 
Ellis, who recently waged war on bur- 
lesque houses, later herself being held 
in bail on charge of improperly soliciting 
funds for a youths’ protective organiza- 
tion. 

Recently Dr. Frederick S. Poole, former 
Official censor, quoted Harry McCauley, 
revealed as the police censor, as aaving 
said: “Off-cclor shows are all right and 
if anyone coesn’t like it he can go to 
hell.” In the same statement Dr. Poole 
vigorously attacked police censorship. 
During Trocadero hearing, Henry Starr 
Richardson, city statistician; Col. George 
Scott Stewart Jr., chief Bureau of Legal 
Aid, and Maurice S. Levy, attorney for 
bureau, testified attending the show last 
week at mayor’s request. They said per- 
formances were immoral, lewd and in 
violation of the law. They also told 
of hawkers selling alleged lewd pictures 
and magazines in the theater. Same 
witnesses also testified in much the same 
manner about the Bijou.

The Empress, 
formerly playing stock burlesque, is now 
in the hands of the C. V. N. Theater 
Company, incorporators of which are 
George Christos, V. C. Vaselopulos, Van 
Nomikos and William Vaselopulos, with 
capital of $5,000.

ShubertProbe 
Is Postponed 


Request of creditors for 
examination of eompany’s 
affairs is put off 


NEW YORK, June 4.—The Shuberts 
are going thru a mess of legal tangles as 
the result of the many creditors, or their 
legal representatives, claiming this, that 
and whatnot. Particularly there is a de- 
mand made to the United States District 
Court Judge Francis G. Caffey to au- 
thorize an investigation of the Shubert 
books prior to the incorporation and up 
to the time of the receivership. There 
are four different committees represent- 
ing four different classes of creditors, 
and each of them is jealous of the 
other, altho all are more or less trying 
for the same thing—that is, to squeeze 
a little more than the announced four 
cents on the dollar in case of hank- 
ruptcy proceedings. 

Charles H. Hyde, counsel for the de- 
benture bond holders, is the most fiery 
in attacking the Messrs. Shubert, whom 
he declares have boosted such items as 
scenery way beyond their real value. 
Particularly he would like to know how 
come the Shuberts listed such things as 
scenery and stage equipment to the tune 
of $1,750,000, which was then written 
off from the corporation’s earnings at 
the rate of $250,000 a year, which was 
paid to the brothers. Another item is 
the transaction concerning the sale, re- 
sale and sale of the Central Theater, 
Which finally resulted in a loss to the 
corporation of the neat little sum of 
$500,000. But, continues Mr. Hyde, how 
can he delve into these matters without 
the permission of the Court. The Court 
felt that Mr. Hyde was entitled to a look, 
and forthwith issued such instructions. 
The counsel for Lee Shubert and the 
Irving Trust Company, however, con- 
tended that the corporation was now en- 
gaged in some very busy business, and 
should the Court permit the investiga- 
tion at this time it would seriously ham- 
per any chance the creditors would have 
to get any dough back, much less the 
four cents on the dollar. So the Court, 
altho heartily in favor of an investiga- 
tion, instructed Hyde and the rest of the 
counsel for the creditors that it would 
be better to hold off the proposed delv- 
ings until some future date.

NEW YORK, June 6.—The 15th season 
of concerts by the Goldman Band. under 
the direction of Edwin Franko Goldman, 
will be inaugurated on the Mall in Cen- 
tral Park, Monday evening, June 13.

York University.

M. Stryker, representing the Chicago 
Amusement Company, for $212, alleged to 
be due for costumes. The stock com- 
pany closed recently after a short and 
disastrous run,

HERE are as many varieties of magi- 
cians as there are Heinz edibles. 
Perhaps more. But all magicians can 

be classed generally under one head; 
variegated as are the mediums they em- 
ploy or the means they use to effect 
their deceptions. In modern parlance a 
magician is an entertainer whose audi- 
ence appeal consists basically of his abil- 
ity to mystify; to perform feats or tricks 
either with small objects manipulated 
by his hands or with huge pieces of ap- 
paratus controlled by him, that seeming- 
ly defy the accepted laws of physics or 
chemistry. There is also the so-called 
_mental magician; also an entertainer pri- 
marily, whose “mental telepathic” feats 
seemingly are at variance with accepted 
limitations of the power of the human 
mind. 

Due to the technical nature of his 
work the average magician must of 
necessity become part of the brotherhood 
of his craft. Few, if any, magicians have 
achieved success in recent years without 
blending into the materials that went 
toward making up the foundation of 
their skill and following a persistent co- 
mingling with their colleagues of the’ 
wand and Inverness cape. Taking the 
cue from man in his broader relation to 
society, the magician goes further in his 
gregariousness, and the wise one in the 
group will stoutly maintain that a good 
magician might be born but is never 
made except thru a liberal exchange of 
ideas, technic and knowledge with his 
contemporaries. All of which explains 
the existence of magicians’ societies, cir- 
cles, assemblies, and’ so forth. If there 
were no incorporated or formally organ- 
ized groups, magicians would get to- 
gether anyway.. No class of theatrical 
performer is more clannish than the ma- 
gician. Paucity of route information 
notwithstanding, the Great Soandso, thru 
some miracle performed by the magi- 
cians’ own grapevine telegraph, will learn 
in advance of the engagement in his 
town of Mysterious Mike — and the 
chances favor a reunion of magicians 
from miles around to greet Mike during 
his engagement. One of our most emi- 
nent magicians recently confided to the 
writer that he is resolved to eliminate a 
certain territory from his tour because 
he usually finds himself worn out from 
a round of evening-to-dawn parties. The 
sector he referred to abounds in home 


towns of his brother magicians.

AGICIANS’ societies, while not es-

news and views of magicians. These peri- 
Odicals also carry a generous quota of 
tricks submitted by unselfish working 
Magicians and explained in painstaking 
detail by experts in practical magic. 
Since each of the leading magic periodi- 
cals is sponsored or subsidized by a magic 
organization, they perform the highly 
useful function of reporting in detail the 
activities of local groups, national com- 
mittees, etc. 

There are in the United States three 
major magicians’ socleties—The Society 
of American Magicians, the International 
Magic Circle and the International 
Brotherhood of Magicians, the two last 
named being comparatively young. While 
each of the groups points with pardon- 
able pride to a certain characteristic of 
its members not possessed by the 
others, basically the three organizations 
are committed to the ideal of advancing 
the cause of magic and helping, where 
possible, the individual magician with 
his personal problems.

E writer has been interesteq in the 

fraternal aspects of magic for some 

years. He knows as well as anybody 
can know the background of these or- 
ganizations, the character of the work 
they perform and the character of the 
men who dictate their policies. He has 
just returned from a visit to two of the 
three annual meetings held within the 
period of a week. He came to these 
meetings with ample historical knowledge. 
He devoted his time during the meetings 
to a study of the practical working out 
of the major aspects of their activities. 
And he feels free to state that THERE IS 
NO LOGICAL JUSTIFICATION FOR THE 
EXISTENCE OF THREE ORGANIZA- 
TIONS SERVING THE SAME PRACTI- 
CAL PURPOSE. 

The continued existence, as separate 
entities, of the SAM, IMC and IBM might 
cater to the vanity or give power to cer- 
tain magician-politicians, but this state 
of affairs most assuredly is not advanc- 
Ing the cause of magic. There area num. 
ber of wide-awake and adept magicians 
who belong to the three organizations. 
Many others carry membership cards in 
two of the three groups. A wasteful 
procedure—one that indicates beyond 
the shadow of a doubt that the magic 
house is in disorder. 

. > . 


HE SAM met this year in Detroit on 
May 28, 29 and 30, and the IMC ang 
IBM met June 1, 2 and 3, at Kalama- 

zoo and Kenton, respectively. Magicians 
determined to attend the three meets met 
many obstacles. At best it was possible 
for an individual to first attend the 
SAM and split his remaining time—if he 
had that much at his disposal—between 
Kalamazoo and Kenton, separated by 
many hours’ driving or train travel. Our 
sense of the practical dictates to us that 
even were the leaders of tfie organiza- 
tions so minded, an immediate amalga- 
mation would not be possible. But we 
have discussed the possibilities of this 
tieup with many non-political magicians 
in attendance at the conventions. To a 
man they agreed that the idea is not only 
practical, but that it is a step that will 
have to be taken eventually if the cause 
of magic is to be served. 

It is an unwarranted imposition on a 
magician’s time, an unfair drain on the 
contents of his slim pocketbook to re- 
quire the joiner to attend three conven- 
tions, to pay dues to three organizations 
that are supposed to serve the same pur- 
pose 


If there were more than one group 
Pledged to the ideals of Equity there 
would be no Equity worth discussing 
today. This applies as well to the A. F. 
of M., the IATSE and other stagecraft 
and labor organizations in the amuse- 
ment field. None of the three magic 
organizations can act rightfully for the 
whole magicians’ group. None of them 
is qualified or morally empowered to 
place the magicians’ side of a contro- 
versy before the public on major issues. 
The present arrangement is farcical from 
one angle; pathetically impractical from 
others. But in no sense justifiable or 
really helpful to one of the oldest spe- 
cies of popular entertainment. It is the 
more deplorable that a situation of this 
kind pertains when there is now brew- 
ing, a great revival of interest in magic 
and its kindred arts.

E APPEAL to the average magician 
to give serious thought to the 
points here discussed. It is with- 

in his power to effect an amalgamation. 
There is no other way out. The big frogs 
in each of the three organizations may 
fight the unification movement tooth 
(See SUGAR’S DOMINO on page 9)

Major Vaude Time Hits New 


Low; Expect Further Losses 


Total time of five circuits is down to 54 weeks—RKO 
tops with meager 39—Warner soon to have but one— 
salary and budget is of no help 


NEW YORK, June 6.—The vaudeville field in general and en masse faces one 
of the toughest summer seasons in its history, with major circuit playing time 
now down to 54 weeks in its entirety thruout the country and continuing to slide 


downwards at an alarming rate. 


Of the five major circuits, only one has more 
than 10 weeks, This is RKO with a tctal of 39. 


Loew is down to seven weeks; 


Fanchon & Marco three and a half; Warner, three, and Publix, one and a half. 
Warner, with Jersey City and Philadelphia expected to drop stageshows shortly, 


will be down to one week. Several thea- 
ter operators and bookers pessimistically 
predict that by the middle of July there 
will not be more than 30 vaude weeks 
left in the United States. The only rea- 
son for this terrific decline is given as 
poor business, which is attributed to 
the fact that the general public can no 
longer stard the comparatively high ad- 
missions vaudefilmers necessarily have to 
charge because of the extra expense of 
acts and union men. 

RKO, with its 39 weeks booked thru 
the offices here, Boston, Chicago and on 
the Coast, has never before been in such 
a depleted vaude state Yet, this cir- 
cuit is expected to lose at least five more 
weeks, and probably more, by the middle 
of July. Loew may drop two weeks, and 
Publix’s one and a half weeks, booked 
by Lawrence Golde in the William Mor- 
ris office, are in a precarious position. 
Its one full-weeker, the Scollay Square, 
Boston, is already on a week-to-week 
notice. 

Fanchon & Marco’s vaude time, con- 
sisting of Skouras Theaters in its en- 
tirety, stands a fairly good chance of re- 
maining as is thruout the summer be- 
cause of poor picture product. One spot 
in particular, the Audubon, has been 
holding on to stageshows despite terrific 
losses only thru lack of b.-o. films. 

Almost everything possible has been 
tried by the circuits in the past few 
months to keep houses going with stage- 
shows, but the red ink continues.to be 
splashed freely. Acts’ salaries and house 
budgets have been sliced mercilessly in 
attempts to cut expenses without signs 
of profits in most cases. 

The most notable vaude experiment 
of the past season was Warner’s resump- 
tion of 24 weeks of stageshows Christ- 
mas Day. After a couple of months, 
however, the circuit’s operators deemed 
the attempt a failure, with the result 
that its playing time is now down to 
three weeks, with only one of these, the 
Earle, Washington, expected to be re- 
tained. Elmira and Wheeling drop vaude 
the weeks of June 11 and 18 respectively; 
the Stanley, Jersey City, and Earle, Phil. 
adelphia, are on week-to-week notices 
and will probably go before the end of 
this month. 


Advance Palace Bookings 
NEW YORK, June 4.—Palace book- 
ings are being made as far in advance 
as possible. Among the acts definitely 
booked or penciled in for RKO’s ace 
house so far are: Adler and Bradford, 
Diamond Boys and Ben Bernie, June 11; 
Toto and Belle Baker, June 18; Al Tra- 
han, June 25: Jack McLallen, July 9; 
Wills and Davis and Jordan and Woods, 
July 16; Fortunello and Cirillino, Leon 
Janney and Adelaide Hall, July 23; 
Pearce and Velie, July 30, and Barry 
and Whitlege, Lander Brothers, Neil Gol- 
den and Medley and Duprey, August 6. 


High Pressure Stuff 


NEW YORK, June 6.—Starting 
this week, the Brooklyn Paramount 
is offering patrons free parking and 
auto service in a garage at the rear 
of the theater. 

Patrons park their cars, get a 
stub which is stamped at the thea- 
ter’s box office and take out their 
cars on presentation of the stub 
later. House is in the business sec- 
tion and has direct opposition from 
four big houses. 


Ray Hodgdon Back 
On RKO Reversal 


NEW YORK, June 4.—In one of those 
quick ‘in and out” affairs, Ray Hodg- 
don returned to the RKO booking office 
yesterday after a two-week compulsory 
vacation. When let out, Hodgdon was 
office manager of the booking depart- 
ment—on his return, he was made scout 
for independent theaters as RKO book- 
ing possibilities. 

Altho the matter is still hanging fire, 
it is probable that Jack Hodgdon, let 
out along with Ray, Jack Dempsey and 
I. R. Samuels, may also rejoin the cir- 
cuit as assistant to Jim Aloz on routing. 
The Hodgdons were associated with the 
circuit for 21 years. Their father, the 
late S. K. Hodgdon, started with B. F. 
Keith in 1884. 

It is not clear from what end pressure 
was brought to bear to get Ray Hodgdon 
back. Harold B. Franklin, president, 
who had dismissed Ray and the others 
as part of an economy program, re- 
called him Thursday after conferences 
with George Godfrey, acting head of the 
booking office in the absence of Martin 
Beck.

The show holds a guar- 
antee of 2714 weeks of playing time 
comprising seven weeks from Loew, 1414 
weeks from RKO, four weeks from Pub- 
lix and two weeks from Warner.

NEW YORK, June 4.—Negotiations are 
on for the Friars’ Frolic, all-male show 
which closed in Baltimore, May 17, after 
a disastrous road tour, to go into the 
Roxy next Friday (June 10) on a per- 
centage basis. The deal, handled by 
Charles Pope on the Friars’ end, was 
practically set this afternoon. 

While no definite information was 
forthcoming as to the terms, it is re- 


“ported that the Frolic will go in on a 


$10,000 guarantee and close to 25 per 
cent of the gross. The Roxy’s record 
weekly gross is close to $140,000. 

This may mean a lead for the big 
de luxer in following the example set by 
the Capitol and Paramount on big shows. 
The latter house, as an instance, has 
been doing well with tabloid musicals, all 
of which were first offered to the Roxy, 
but turned down. A few weeks ago, 
when the Capitol was packing them in 
with Victor McLaglen, Edmund Lowe, 
Fifi D’Orsay, Cab Calloway, Burns and 
Allen and the Street Singer, the Roxy 
was offered a “name” show by Lyons & 


Lyons fully as big. One of the artists 
offered was Maurice Chevalier, but even 
he was vetoed. 

If but half the “names” who appeared 
with the Frolic at the Metropolitan 
Opera House opening on May 8 show at 
the Roxy it looks like a b.-o. bet. Among 
those who took part then were Harry 
Richman, Jack Benny, J. C. Flippen, Joe 
Cunningham, Harry Hershfield, Danny 
Dare, Jans and Whalen, Walter C. Kelly, 
George Price, Smith and Dale, Eddie 
Leonard and son, Shaw and Lée, Hal Le- 
Roy, Joe Frisco; King, King and King, 
and Leo Carrillo. A few of these, how- 
ever, did not accompany the Frolic on the 
road, which, under the sponsorship of 
Tishman & O'Neal, died after playing 
nine towns. Its poor showing on tour 
was attributed to mismanagement. 


On the road the principals in the 
Frolic were in on a percentage arrange- 
ment, while members of the ballet re- 
ceived a set salary of $75 each week. 
This same arrangement will probably go 
at the Roxy. 


Joe Plunkett 
To Quit RKO 


Vice-president of K-A-O 
will tender his resignation 


to Harold Franklin 


NEW YORK, June 4—Joseph Plun- 
kett, from present indications, will ten- 
der his resignation early next week from 
the post of vice-president of Keith-Al- 
bee-Orpheum Corporation and Orpheum 
Circuit, Inc. While Harold B. Franklin, 
president of the theater group, claims 
he has not received Plunkett's resigna- 
tion as yet, Plunkett himself remarked 
that there would be something on it 
early next week. 

Plunkett's status with the organization 
has been in the air for some time, com- 
ing to a head the last few weeks when 
Franklin received word that there was a 
duplication of executives in the operat- 
ing department. As a result, Plunkett 
was asked to assume charge of:the Mid- 
west, but refused. And as there is no 
work for him to do here in the East his 
resignation is naturally expected. 

In the reorganization in April, when 
Merlin Hall Aylesworth came in as presi- 
dent of RKO, Plunkett’s position was 
changed from vice-president of RKO to 
vice-president of KAO and Orpheum, un- 
der Franklin, president. And at the same 
time his powers werd lessened when Her- 
schel Stuart was brought in as director 
of field operations. Since that time he 
has been inactive. 

It was in January of 1929 that Plun- 
kett came into RKO as general manager. 
At that time his theater activity had 
been centered in the East and partic- 
ularly here, where for years he operated 
the Strand Theater for Moe Mark and 
Stanley interests. 


3 More De Luxers 
To Exit From Loew 


NEW YORK, June 4—Three more 
“flesh” spots will probably be lost to 
Loew’s de luxe tour by the end of this 
month when the Paradise, Bronx; Va- 
lencia, Jamaica, and Loew’s, Jersey City, 
go into straight picture policies for the 
summer. Notice to the labor unions was 
posted today, but the date for the policy 
switch has not been definitely deter- 
mined as yet. 

With these houses going out, the de 
luxe tour will be down to seven weeks, ' 
taking in the Ambassador, St. Louis, and 
Chicago, Chicago, which drop out June 
17 and 24, respectively. 


Riant, Denver, Closes 


DENVER, June 4—The Riant Theater, 
which presented vaudeville and pictures, 
has closed for the summer. 


Seven Directors Set 
For RKO’s Amateurs 


NEW YORK, June 4.—Bobby Connolly. 
RKO’'s general stage director, has ac- 
quired a staff of seven directors for the 
Opportunity Revues in the Eastern 
group of theaters. The latter will start 
production on the amateur shows 
June 25. 

Jack Donohue and Daniel Murray are 
assigned as field directors to supervise 
the work of the others, while Raymond 
Midgely goes to Boston; William Smythe 
to Portland, Me.; Jack Connors to 
Troy, N. Y.; Elizabeth Freeman to Low- 
ell, Mass., and Ernest Glucksman to 
Trenton, N. J. The directors are un- 
derstood to have been hired on a five- 
week, $100 weekly basis.

Connolly will take on more 
directors to handle these within the next 
two weeks.

To Quit Shows 


Musicians’ demands _ for 
extra Sunday pay is cause 
of operators’ revolt 


BALTIMORE, June 4—At a confer- 
ence here Tuesday night, operators of 
Loew’s Century, Schanperger’s B. F. 
Keith’s and Rappaport’s Hippodrome 
agreed to pull out their stageshows Fri- 
day, due to the demands of the musi- 
cians’ uNion for time-and-a-half wages 
on Sundays. The agreement between the 
three houses came after several other ef- 
forts at unity had failed. Except for a 
final okeh from Col. Schiller of Loew, 
the three-cornered agreement is consid- 
ered all set. 

Both the Hipp and Keith's have hand- 
ed two-week notices to the musicians 
and stagehands, enabling the houses to 
go straight pictures June 10. Loew’s 
Century is required to give the musicians 
four-week notices, which will mean that 
it will pay the men for three idle weeks 
In the case Loew's refuses to drop stage- 
shows, the other two houses will un- 
doubtedly be forced to hold onto their 
vaudeville, as their picture product is 
inferior to Loew's and vaudeville is 
necessary to them. ‘There is also a pos- 
sibility that Keith's and the Hipp may 
go nonunion. 

According to the pending agreement, 
the three houses agree to drop stages 
shows from June 10 to September 2. 
Since the current musicians’ union con- 
tract expires September 1, the houses 
can resume negotiations for a more ac- 
ceptable contract then. The pact also 
provides that any of the three houses 
can resume “flesh” by giving the other 
two theaters a week’s notice. 

The houses are all full weeks and have 
been running “flesh” all season. The 
controversy arose when the Sunday blue 
laws were repealed in Baltimore County 
last month and the musicians immedi- 
ately demanded time and a half for 
Sunday work. The operators and stage- 
hands accepted the regular scale for Sun- 
days. 


Fox Met. Houses 
In Receivership 


NEW YORK, June 4.—Fox Metropoli- 
tan Playhouses, which controls 130 thea- 
ters now being operated by the Skou- 
rases and Frisch & Rinzler on leases, 
went into receivership yesterday. Henry 
Spitz, of Paterson, N. J., a creditor for 
$4,000, filed a petition for an equity 
receivership in Federal Court and the 
corporation, thru Alvin J. Schlosser, 
vice-president, consented. Judge Mack, 
who reviewed the petition, will designate 
a receiver today. 

The company controls but does not 
directly operate any theaters. The 
Skourases are now operating 89 of its 
houses in New Jersey, Manhattan, Bronx 
and Queens, and Frisch & Rinzler are 
running 41 houses in Brooklyn. Eleven 
vaudefilmers are included in the Skou- 
ras group, the Academy, Crotona and 
Audubon, New York; the Rivoli, Hemp- 
stead; the Liberty, Elizabeth, N. J., and 
six one and two-day stands. 

The receivership petition stated the 
corporation had issued $13,000,000 in 
614 per cent convertible gold notes to 
mature May 1, 1932, and that $12,500,000 
of these notes are still outstanding. 
The principal and interest on these 
hotes were defaulted May 1. The peti- 
tion asked for a receiver to protect the 
corporation and its creditors. The re- 
ceivership is not expected to affect the 
operation of the theaters involved.

Fox, Brooklyn, Will 
Stick Thru Summer 


NEW YORK, June 4.—The Fox, Brook- 
lyn, is still open, altho notices had been 
given out setting the closing date for 
last Thursday. The musicians’ union 
allowed the cutting of three men from 
the house orchestra and other econo- 
mies were efiected to trim the overhead 
for the summer. F. & M. units will be 
retained, the house’s contract with F. & 
M. running until September, 1933. 

Sam Maurice resigned as manager of 
the house Monday, with no _ successor 
appointed. Alfred B. Chapman, chair- 
man of a bondholders’ committee repre- 
senting the S. W. Strauss interests, is 
now directing operation of the theater. 

In the meantime, the Supreme Court 
has no yet rendered a decision on the 
action by Jacob Klein, a bondholder 
in the debenture issue, who demands 
payment of $96,940 interest on a deben- 
ture and also the appointment of a re- 
ceiver for the corporation. The theater 
is Opposing receivership action, altho it 
is now virtually in receivership, any- 
way.

Third suit against picture 
producers and circuit filed 
by St. Louis exhibitor 


WILMINGTON, Dela., June 6—Harry 
Koplar, St. Louis exhibitor, has fileq a 
receivership suit against Warner Bros.’ 
Pictures Corporation in the Federal 
Court here, making the third receiver- 
ship suit against Warner in the past 
few months. Koplar’s petition asks for 
the appointment of receivers to manage 
the business, “to oust from office such 
of the individual defendants as shall 
appear from the evidence to be unfit to 
continue to’ discharge their trusts,” and 
to direct elections to supply vacancies 
created by such removals. 

The individual defendants named are 
Harry M. Warner, Albert Warner, Jack 
L. Warner, Waddill Catchings, Henry A. 
Rudkin, Harold S. Bareford, Stanleight 
P. Friedman, Abel Cary Thomas, Moe 
Mark, Morris Wolf and Sam E. Morris. 
The plaintiff owns 5,000 shares of War- 
ner common stock, bought in 1928 at 
$125 a share and now quoted at 87 cents. 
His petition hits Warner’s going into 
the music business and alleges profits of 
$18,000,000 in 1929 have disappeared, the 
company being operated ever since “at 
an enormous loss.” 

Warner will answer the allegations of 
Koplar’s petition at once. The two other 
recent petitions for receivership were 
filed by Jules Endler, of Passaic, N. J., 
last December, and by M. V. Newcastle 
in February. The first was dismissed by 
court and the second comes up for a 
hearing next Monday. 


London Phoenix All Vaude 


LONDON, May 28.—The Phoenix, with 
Dora Maughan as hostess, opened last 
night with a continuous vaudeville pol- 
icy. A good house attended, but all the 
acts small-timey. Another angle on the 
continuous vaudeville craze at present 
prevalent in England gives evidence that 
one suburban house in London has an 
entire program, with the acts playing 
three times a day with the total cost of 
the entire bill being only $325 for the 
entire week. Another small show has 
an act doing five shows daily for $14.50 
a week.

Franklin, Watch Your Step! 


Harold B. Franklin did not inherit the exact title of Hiram S. Brown, 


Being a showman, a successful and 


experienced executive and regarded by many as one of the smartest theater 
operators of this era, more was expected of Franklin than any man that 
might otherwise have been chosen to pull RKO out of the mire. 

Franklin is now in the midst of a crisis. So is the organization that 
he heads. Sad were conditions when Franklin took hold of the pilot’s job. 
Sadder are they now. While the few men enlisted by the major electrical 
companies to put RKO back into the winning class have been pulling hard 
for a re-establishment of faith in the company and a revival of morale 
in the rank and file, others have been doing everything possible to discredit 
the present acministration. 

Never was the RKO morale worse. Never was the future darker than 
now. It is not Franklin's fault. Personally able, fearless and possessed of 
the vision of a builder, Franklin has been caught in a mesh of conspirators 
and arch conspirators. We had the foolish notion that with the entrance 
of Franklin and Martin Beck into the affairs of RKO politics would be 
shoveled cut into the gutter. That’s what might have taken place. But 
the stench of politics on the outside is so strong, so offensive, that it con- 
tinues to permeate every nook and corner of the RKO office. Figuratively, 
dirt and filth that were decorously covered by decorousness before are now 
exposed to the light of day and offending the nostrils of sensitive persons 
accordingly. 

A word of advice to Franklin: Remember, H. B., that persons who 
have had their fling and failed miserably are most assuredly not qualified 
to run the office at this stage of the game. 

RKO has disloyal agents, intriguing employees and a flock of has- 
beens who are holding jobs solely on the strength of their drag with the 
alleged hidden powers that be. It is up to Franklin—only Franklin—to 
unearth all of this, bring it out in the light and annihilate it for good with 
one snap of his dictatorial whip. 

There is an organized campaign being conducted to discredit and 
eventually oust Godfrey. There is also a campaign on to thwart Beck so 
persistently that the man brought from virtual retirement to preside over 
the vaudeville booking office will become disgusted with the whole arrange- 
ment, pack up his bag and leave. And then, according to the plan, the mice 
(rats to you!) will again start playing their little game of “Give me, I 
give you.” 

Franklin should know all of this. If he doesn’t by now and fails to do 
anything about it, say good-by to RKO and make a note of the fact that 
we have lost our respect for the man we once looked up to as the only one 
who was qualified to save RKO and the vaudeville time it potentially 
represents.

The 
act brought its charges to the VMA, 
which sent it to the D. A.’s office. 
Pearce is not in town and could not be 
reached for a statement. 

The Juggling Carsons have com- 
plained that they gave Lawrence Leon, 
indie booker. $10 for bookings they 
never got. This adds to the long Hst 
of complaints by acts on Leon’s book- 
ing tactics, which began when Leon got 
into trouble with the Canadian authori- 
ties for stranding acts in Canada last 
year. Besides being on the lookout for 
Leon, who has abandoned his local of- 
fice, the D. A’s office is seeking Wil- 
liam Rowland, booker, who is charged 
with not paying off Meta Bernard for a 
week’s work.

By Agent Arbitrators 


NEW YORK, June 4.—Eight acts re- 
questing releases and a dispute between. 
two agents over two “name” acts were 
taken up at an arbitration meeting held 
Thursday by the officers of the Artists’ 
Representatives Association in RKO. 
To contend with this constant bickering 
between ager.ts over acts, the association 
has called on all members to submit 
lists of the acts they represent. 

Among releases granted were Archer 
and Jackson from Weber-Simon; Jack 
and Kay Spangler from Henry Bellit, and 
the Four Aristocrats from Ben David. 
Cases tabled were the Three Sailors 
against Weber-Simon for a _ release: 
Manny King against Harry Romm for 
a release; request of Adler and Brad- 
ford for a release from Jack Curtis, and 
the dispute between Weber-Simon and 
Lew Cantor regarding the representation 
of Lew Cody and Noah Beery. ' 

The complaint of Maurice H. Rose, 
president of the organization, against 
Chilton and Thomas ended in a decision 
for Rose to continue handling the act.

{t seems that if the RKO campaign 
for smutless materia] is really in earnest 
they should pay more attention to the 
acts when they are doing their stuff 
before an audience, as it is only human 
for an actor to be tempted to use a 
shady story when other material has 
failed to get him the desired response. 
There are several off-color cracks and 
quips in this lineup. 

Dave Jones and Peggy Lee and Com- 
pany, three girls and two men, open the 
show “in one” before a silver and black 
drop with a musical comedy routine. 
Then a comedy dance by Dave and 
Peggy. “In three” for a session of high 
kicks by a pair of girls. A Quaker num- 
ber follows, which shows Miss Lee’s 
ability as a toe and tap dancer. Dave 
follows with a limber-leg routine that 
shows remarkable agility. A step dance 
by the other male member, the ball- 
room tap by Dave and Peggy and a fast 
finale by the entire company sent them 
off to good applause. 

Benny Rubin entered here and after a 
little Milt Gross dialect and a couple 
of stories he was interrupted by Jack 
Haley. Some comedy business between 
the two aided by a stooge, and Rubin 
introduced the next act. 

Al Nord and Jeanne. A fat fellow in 
collegiate clothes, whose appearance is 
not unlike Roscoe Arbuckle, and the girl, 
a midget. Their talk could be much 
improved, as they are using some pretty 
old stuff. Banjo work of Nord was en- 
joyed most of all. Thinking of You, 
vocalized by the girl, and her cute dance 
earned them a good exit. 

A blackout by Rubin, Haley and two 
others interpolated here got some laughs. 

Lillian Shade on next. Her first song, 
After You’ve Gone, meant nothing to the 
audience, but when she swung into 
Minnie, the Moocher, and I mean 
“swung” with Harlem motions, the folks 
Were hers. A piano interlude while she 
changed gowns and she was on again 
with a dramatic rendition of a My Man 
medley. Miss Shade has a peculiar de- 
livery which is hard to define. It is at 
times sweet, harsh, dramatic and hot. 
Waiting for the Robert E. Lee done with 
modernistic variations so even the com- 
poser wouldn’t recognize his brain child 
sent her off for a hit.

The Palace, New York | 


(Reviewed Saturday Evening, June 4) 

It’s another good bill at the Palace this week, and again, according to all 
Saturday evening indications, the customers should support it. Tonight was 
so hot that a pair of eggs actually got themselves fried on the 42d street pave- 
ments, and still the entire orchestra of the Palace was jammed, with a rank 
or two standing in the back. The balcony was about three-quarters full, and 
the gallery was a sellout. Which isn’t bad business by any means. 

The present layout runs smoothly and very amusingly, with its sock start- 
ing right in the first frame and lasting until the exit march. With Sophie 
Tucker headlining in what all the boys very fittingly call her inimitable man- 
ner, the show stood on its own feet and successfully competed with the heat 
outside. And, incidentally, the Palace cooling system is effective. 

RENOFF, RENOVA AND BEKEFI opened excellently. Helped by the Sin- 
clair Twins, a pair of tidy misses, they present a dance act that is far above 
the average. It is excellently dressed, and the three principals and especially 
Miss Renova are standout performers. The mob sent them off to a large and 
deserved hand. 

JOE WONG, the pleasant young Chinaman, deuced with 10 minutes of his 
ingratiating imitations. His material is built up perfectly for his own use, 
and he has a nice voice and enough dancing ability to get by. But the act 
sells chiefly on his personality, which clicks with the customers in a big way. 

BOB RIPA, with his sensational balancing ability, came next. Things he 
does with rubber balls and sticks have to be seen to be believed; he has them 
trained better than a flock of performing seals. The routine is sensational, 
and again the response is immensely aided by the personality of the per- 
former. He went off to a show-stop 

VIOLET CARLSON came next with her comedy dancing, singing and what 
have you, and sent the customers into the aisles. The high spot of her turn 
is the amusing burlesque of a French prima donna, immediately followed by 
the comedy dance in which she is aided by an unbilled gent in a phoney 
whisker. And for once it was a comedy dance that was really funny. It was 
another show-stop. 

JIM McWILLIAMS stalked on following her to indulge in his piano playing 
and his immensely clever and pointed satire, aided by a constant and broad 
erin. The flashes of his wit hit everything from his own act to the Senate 
discussing the recent tax bill, and almost always they are appropriate and 
telling. And, strangely enough, also good-humored. He's a funny man, is Mr. 
McWilliams, and he had to beg off in the darkness, while they were setting 
the stage for the next act. He did it that way, he said, to save time, 

HARLAND DIXON, helped out by Peggy Cornell, came next with his dance 
act, that is really different. For one thing, it is different because it has had 
some intelligence brought to bear on it. The result is excellent entertain- 
ment off the beaten path. The trip around New York was clever and well 
done. Just one thing tho, if Dixon would introduce his grand dance, done 
to a modified Hamlet’s soliloquy, without taking the Barrymore name in vain, 
it might be better. As things stand, some sort of imitation of John Barry- 
more is expeced, and the dance is half over before you realize that that’s not 
the point at all. It’s an opry house. tragedian, not Barrymore. 

SOPHIE TUCKER came on to a huge entrance hand, and proceeded to wow 
them. She did five numbers, two of them as encores interpolated here and 
there among the six or eight show-stops she scored. They included Somethina 
To Be Thankful For, If Your Kisses Can’t Hold the Man You Love; Lord, You 
Made the Night Toc Long; My Extraordinary Man and Some of These Days. 
There was the expected shady patter for which the mob was waiting and which 
was delivered as only Miss Tucker can deliver it, but it seems a pity that sne 
uses the blue material, sometimes it’s a deep blue, at all. She certainly doesn’t 
need it. Her singing of Lord, You Made the Night Too Long, was the standout 
of the standout turn, and in that she interpolated Eili, Eili, and not smut. 
The mob would not let her cff. 

BUSTER WEST AND JOHN WEST, with Dorothy Van Alst assisting, followed 
her, which is quite an assignment, But they handled it altogether capably, 
getting plenty of laughs on their clowning, and a show-stop after Buster’s dance 
that closed the turn. Buster had to beg off. 

LEON BELASCO AND HIS ORCHESTRA, with Vivian Janis, closed. Miss 
Janis gets billed as a separate act, but all she does is sing a couple of num- 
bers in the Belasco turn and, incidentally, that billing isn’t too smart on the 
part of the Palace management. The average customer wandering in will 
feel that he’s been cheated, getting nine acts instead of 10, even tho he’s actually 
getting more than his money’s worth. If there are only nine acts, the billing 
ought to say so. Belasco and his boys play as they do over the radio, while 
all the sentimental lasses in the orchestra seats swoon away with romance. 
Of its type, it is grand music, tho there are those who prefer such numbers 
in their original state rather than jazzed. The band is remarkable in that it 
possesses not a single brass. Miss Janis has a throaty and well-trained blues 


voice, and went over quite nicely. 


The vaudeville ran for 1 hour and 58 minutes, which is as it should be. 
Not one of the acts on the bill failed to get a sizable hand. 
an enthusiastic mob this evening, and it might mean a really good show. As 
far as this reporter is concerned, it mean a really good show.

Business was fair at the 
first show, but you can bet your red 
underwear that they’re going to be 
standing in the rear at Cliff Boyd's 
vaude shop just as soon as the word-of- 
mouthers spread the news on the Elling- 
ton aggregation. 

Honey Family gave this layout a sweet 
opening with a corking brand of acro- 
batics, tumbling and trampoline work. 
Turn comprises four men and three 
girls, one of the men, possibly the daddy 
of the troupe, merely coming on near 
the windup for the bows. Honey Family's 
swell stunts drew a running applause 
thruout and a smashing finish hand. 

Hunter and Percival, mixed team, 
made the deucer entertaining with their 
comedy offering. Male member murders 
the English language with his wop dia- 
lect and pulled a big bundle of sock 
laughs. Girl is an excellent foil and 
also puts over three song numbers to 
good results. Hunter and Percival took 
numerous bows to a swell mitt. 

Duke Ellington and his orchestra, with 
the Four Stepp Brothers, dancers; Ivy 
Anderson, torch singer, and Kid Charles- 
ton, hoofer, registered sensationally with 
the Albee patrons. This colored combo 
is, from a musical and entertaining 
standpoint, one of the best band acts 
ever to cavort on the Albee stage. And 
there have been some dandies. Ellington 
and his boys run the gamut from the 
sweet to the dirty hot, featuring several 
of the ditties they helped to make fa- 
mous. The arrangements are pips, and 
the work of the trumpet, trombone and 
clarinet soloists strikes another sensa- 
tional note. The Four Stepp Brothers 
hung up a near show-stop with a cork- 
ing hoofing session. Lads open with 
Hittin’ the Bottle and encore with an- 
other quartet routine and competitive 
dance work. In Ivy Anderson, Duke 
Ellingon has one of the best torch sing- 
ers in the business. Not only is this 
dusky maiden a keen warbler of hot 
notes, but she has a sense of comedy 
value. Sang four ditties to a complete 
show-stop and had a difficult time get- 
ting away. Kid Charleston pulled an- 
other terrific hand with an eccentric 
hoofing routine, in which he features 
some sensational splits. Ellington ma- 
nipulates the ivories thruout, directs in 
a pleasing manner and at no time grabs 
the spot from any of his confreres.

Show at the State this week is freak- 
ish, playing up informality. Sometimes 
it is so informal that the customers must 
wonder whether they paid to be enter- 
tained or to watch a flock of performers 
running loose on the stage. NTG (Nils 
T. Granlund) provides all this in addi- 
tion to hogging 51 minutes of the 91- 
minute running time. He’s made his 
revue more along vaude lines, fortunate- 
ly, but he could go even further by 
chopping the time to about 35 minutes. 
The Pat Rooneys, his Palace sidekicks, 
are On the bill also, sharing headline 
honors with him, and other acts are 
Brems, Fitz and Murphy Brothers and 
the Five Jewels.

Five Jewels, girl juggling act, make 
an okeh opener.

Brems, Fitz and Murphy Brothers fol- 
low, faring well in general, but dragging 
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out their stay to 17 minutes doesn’t 
help. What they need is to speed up the 
turn, which could be done by not over- 
emphasizing the hoke bits. As to the 
latter, a lot of laughs result from them. 
The harmony singing is good also. 

Pat Rooney and Pat Rooney III came 
on to a welcoming hand, served their 
dancing and comedy and left to a pro- 
longed mitting. Lots of sentiment to 
this act in addition to entertainment. 
They acknowledged the big hand by 
bringing on Marion Bent. 

NTG is in this spot to provide the rest 
of the show. And he’s gotten away from 
nudity and other unentertaining bits to 
have with him a flock of specialty peo- 
ple. This works in favor of the revue. 
He'd be a whole lot better off, tho, by 
trimming his stay and holding down 
that Murphy boy, who does a lot of 
distasteful bits. The emsee has a lot 
of people with him, including Johnny 
and Mary Mason, the Climas, Duke Mc- 
Hale, Forman Sisters, Myrtle Allen, Dotty 
Justin, Rene Villon and Ramon and 
Ruth.

Bert Lytell’s sketch, The Valiant, was 
the only item giving this five-acter an 
iota of balance. The remaining four 
acts, among other things, danced away 
the bill’s chances for variety. Not only 
was the balance almost entirely missing, 
but the show’s strength concentrated in 
three and four, with the other turns 
just about getting by. Vaude is holding 
on here by tooth and nail and, unless 
biz improves over what it was tonight, 
may lose its grip before long.

DE LUXE SHOWS 


Paramount, New York

With very few exceptions this is one 

of the best shows for this type of house 
seen since mammoth de luxers and sub- 
sequent presentations came into being. 
The condensed version of Rhapsody in 
Black is a terrific applause sock all the 
way, with only the best parts of the 


eye and ear stuff retained from Lew 
Leslie’s original legit version. 

If, with all she is doing, Ethel Waters 
manages to last thru the four and five 
shows daily Rhapsody should receive 
enough word-of-mouth advertising to set 
the house solidly in the black for the 
week. At the fourth show tonight, how- 
ever, Miss Waters evidenced severe 
hoarseness, and at one stage remarked, 
“Some oall it madness—I call it show 
business.” She is practically the whole 
show, altho the supporting cast is above 
average. Pike Davis’ Continental Or- 
chestra plays the layout to perfection, 
and the Ceci] Mack Choir of 16 mixed 
voices is a surefire item in itself. Along 
with these are the show-stopping Berry 
Brothers; Florence Hill, exceptional war- 
bler; Blue McAllister and Pearl Wright, 
Lindy Hoppers, and Dusty Fletcher, 
mugging dancer with Miss Waters. 

That the first 10 minutes was taken 
up by the Rhapsody in Blue, delivered 
musically with Miss Hill leading the 
band and vocally by the chorus, was a 
tipoff of what was to follow. This show- 
stopped, and so did almost everything 
else that followed. Miss Waters sang 
five different songs, two of them spe- 
cials, and at the finish repeated Can’t 
Stop Me From Loving You. Miss Hill 
delivered two, St. James Infirmary and 
Dark Eyes, the former with the choir 
behind her for excellent effect. The 
singing ensemble, with two girls out 
front leading the warbling, smashed a 
little later with Eili, Eili. 

With but the mixed Lindy-hopping 
pair preceding them, the Berry Brothers 
are in a much softer spot than the ex- 
cellent hoofing team needs. After three 
minutes of fast stepping they tied the 
show in as tough a knot as Miss Waters 
had done before them. 

Along with being much cheaper than 
the Band Wagon and Three’s a Crowd and 
costing about aS much as the $10,000 
Everybody’s Welcome, its predecessors 
here, Rhapsody is by far a better show 
than the three for this type of theater. 
It is worth its cost in the applause it 
gets. Running time is 67 minutes.

Stands will have to be of first-rate financial status—an- 
other important itern under consideration is the use of 
busses and trailers instead of railroads. 


NEW YORK, June 6—I. H. Herk, president of the New Columbia Burlesque 
Association, Inc., continues to line up houses to be part of the circuit that will 


get under way next fall. 


Where and what these houses are is not being divulged, 


but it is intimated that those being taken into the fold are first-rate in every 


respect, particularly as to the owner’s or operator’s financial reliability. 


A mini. 


mum of 15 weeks is planned, with a possibility that 20 good stands will be ready 
at the opening date, These houses will positively not be west of Pittsburgh, unless 


something comes up to radically change 
present plans. Boston to Pittsburgh is 
all that the circuit contemplates taking 
in. Financial status of the burly op- 
erators is of first importance, inasmuch 
as the losses sustained during last sea- 
son’s operations were due to houses lag- 
ging behind in payments of booking fees 
and toward the operation of the rail- 
road pool, which takes care of all trans- 
portation. 

Transportation, an item that stood the 
circuit around $9,000 weekly last season 
may be cut in half if an idea now in 
mind can be worked out by NCBA offi- 
cials, A plan is being considered where- 
by busses will be used. One week stands 
where a show is not in need of the bus 
during its stay at a house, the charges 
will be a dead loss. For this reason a 
new plan will have to be devised. In the 
case of a show playing Washington, 
Baltimore and Philadelphia, one bus can 
haul the tréupe and baggage from Wash- 
ington to Baltimore, pick up the show 
just closed in Baltimore and convey it 
to Philadelphia. On account of the New 
York opening dates being different, the 
same bus would not be able to take the 
Philly troupe to New York. However, a 
plan is under consideration. Trailers 
will be used to carry the company’s bag- 
gage in the event the bus plan goes 
thru. 

At any rate, NCBA officials state that 
there will be a circuit next season and 
a good one. Credit of the organization 
is said to be A-1 with those it does the 
most important business, such as the 
railroad companies which supply every 
sort of transportation for one actor or a 
troupe on a credit basis to NCBA, tele- 
phone and telegraph. These bills when 
rendered have always been promptly met. 
Overhead of the circuit at present is 
also down to a minimum, while the 
present offices, recently leased, are in at 
a tremendous savings over the former 
quarters occupied. Methods employed 
the past season by the wheel whereby 
wardrobe, scenery and railroad is taken 
care of is said to be the best devised and 
hardly stands to be improved upon, un- 
less, of course, the bus and trailer mode 
of transportation is taken on. 


Central, New York, 


Receives License 


NEW YORK, June 4.—License Com- 
missioner James F. Geraghty formally 
notified the Central that the theater's 
application for renewal of its license has 
been approved. 

The Central, along with other houses 
in the city, including the Eltinge and 
Republic theaters on 42d street, had 
their renewal of the licenses held up 
when they ran out on April 30. In the 
meantime agitation brought about hear- 
ings before the Commissioner, who 
stated after the hearings that his de- 
cision would be made known in about 
a month. To date neither of the 42a 
Street houses have heard any definite 
word, altho the renewals are expected. 

Hearings did not work out particu- 
larly toward the Central, but a notice of 
fire violations in not having fireproofed 
scenery was sent to the house a couple 
of weeks ago. The item being corrected, 
the house was passed at a subsequent 
inspection.

Gill- 
more pointed out to the members that the question could be brought up by the 


members themselves, providing that any

voting pro or con on Sunday shows. Lee 
Shubert, who framed the initial outburst 
against Equity’s repeated refusal to coun, 
tenance its members participating in 
week-end performances, declared that he 
would make every effort to secure the 
required number of actors to sign such 
a@ petition, so as to have the desired 
meeting called in time to reap some 
probable benefit for next season, 


However, altho the members failed to 
\take up the Sunday show question, they 
did unanimously approve of a motion 
brought up by Mr. Gillmore that Equity 
finance a project calling for the estab- 
lishment of a rotary stock production 
,plan. For this purpose it was voted that 
the Council appropriate $5,000 from 
Equity funds for expenses necessary to 
start the plan. The ultimate cost is 
estimated at $20,000, and the Council 
was also authorized to raise additional 
capital if necessary. 


The strong financial position of the 
| Eauit treasury was emphasized by Paul 
Dulzell, executive secretary and treas- 
urer, who reported that there was a total 
surplus of $342,947. Of this amount the 
surplus of the fiscal year ending March 
31 amounted to $16,439 as against a 
deficit of $8,757 for the previous corre- 
sponding period. 

The long-pending proposal to raise the 
initiation fee for all classes of member- 
ship from $25 to #50 was unanimously 
adopted. This measure has come under 
discussion at previous meetings and had 
been tabled pending the annual meet- 
ing. 

The regular ticket of 10 councilors 
named by the nominating committee was 
elected to serve a term of five years. In 
addition to Madge Kennedy and Frederick 
Perry, who were re-elected, the councilors 
are Donald Brian, Alice Fisher, Trene 
Franklin, Louis Jean Heydt, Jonathan 
Hole, William Ingersoll, Frank Morgan 
and Franchot Tone. 

On learning that the strong opposition

Casting Agents, Now Starving, 


Throw Wild Eves at Sidelines

NEW YORK, June 4—Legit casting 
agents are finding things a little too 
tough for them to make the grade, and 
as a result are taking a fling at about 
anything they figure can pull a few 
pennies to the long depleted till. This 
form of foraging takes in everything 
from booking block steamship excursions 
to roadhouse bookihg of entertainers, 
with not a little of the dough coming in 
from percenting the private dramatic 
teachers on each “sucker” they enroll. 

Many of the agents, of course, have 
given up the struggle altogether, and 
long ago many of them banded together 
in offices to save rent and overhead. The 
unprecedented dearth of stock companies 
paying any sort of dough to make it 
worth while to agents has further aggra- 
vateq the situation. The biggest slam, 


of course, has been Equity’s inability to 
unionize the film industry, which makes 
it an easy field of prey to countless un- 
licensed agents who are free to submit 
anyone to the picture casting heads. 

A good many of the agents having cast 
their eyes on the supposed golden shore 
of playbroking have entered the field 
with a vengance, but have found this 
territory pretty well neld down by the 
well-established agencies. Another angle 
entered into recently by an agent is the 
organization of a repertoire company 
which enrolls actors upon the payment 
of a certain sum, for which the actor is 
entitled to a percentage of the possible 
profits resulting if the plays are sold to 
either pictures or other managers. The 
agent. as head of this venture, cuts him- 
self in for plenty, win or lose. 
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Chorus Equity 
Leftwich Duel 


Producer claims organiza- 
tion frosted proposed 
shows—Equity denies 


NEW YORK, June 4.—Alexander Left- 
wich is angry at Chorus Equity and 
Chorus Equity would like to know what 
in the worid for, Leftwich, who several 
weeks ago announced he would operate 
a musical stock company in the West- 
chester Playhouse for a 10-week period, 
suddenly declared to the press in general 
that due to Chorus Equity’s refusal to 
permit him to operate Sunday shows up 
in the country he has advised his angels 
not to give him the dough to finance 
the project. And as a result, says Left- 
wich, there are going to be a goodly 
number of actors and actresses walking 
the streets shoeless and hungry. 

But, says Dorothy Bryant, executive 
secretary of the Chorus Equity, in direct 
contradiction to Leftwich’s outburst—in 
which he also took pains to declare that 
he would have guaranteed his cast 10 
weeks work—how could Leftwich say that 
he was going to guarantee the cast 10 
weeks labor when even the New York 
showmen don’t do such things. And 
another thing Miss Bryant pointed out 
was that the minimum scale for chorines 
was 35 bucks a week, but due to the 
well-known slump in musicals Equity 
was willing to slice the scale down to a 
new low of $25. Even at that Leftwich 
hemmed and hawed and was noncommit- 
tal. For that matter, continues Miss 
Bryant, where was that oft-talked-of 
bond which Leftwich had always referred 
to airily but not substantially. 

Leftwich planned to open the season 
with a condensed version of Vincent 
Youmans’ musical, Hit the Deck, and in- 
ferred that he had already gotten the 
local stagehands and musicians to slice 
their weekly stipend. 

Leftwich at present is engaged in staging 
the Forest-Del Bondio revue, Hey, Non- 
ny, Nonny, which is scheduled to open 
at the Shubert Theater Monday. 


Five London Shows End

EE SHUBERT, who seldom issues 
broadsides on matters of general in- 
terest, but who, when he does speak, 

speaks in no uncertain terms, raised 
again the question of Sunday shows. Lee 
Shubert raised the question, and Equity, 
aS is its wont these days, put it down 
again. Equity, at its general meeting 
and backed by its by-laws, refused to put 
the question to a general vote of the 
membership. Such matters of cosmic 
importance, it seems, must first be 
brought before the members some weeks 
in advance so that they may mull over 
them before voting. The Sunday show 
question was brought up only a few 
days prior to the meeting and therefore 
it was impossible, decided Equity, to un- 
leash it on the unsuspecting actors. 


Frank Gillmore, Equity’s president, 
suggested a way out. Mr. Gillmore has 
never been set against Sunday shows and 
he has always been noted for the fair- 
ness and the complete equity with 
which he has approached all questions 
relating to the theater. He stated at the 
meeting that 20 senior members of the 
actors’ organization, by signing a peti- 
tion, could force a vote to be taken. The 
Billboard mentioned the same procedure 
when the Sunday show question first 
reappeared on the horizon last fall. 


The Shuberts still swing considerable 
influence with a goodly number of ac- 
tors; so do various other managers who 
would be far from averse to showing 
their productions on the Sabbath. After 
the Equity meeting Lee Shubert inti- 
mated that he would personally inter- 
est himself in gathering together 20 
actors with enough courage to sign the 
petition that would force the vote. It 
is to be hoped that he does so. 


For, whether the Equity membership 
at large okehs the managers’ petition 
to try out Sunday shows for a year, or 
whether the suggestion is unanimously 
turned down, the question can never be 
settled in the minds of the managers— 
and in the minds of those others who

until Equity members, the Equity rank 
and file, take it out of the hands of 
an influential council and go on record 
with their own preference. 


HILE Equity was defeating the 

managers in a plan for Sunday 

shows the stagehands were defeat- 
ing Equity in a plan for benefit shows. 
The performances, which had been sug- 
gested by Mr. Gillmore, were to be 
opened to the general public to keep up 
morale in a time of deep depression. 
Everyone connected with the theaters— 
actors, managers, house staffs, authors— 
had agreed to contribute their services; 
everyone, that is, except the stagehands. 
And the stagehands turned the proposi- 
tion down. 

It was one of the most selfish and 
utterly close-minded moves of the the- 
atrical union. With al] the rest of the 
theater willing and eager to co-operate, 
the men who are still demanding pros- 
perity salaries for playing cards back- 
Stage refused to throw in their services. 
They were not being asked to contribute 
money or anything else except their time 
—their time what little energy it takes 
to do the jobs regulated by stagehand 
union rulings. They refused. 

Martin Brennan, head of the local, 
intimated that the decision might be 
reversed, but he held out little hope. 


HE tax fight, as was only expected, 

ended rather disastrously for the 

legitimate industry — while the 
movies, those poor, starving fortresses of 
the country’s best culture, won their 
major point. Previously in these columns 
it was intimated that the movies have 
money to spend and political influence 
to exert in the coming elections. Legit 
has not. 

In view of all the difficulties, the 
fight put up by the League of New York 
Theaters, aided by Equity and al] the 
other stage organizations, has been 
astounding. Exemption for the legiti- 
mate, on the ground that it was an 
art form which would be crushed be- 
neath the added taxation, was very near- 
ly won in both House and Senate. The 
entire fight proves again that legit needs 
a strong and permanent managerial or- 
ganization that will fight its battles for 
it 


Rochester Flesh Looks Bad 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., June 4—With 
stage shows generally on the skids in 
Rochester, Loew's Rochester, only hold- 
out with the RKO Palace, dumped 
flesh this week for straight films for 
the summer. The Rochester launched 
an ambitious policy to run flesh thru 
the summer after settling a rent row 
with the Greater Rochester Properties of 
Buffalo, owner of the house, to its own 
advantage. Going was too tough, how- 
ever. 

Auditorium Players under Rowland 
Edwards recently folded after a three- 
week run of what was hoped would be 
a 12-week summer season of stock at 
the Auditorium. Lyceum, under Man- 
ager Hattie Lutt, has been booking only 
one and two-night stands of plays sure 
to take. Eastman has been closed a 
year. 

RKO Palace is running combo shows, 
the only flesh house left in Rochester 
this summer. 


Fargo No Like “Vanities” 


FARGO, N. D., June 4—In spite of 
the fact that Fargo has not seen a 
musical comedy or revue for more than 
two years, Earl Carroll's Vanities, which 
played here May 28, entertained very 
meager houses at both matinee and eve- 
ning shows. The booking, however, was 
on the Memorial Day week-end, when 
Fargo exits almost in a body to the 
Minnesota lake territory for the first 
holiday of the season. 


Kaiser’s “Gas” Coming 


NEW YORK, June 4.—Robert Caille, 
who last appeared in the Guild’s produc- 
tion of Elizabeth the Queen, has banded 
together a group of actors and is re- 
hearsing them for an appearance in 
Georg Kaiser's play, Gas, which he in- 
tends to present at the Provincetown 
Theater. The play has never been done 
before in America. 

Troupe are all in on the show on a 
percentage basis, and the play does not 
carry any picture rights.

Christopher Comes Across, another of 
the series of history-debunking plays, 
came to the Royale Tuesday under the 
sponsorship of Brock Pemberton and the 
authorship of Hawthorne Hurst. As it 
seems almost needless to state, Chris- 
topher Columbus is this time the victim 
of the psychological scalpel and the 
farcical bladderwhack. And in spite of 
heroic efforts of Tullio Carminati in the 
title role, Christopher comes across as a 
not very amusing play, the sort of show 
which thinks that references to the de- 
pression in the mouths of 1492 Italians 
must, ipso facto, be excruciatingly funny, 

Carminati did yeoman service, as did 
almost everyone in an excellent cast— 
but the real feature of the evening was 
a tiny slip of a girl who, according to 
the program, answers to the somewhat 
bucolic name of Gilda Oakleaf. There 
Was really not much chance to find out 
whether or not Miss Oakleaf is an actress; 
all that was demanded of her was to 
look cute and be coy. But she looked 
cute and was coy with such disarming 
success that, actress or no actress, she 
proved entirely delightful. Outside of 
an appearance in The Noble Experiment 
in October, 1930, this was her Broadway 
debut. 

The author, debunking earnestly if not 
successfully, puts the discoverer of this 
great and perhaps glorious continent in 
the rather embarrassing position of a 
15th century Casanova who had a way 
with queens. He really doesn’t believe 
that the world is round—the globe he 
carries about with him is merely a means 
of getting him into palaces—and when 
the King of Spain, in order to save the 
queen, provides ships for the voyage of 
discovery, Columbus goes off to what he 
thinks is certain doom. But there is a 
little gypsy wench concealed in his lug- 
gage, so even the edge of the world, he 
thinks, may prove to be a pleasant place 
before the inevitable drop into limitless 
space. 

It is, undoubtedly, a highly amusing 
farcical idea—but Hurst makes the least 
possibie use of the opportunities offered. 
The action is pointed up to no real 
climax, and the lines are not nearly 
60 funny as they might be, It may be 
amusing to have the king shoot craps 
with the royal scientist: it may be amus- 
ing to indulge in a few emasculated 
verses of that classic of the backhouses, 
Christopher Columbo, but it hardly 
seemed uproarious to either the audience 
or this reporter. Situation after situa- 
tion was wasted on flat handling and 
flatter dialog. 


In this line the direction also hurt, 
losing and muffling one after another of 
the comedy points that the author did 
manage to make—in the first act espe- 
cially. 


Carminati, doing his fiery best as the 
amorous adventurer, was excellent. So 
also was the above-mentioned Miss Oak- 
leaf. Ernest Lawford did the royal treas- 
urer in his usual drv vein, Walter Kings- 
ford was grand as King Ferdinand, and 
Patricia Calvert sounded like a coy air- 
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brake as Isabella, tho she did make a 
few of the comedy points very nicely. 
Fania Marinoff, always dependable, acted 
a madcap marchioness to _ perfection, 
Betty Laurence presented a ga-ga demi- 
virgin from Toledo, and Gregory Gaye 
was a handsome Moor. Patrick Glasgow, 
who, if a failing memory still serves, 
once sang a song about Lady Godiva in 
one of the revues down at the Triangle 
Theater, contributed a would-be comic 
serving lad, the failure of which was 
less his fault than the author’s. 

It’s a good idea in Christopher Comes 
Across, but it’s pretty well wasted in the 
writing.

Bridal Wise, the sort of comedy that 
bases its title on a pun, opened at the 
Cort Monday, with Sigourney Thayer as 
producer and Madge Kennedy as star. 
Thru three acts of typically farcical ac- 
tion (plus overtones of both Private Lives 
and A Little Child Shall Lead Them) it 
did nothing much except serve to bring 
to the public eye a little chap named 
Jackie Kelk, who is a really remarkablé 
child actor. To young Mr. Kelk go the 
honors of the evening, while Miss Ken- 
nedy languishes under a welter of false 
lines and situations, Mr. Thayer under a 
set that, looked as tho it had been made 
from cardboard by the willing workers of 
the third grade, and Albert Hackett and 
Frances Goodrich, the authors, under the 
onus of having furnished forth a spring 
farce that simply fails to jell—that fails, 
except for the moments when young Mr. 
Kelk is on the stage, to be even decently 
amusing. 

The story tells of Alan Burroughs, who 
has retired in order to indulge a love for 
hunting and following the fox. The fox 
which he eventually follows, however, is 
Babe Harrington, a breezy gamin, who is 
more interested in colts than in caresses. 
This naturally annoys Joyce, Alan’s wife, 
and she goes off in a huff to get a divorce 
and subsequently to marry a mutual 
friend. Alan, left alone, falls into the 
tender clutches of Babe. 

By the grace of fate and the authors, 
both marriages fall on the same day, a 
day when Peter, the scion of the Bur- 
roughs, is sent home from school. Peter 
is as unpleasant a youngster as anybody 
could well imagine, and the newlyweds 
who don’t happen to be his parents try 
frantically, "each of them, to foist him 
on the other. But Peter’s real parents 
think he is simply swell (a habit with 
parents). and when he falls into a tem- 
porary illness they fall into one another’s 
arms. It seems (oh, goody-goody!) that 
they’ve really been in love with each 
other all along. 

The plot, such as it is, is complicated 
by various bedroom entanglements in 
the last act, and by the antics of Peter, 
who is the only amusing person in the 
play. He is acted to the hilt by young 
Mr. Kelk, and becomes one of the out- 
standing characterizations of the season. 
The youngster has a perfect sense of 
timing and an excellent feel for comedy 
values—both of them rare in such a de- 
gree in actors four and five times his age. 

Miss Kennedy, as remarked before, was 
buried under the lines and the plot--- 
both of which rang very, very false. 
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James Rennie was suavely handsome as 
Alan. Blyth Daly tough-guyed it all over 
the stage as Babe. The rest of the char- 
acters, as usual in this sort of thing, 
were merely caricatures, tho Raymond 
Walburn did manage to turn in an amus. 
ing farce performance as Joyce’s second 
husband, and Ben Lackland was as pleas- 
ing as usual as one of the boots-and- 
saddlers. 

Anyhow, while Jackie Kelk was on the 
scene the show was grand.

Blue Monday, a first play, by Benson 
Inge, is a sincere, if rather inept, at- 
tempt to construct a drama around a 
conglomeration of uninteresting people. 
The play's extremely weak plot is at most 
times lost in the shuffle of the author's 
attempt to color the characters by the 
aid of filling the stage with atmospheric 
business. To be truthful about the mat- 
ter, Mr. Inge has failed completely, as 
far as this department is concerned, to 
make any of the characters outstanding 
enough to climb out of the welter of 
dialects and the variety of nationalities 
which abound on the stage. The three 
particular characters in which the au- 
thor would have us interested do not 
come to life until a melodramatic mo- 
ment in the third act which brings the 
play to a quick but not unexpected con- 
clusion. By not unexpected we mean 
that the entire tenor and mood of the 
play created an air leading to an ex- 
pectation of a morbid end. 

The play is laid in a small workroom 
of a lamp-shade factory. Employed 
therein are, aside from some minor char- 
acters, the three people we are concerned 
with: Lucy, a young orphan; Frank, a 
blusterer, and Paul, an educated and 
sensitive misfit. At the time the play 
opens Lucy is supposedly happily set to 
marry Frank the following day. Paul, 
who has recently come to the firm, is 
sardonically commentative on the forth- 
coming marriage and his first meeting 
with Lucy is the result of her insisting 
that Paul retract his remarks. The 
blustering Frank attempts to make an 
issue of the matter, which is forestalled 
by Lucy suddenly turning pacifist. 

Lucy later in the afternoon suddenly 
realizes that Paul is the sort of man 
she has always subconsciously hankered 
for and reveals to him some of the se- 
crets of her heart. He, however, is in 
the midst of marital tangles of his own 
and is entirely oblivious to the girl’s 
more or less subtle appeals to him for 
his love. He tells her, however, that 
in his belief marriage is an affair of 
one’s inner happiness and not of the 
elaborate celebrations which are going on 
at that time. Lucy also comes to see 
it that way, and when Frank attempts 
to make her participate in the festivities 
she revolts and tells him the marriage 
is off. We then learn that Lucy has 
been forced into an affair by Frank and 
she agreed to marry him as the only way 
out. In the last act we learn that Lucy 
has not gone thru with the marriage 
ceremony and that she has gone to 
Paul’s apartment during his absence to 
seek his advice and mental consolation. 
Paul learns of her visit on Monday when 
Frank in a drunken rage confronts the 
pair, declaring that he has been duped. 
Lucy in her desperation and in a highly 
neurotic state admits to the accusation, 
much to Paul’s amazement, and the cur- 
tain falls to the accompaniment of the 
two meeting their death from Frank’s 
blazing gun. 

The wherefores of Lucy's impassioned 
admission of an affair which had never 
happened is quite incoherent to this des 


partment, inasmuch as her obvious pur- 
pose was to show Pau: her love for hir 
but thereby giving added fuel to Frank’s 
fury. 

The outstanding revelation of the eve- 
ning was Claire Carleton, who essayed 
the role of Lucy in such a Manner as 
to make her performance one of the 
outstanding of the spring season. Theo- 
dore St. John, as the idealistic Paul, was 
effective, if not very convincing, in a 
difficult role. Frederic Tozere, as the 
ruthless Frank, was guilty of continuous 
overplaying and mugging. The rest of 
the cast, with the exception of Manny, 
played by William Maxwell, who was al- 
together too raucous, were acceptable. 
The direction credited to the producer 
was adequate considering the Province- 
town handicaps, and the settings were 
in complete accord with the play’s 
atmosphere. JACK MEHLER.

A little all-colored entertainment 
labeled Yeah Man opened for a few days 
at the Park Lane and closed right up 
again. It had rough going all the way, 
caused by somewhat frenzied manage- 
ment and the odd arrangements of the 
Park Lane, but in the end those things 
failed to affect the result. Yeah Man 
just wasn’t there. 

On second night a not-too-expectant 
audience was forced to wait until 9 
o’clock while the cast recuperated from 
rehearsals that had lasted until the 
opening of the theater’s doors. And, 
from the sound of the hammering back- 
stage, they might also have been build- 
ing the scenery. The wait was filled in 
pleasantly, however, by the customers 
who sat down hard on the Park Lane's 
creaky seats, which emit a sound such 
as you can imagine the backers of Yeah 
Man making after they surveyed their 
show. 

But even when the first curtain final- 
ly went up there was very little besides 
the loud and funny seats to entertain 
the audience. There was chorus singing 
that was pretty good, along with typical- 
ly rousing Harlem hoofing, but that was 
all—and it takes more than chorus sing- 
ing and Harlem hoofing to make a revue, 
The sketches were stale and pointless, 
the solo numbers were poorly done, the 
music was less than startling, and the 
whole thing had a sort of nondescript 
air, as tho the producers had thrown 
it together and then, in sheer despera- 
tion, decided to open it up. 

Mantan Moreland, who is a very funny 
fellow, was completely wasted on poor 
material, pointless and unfunny. A lass 
named Hilda Perleno managed to be 
quite charming in a pair of song and 
dance numbers: Eddie Rector tap danced 
on a series of drums; a huge gal named 
Rose Henderson failed to take Ethel 
Waters’ place in this corner’s heart; a 
hoofing duo called Roy and Rastus con- 
tributed a brace of extremely amusing 
specialties; the Lindy Hoppers—who can 
certainly hop—were buried for the most 
part in the blackouts; a lass who seems 
to call herself “Jarahal” appeared in the 
inevitable jungle number without work- 
ing the customers into a lather, and 
the rest were more or less sufficient. 

Surprisingly enough in a dark brown 
revue, the chorus was not too good, hav- 
ing poor routines, no huge amount of 
ability and no more than its share of 
good looks. There was one exception, 
tho, in a little lass whose name, accord- 
ing to the program, is Bernice Gray. She 
worked earnestly thruout and _ con- 
tributed a grand bit in the stalest of the 
blackouts. 

It seems a shame, tho, that the play- 
ers had to rehearse all the day after the 
opening, only to close the day after that.

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Pirated Recorded Programs 
Will Face Serious Trouble 


Ad agencies are notified 


that electrical transcriptions 


without needed music license will be halted and all 
disks seized—tough on innocent sponsors 


NEW YORK, June 6.—Advertising agencies and their clients sponsoring elec- 
trical transcription programs, the manufacturer of which has failed to take out a 
proper music license, will in the future run into serious difficulties, according to 
a letter sent to all agencies by John G, Paine, agent and trustee, representing 


the copyright owners. 


The letter in question is aimed particularly at programs 


emanating from Chicago studios, and toward this end, Harry Fox, in charge of 
electrical transcription collections for Paine, is — this week for Chicago to 


try and further straighten out the situa- 
tion, as well as make an exhaustive sur- 
vey of the conditions contributing to 
the pirating of copyrighted works. 

The letter, signed by Paine, who is 
also chairman of the board of the Music 
Publishers’ Protective Association, fol- 
lows in full: 


“In connection with electrical tran-’ 


scriptions, we felt that we should bring 
to your attention the following facts: 

“A great number of the electrical tran- 
scription companies are co-operating 
with us in the matter of acquiring proper 
music licenses to manufacture the records 
which they are using for electrical tran- 
scription purposes, but there are still a 
zreat number of companies that are not 
giving us full co-operation in this mat- 
ter. 

“This lack of co-operation is not due 
to ignorance on their part, but to a de- 
liberate intention to cheat the copyright 
proprietor and to get away with the use 
of copyrighted music without the neces- 
sity of paying a license fee. 

“In representing the copyright pro- 
prietors I have felt that it was probably 
better to develop this system of lic>nses 
by education rather than by litigation, 
and I have therefore been exceedingly 
patient with these piracies. My patience 

as been due largely to the realization 

nm my part that litigation would cause 
more real distress to the advertiser than 
it would to the pirate, because I have 
assumed that the advertising agency 
when it contracts with an_ electrical 
transcription company to manufacture a 
recorded program and to arrange for the 
time on the station, assumes that the 
electrical transcription company is tak- 
ing care of all of the necessary fees in 
connection with that program, and if 
therefore we should seize the énfringing 
records under a writ of seizure allowed 
to us by the copyright law, the adver- 
tiser would suffer mostly because the pro. 
gram which he had anticipated putting 
out over the air, and perhaps advertised 
as going out over the air, would not be 
performed. 

“This is a condition which we have 
sought to avoid, and because of our 
exceeding patience in the matter find 
now that many of the electrical tran- 
scription companies are deliberately tak- 
ing advantage of this situation. 

“This letter is being written to you 
to advise you that we do not intend any 
longer to countenance these _ piracies. 
Our licensing bureau has been estab- 
lished for a sufficiently long period for 
everyone to know about it. There have 
been sufficient discussions among the 
electrical transcription companies and 
ainong the advertisers to realize that the 
iees which we are asking are proper, 
equitable and legal. 

“As you and your clients are the ones 
who primarily feel the effects of what- 
ever legal steps we may take to protect 
our rights, we have felt that it was only 
proper, just and fair to send you this 
letter, urging yo either to do business 
with those electrical transcription com- 
panies who are responsible and who do 
properly acquire the necessary licenses 
for the manufacture of their records 
embodying copyrighted musica: works, 
and whose system of cost to you in- 
cludes these fees, or if you prefer, to 
take out licenses directly yourself for 
the programs that you issue, for we wish 
to assure you that it is our intention 
to vigorously protect our rights and 
prosecute the trespassers. 

“Any difficulties which you or your 
cHents may get into because of these 
aczivities on our part we will after this 
letter have to consider those difficulties 
as arising from your own negligence.”

It is expected under the new ar- 
rangement to build up the list of bands 
under the direction of NBC Artists Bu- 
reau, the number of which have dropped 
to a handful from a possible three- 
score two years ago. 
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WBAL, Baltimore, Cut 
To Half Time on Air 


BALTIMORE, June 4.—Station WBAL, 
one of the iargest stations in Baltimore, 
has been denied a renewal of its license 
to synchronize with WJZ, and will re- 
turn to half time on the air, effective 
June 15. The ruling was handed down 
by the Federal Radio Commission. From 
June 15 on, Baltimore listeners will be 
able to get only half of the NBC blue 
network programs. Three evenings a 
week WBAL will not be on the air, and 
three alternate mornings it will also be 
silent. 

Just how NBC will cover the field in 
Baltimore is a matter of conjecture. 
NBC officials had at one time dickered 
with another Washington station for an 
outlet and it is possible that these nego- 
tiations will be resumed. 


Eddie South Band 
For Congress Hotel 


CHICAGO, June 4.—Eddie South and 
his orchestra, who proved so popular on 
the air last winter from the Rubaiyat 
night club, have been signed by the Con- 
gress Hctel and will open in the Bal- 
loon Room of that hostelry June 11 for 
@ month's stay. The band has been en- 
gaged especially to entertain visitors to 
the two national conventions. 

Soon after the conveygtions the Bal- 
loon Room is to be closed for remodel- 
ing. Joseph Urban, noted designer of 
stage settings, will do the job. 

Eddie South has been offered an en- 
gagement at the Villa Venice following 
the Congress job. Lew Leslie also has 
offered him a contract for his next revue. 


Ilomay Bailey Is Stricken 


CHICAGO, June 4—TIlomay Bailey, 
blues singer, heard with Lee Sims in the 
Piano Moods programs from NBC, is con- 
fined to Grant Memorial Hospital for’ 
observation and treatment following her 
collapse on her speedboat May 31. Her 
condition was first diagnosed as appen- 
dicitis, but later doctors attributed it to 
acute indigestion. 


SONGWRITERS-PUBLISHER 


(Continued from page 3) 

the American Society of Composers, 
Authors and Publishers the exclusive 
small rights (performing rights, etc.) 
shall be vested in the Society, or an 
alternative section provides that it is 
mutually agreed that such rights shall 
be vested in the Society and parties shall 
abide by the ASCAP by-laws, 

Clause 10 states that any legal action 
brought by the publisher against an 
alleged infringer of the composition in- 
volved shall be initiated and prosecuted 
at his sole expense, and of the moneys 
recovered thereby, after deduction of ex. 
penses of the litigation, the money will 
be divided 50-50. Sections of this clause 
deal with further litigation that may 
develop, such as a claim that the song is 
an infringement and not the original 
work of the writer who submitted it. In 
this case the royalties will not be paid 
the writer, but held in escrow by the 
ASCAP until the litigation is over. Upon 
notice of such suits, the writer may file 
a bond with the publisher and if ac- 
ceptable to the publisher, the writer may 
then undertake to defend the infringe- 
ment action himse'f. 

Clause 11 calls for arbitration under 
= rules of the American Arbitration So. 
ciety. 

Clause 12 is the non-cut-in point 
which states that in the case of a writer 
or publisher found guilty of cutting in 
an outside party not a cowriter of the 
composition, then all rights revert to the 
other party. ASCAP may institute legal 
proceedings to enforce this rule. Next 
two clauses are routine in matter, while 
the final two pages are blank layouts of 
the style of royalty statement to be is- 
sued the writer by the publisher. These 
take in a separate little section for each 
possible source of income, in the United 
States and foreign countries.

Ben Bernie 


Reviewed Wednesday, 9-9:30 p.m. 
Style—Orchestra, master of ceremonies. 
Sponsor—Blue Ribbon Malt Company. 
Station WABC (CBS network). 


Ben Bernie, who has been blue ribbon 
malting for many months and who would 
just about be windnig up his contract 
but for a renewal just gone into effect, 
has created a brand-new reputation for 
himself as an outstanding radio as well 
as stage personality. Bernie’s ready wit, 
the nonchalant style of sort of em ceeing 
his half hour, and the seemingly disre- 
gard of the sponsors for the usual long- 
winded and serious credits attracted a 
great following to the period. Few who 
followed Bernie failed to know who 
sponsored the program. While Pat Ken- 
nedy’s vocals and other features helped 
the program along, it cannot be said 
that the Bernie band on its own would 
have created undue sensations. It was 
primarily Bernie and his style of han- 
dling the half hour. 

A change in the style of continuity 
now bids fair to kill off the period almost 
as fast as Bernie built it up. In direct 
contrast to the care-free credits formerly 
given the product and its sponsors, the 
half hour is now loaded with a laborious 
limerick contest repeated more times 
than any intelligent person would care 
to hear, despite the fact that they might 
like Bernie. Ben will have a tough time 
laughing this new proposition off, and 
notwithstanding the added help of news- 
paper advertising the contest is going 
to be one of the severest tests ever 
placed upon the back of a radio artist. 
If a contest had to be run, it is too bad 
& less objectionable plan wasn’t devised. 
The quicker this contest is over, the 
quicker the program will again be a 
welcome one instead of a first-rate ex- 
ample of how to kill a well-established 
half hour, M.H. 8S.

Cindy and Sam are just ordinary, good 
folks, the man characterizing the good- 
natured but no doubt lazy colored in- 
babitant of the South, and Cindy is sur. 
prisingly cheerful at all times. The 
action moves along fast yet smoothly and 
the particular skit when reviewed dealt 
with a visit to the circus, always sure- 
fire material. The background was very 
cleverly done, everything from the barker 
to the lion’s roar being worked in, yet 
not overdone. 


Skit winds up with the couple looking 
over the cannibal and upon close in- 
spection the wild man proves to be an 
old acquaintance of Sam's, and the con- 
versation, always funny, ends with the 
“cannibal” being invited home to dinner. 
May sound like an old gag, but it sounded 
great on the ether. Couple have the 
knack of making it all sound very con- 
vincing, have good voices and sell it in 
a natural style. Sponsor’s credits arrive 
with somewhat of a rush toward the 
close and include a three-word contest. 
However, it is held down considerably 
and not bad as a forenoon proposition 
when a housewife is more apt to be in- 
terested in a contest than later in the 
day or evening.

“the lemon in the Chase & Sanborn 
tea.” Which straightens out the listener 
in case he should get mixed up on the 
firm’s radio accounts. In making his 
debut on a commercial period of his own, 
Price reveals excellent possibilities. He 
always sang good enough in a voice that 
could sound like Eddie Cantor, Jolson or 
Harry Richman. In fact, his act usually 
consisted of impersonations of these en- 
tertainers, and he did them very well. 
However, Price was really holding forth 
at the Shuberts’ Winter Garden long 
before Richman came into his own, acted 
Cantor's understudy in a Ziegfeld show 
and always was an admirer of Jolson's, 
consequently it is unfair to say he de- 
liberately imitates these gentlemen. 


He offered several songs, a parody on 
River, Stay "Way From My Door, and 
sprung a gag or two. His singing is 
okeh, and if he sticks to few but good 
gags the period won't suffer. In fact, 
it ought to build. Benny Kreuger’s Or- 
chestra, not so well known on the air as 
he was some years ago on the Brunswick 
records, is just so-so, and did not at- 
tempt any heavy arrangements. Both 
Price and Kreuger could probably bright- 
en up the program here and there, the 
former by pepping up his selections, and 
the latter by not choosing material too 
serious in nature. They have the mak- 
ings of a good 15-minute program and 
only unwise selection of material can 
hurt it. Sponsor’s credits are quite un- 
obtrusive.

Added Equity Problems 


CHICAGO, June 4.—With many legiti- 
mate theaters in the hands of receivers, 
more than the usual grist of troubles 
with which Equity has to contend are 
presented. It frequently happens that 
situations arise that call for strenuous 
efforts in order to obtain justice for 
players. The endless red tape connected 
with receiverships complicates matters, 
sometimes resulting in delays of. various 
sorts that prove both costly and annoy- 
ing. 

Because of these difficulties the Actors’ 
Equity Association is considering the 
adoption of a ruling insisting upon re- 
ceivers of theaters obtaining a _ court 
order giving them permission to employ 
Equity members. Under such an ar- 
rangement salaries of actors would be 
safeguarded. The court, however, would 
have the power to hire and discharge 
players at will.

Nespite its slow moments, this single 
holds up nicely. Miss Bowan has a dis- 
tinct flair for satire, turning often from 
a serious effort at impersonation to light 
comedy. The comedy efforts are wel- 
come, since straight mimicry for 17 
minutes would be too heavy to digest. 
She does five distinct numbers, of which 
the Garbo-Dietrich episode is a distinct 
letdown and the Beatrice Lillie imper- 
sonation the most refreshing. 

A takeoff on Helen Wills, accompanied 
by tennis poses and special lyrics, pro- 
vides the opening.

Juggling. Setting—Full stage. Time— 


Thirteen minutes. 


Ivanoff specializes in juggling and bal- 
ancing of small sticks and medium-sized 
rubber balls on the style of Serge Flash, 
altho not with the latter’s showmanship 
and finesse. Altho Ivanoff works hard 
and with a certain earnestness, his rou- 
tine has a sameness and lack of polish 
that work against him. In addition, he 
missed often at this show, which certain- 
ly did not help. 


In Russian costume, he is on the stage 
continuously, with a girl bringing on the 
props. His work consists of juggling 
sticks and balls and balancing them in 
various formations, and also maneuver- 
ing a ball into odd positions and catch- 
ing it on the end of sticks. Some of the 
outstanding stunts include the catching 
and balancing of a ball on the end of a 
stick held in the mouth, the rolling of 
the ball over the neck and head, and the 
balancing of eight balls and sticks simul- 
taneously. For a close he balances him- 
self on his head and whirls a long stick 
with his feet. It is a rather flashy close 
and helps the getaway. 

If Ivanoff could eliminate the frequent 
misses and inject a few new tricks to 
break up the heaviness of too much ball- 
and-stick, he would have a better act.

Carol Chilton and Maceo Thomas, 
youthful colored couple, were caught as 
a new act about six years ago, and they 
rate another one because they’ve done a 
lot of work on their turn since that time. 
Also they were away from: vaude awhile 
to appear in The Wonder Bar. This new 
turn of theirs is certainly a grand hoof- 
ing affair, one that should add plenty to 
a bill besides knocking off heavy ap- 
plause. 


One thing about the neat-looking col- 
ored pair, they don’t apply their grand 
hoofing ability to the corventional. In- 
stead they employ a brace of smart and 
really clever routines. This adds con- 
siderably to the act, which is advanced 
even further by their corking legging and 
enthusiastic spirit. Imasmuch as they 
den’t treat their singing seriously, they 
should iessen the time given to it, and 
their opening should be speeded up. 


Highlights of the act are two hoofing 
solos done by Thomas, both of them be- 
ing routines away from the beaten path.

Stradley, in com- 
pany with Col. G. W. Pratt and some 
unknown backers, has been considering 
Winston-Salem, N. C., for the past week, 
attempting to put something over. At 
present it looks as tho the deal had 
failed. 

The group is also considering the Pal- 
ace, Baltimore, but nothing definite 
has been settled as yet. It is understood 
that they intend to run to a 75-cent top, 
with circus ballyhoo, using two big 
names in the lead roles and Stradley 
playing juveniles and directing. 

They were encouraged by the Denver 
situation in planning the move here, but 
the opinion seems to be that if the Na- 
tionals decide to run thruout the sum- 
mer the show will go on at the Palace, 
Baltimore, not chancing the competition. 
Since the project was conceived one of 
the Denver stocks has thrown up the 
sponge. 

Some Washington social higher-ups 
are reputed to be putting up cash. The 
impression is strong that they will 
chance it and give Washington a first- 
class stock company. 


Future of Detroit Civic 
Theater in Patrons’ Hands 


DETROIT, June 4.—A farewell testi- 
monial dinner to Jessie Bonstelle, man- 
aging director of the Detroit Civic Thea- 
ter, was given by 150 guests the Tuesday 
evening following closing of the house. 
The closing was considerably earlier than 
expected. 

Future of the Civic Theater remains 
uncertain. An intensive $1 membership 
campaign is in progress and will be con- 
tinued for several weeks at least. Mean- 
while Miss Bonstelle has left for Holly- 
wood, where she has been made a tenta- 
tive offer by Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer in- 
terests to open a dramatic stock house. 
She has stated that her interests remain 
in Detroit, but it is possible that, if 
financial arrangements are not satisfac- 
tory to enable continuation of the thea- 
ter as a result of the present campaign, 
the house will remain permanently 
closed. 

Walter Sherwin, of the Civic cast, has 
taken a 10 weeks’ engagement for a 
season in Honolulu. Kalman Matus is 
entering the commercial motion picture 
field for a local organization.

OUR real scenic artist is a tempera- 
mental cuss. The better the artist 
the more he resembles in soul (or 
what is it?) the prima donna. Handle 
him tenderly, if you have him, or be pre- 
pared for the worst. Too few stock 
managers appreciate the value of the 
man on the paint ladder. His contribu- 
tion to the success of a stock production 
is large. 
* . 7 
No actor ever takes greater pride in 
the creation of a role than the artist 
whose deft brush brings into being the 
background against which the Thespian 
parades his talent feels for the setting 
that is the product of his genius. Now, 
whether there is greater art in the actor's 
interpretation and portrayal of a char- 
acter given to him by the author or the 
painter’s conception and expression of 
the far less definite ideas he must take 
from a scene plot is a question. It is 
obvious, however, that the painter is put 
to a more severe test of genius. His 
completed work must be more than a 
picture. It must actually exude the at- 
mosphere of the scenes to which the 
mimes are giving life. Otherwise the 
painter has not excelled in his art. 


In such a test as suggested the actor 
has a material advantage over the scenic 
artist. The player may momentarily lag 
or stray in his portrayal and the next 
moment dispel the imperfection that has 
crept into his work by a flash of bril- 
liant playing. The flaw in his diamond 
is perceptible to his audience but for a 
fleeting moment. Not so with the less 
fortunate scene painter. His work pro- 
jected into view remains and his au- 
dience is there to bear witness that it 
was just as rotten when it was taken 
away at the end of the act as when it 
was shoved before their critical eyes. 
Yowsir. The actor may fool ’em all 
sometimes, but the scene painter can’t 
fool anybody any time. If you have a 
good scene painter, Mr. Manager, be good 
to him, and the Lord and John Public 
will reward you. 

. . . 


All of which has nothing in the world 
to do with Tom Adrian Cracraft, the 
scene painter with the stock at the 
National Theater, Louisville, who is a 
good artist. This column had heard 
nothing of Tom Adrian Cracraft since 
1929, when he sailed for Paris. Recently 
he turned up with his brushes and his 
talent in Louisville, where he astonished 
the actors about two weeks ago by jump- 
ing into the role of Daniel Buchanan in 
Elmer Rice’s Street Scene, in an emer- 
gency, and playing the part in a man- 
ner that elicited admiring comment 
from the local drama critics. 

. * . 


The Louisville Herald’s reviewer men- 
tions in his recital of the scene painter's 
histrionic exploit that “this is Mr. Cra- 
craft’s first venture before the scenery 
he designs and paints.” That statement 
may be taken cum grano salis. It isn’t 
at all likely that Tom Adrian escaped 
the cast after all these years of trouping 
in America and abroad. 


In any event, the lesson of this story 
is that your scene painter is usually a 
versatile and resourceful genius and 
when he is treated right he will be found 
ready and willing to jump into the 
breach in any emergency and play any- 
thing for his manager that the con- 
tingency may call for, from the baying of 
the bloodhounds in Uncle Tom to the 
King in Hamlet.

But, Mr. Manager, you can’t chase him 
into the flies with a prop pistol or brain 
him with a stagebrace or bite him on 
the calf of the leg with impunity and 
then expect him to perform. Because 
the scene painter thus treated will cer- 
tainly disappoint you. Again, yowsir.

A Department for Magicians and Mentalists

L. O. GUNN and wife, of Los Angeles, 
are credited with making one of the 
longest jumps, if not the longest, to 
make the IBM convention at Kenton, O., 
last week. The Gunns left Los Angeles 
May 13, by motor, and arrived in Cin- 
cinnati Decoration Day. They took their 
time on the jump and lined up a 
string of dates which they will play on 
the return. Following the IBM meet, 
they motored to Akron, O., to visit rela- 


tives. They will also visit Chicago for 
a few days before taking the home- 
ward road. After their return to Cali- 


fornia the Gunns will play a series of 
summer resort dates in the mountains 
in the vicinity of Los Angeles. They 
have made these stands for years, and 
always have found them profitable. L. 
O. Gunn is one of the best known magic 
workers on the Pacific Coast, and is 
known as one who gets his price for his 
work. 


MEL-ROY, who has devoted his full 
time to radio mental work for the last 
five years, and who recently launched a 
mammoth magic show under canvas in 
Texas, has given up the venture, tem- 
porarily, at least, after touring for three 
weeks in the Lone Star State to meager 


results. There is no doubt that the 
Mel-Roy attraction was the biggest 
and most. pretentious show ever 


launched under canvas. While the fig- 
ures may seem greatly exaggerated and 
way out of focus, it is learned from re- 
liable sources that. Mel-Roy expended 
more than $50,000 on the venture. He 
carried a mammoth new tent, a lighting 
plant that alone cost $3,600, a radio 
broadcasting plant; a private house car, 
furnished elaborately enough to suit the 
Prince of Wales, and more than 20 
trucks, six of them of the trailer type 
and as large as a railroad box car. 
Thayer, of Los Angeles, is reported to 
have supplied Mel-Roy with approxi- 
mately $10,000 worth of large effects. 
The tent was a 93 by 170, and included 
both ladies’ and men’s restrooms, cry- 
room for babies, a large foyer and lobby. 
The big top was air cooled. Tent had 
accommodations for 2,500 people. All of 
the equipment is brand new, and it is 
impossible to fathom the size and pre- 
tentiousness of the outfit from merely 
reading about it. Altho Mel-Roy has 
shipped the entire outfit back to Dallas, 
he has not thrown up the sponge on 
the venture. He realizes that he has 
made several mistakes. He expects to 
remedy these and start out again under 
canvas early in the fall. 


EARL CARLYLE, of the Earl and 
Jane Carlyle act, The Girl With the 
X-Ray Mind, advises that the act 
closed with Behman’s Shows after three 
weeks in South Bend, Ind. The Car- 
lyles are booked into the Riviera, Niles, 
Mich., with the mental act for June 5 
to 7, inclusive. They will stick to thea- 
ters and play under canvas no more this 
year, Carlyle says. 


PATRICOLA advises as to a change in 
his plans. He says: “Recently I 
stated that while vacationing the sum- 
mer here I would not play any thea- 
ters. Since that writing I found it 
necessary to change my plans. By re- 
quest I will play a special date in Fair- 
port, O., June 11. Several other 
theaters is this vicinity will follow. 
Work on the regular show is progressing 
nicely and we are set for September 14 
as tentative opening date. Will feature 
two new illusions, now being built. un- 
der my supervision. No doubt they 
Will be christened Miss Pulchritude and 
The Man From Hades. 


HENRI DE SOUSA (De Sousa the 
Great, also billed Henry Sousa), who has 
been appearing thru Central Cali- 
fornia for some time, claims to have 
been the first, or one of the first, ma- 
gicians to present the favorite illusion, 
Sawing a Woman in Half, on the 
Pacific Coast. Approximately 12 years 
ago while in New York, De Sousa 
Saw Dante present the effect at the 
Mosque Theater. Leaving the city next 
day for Los Angeles, Sousa designed on 
the train trip his idea of a cabinet for 
the effect. Thayer built the box ac- 
cording to his plan, a method by which 
one woman was to be used. Taking the 
illusion to San Francisco, with Mrs. De 


Sousa as assistant, a showing was given 
at the old Wigwam Theater, Mission 
street. Bookers signed Sousa to a long 
contract to take the act to Australia. 
Before leaving, however, a showing was 
given to the members of Golden Gate 
Assembly No. 2, S. A. M. at the St. 
Francis Hotel. During the evening Ser- 
vais Le Roy, Premier Wonder Worker, 
came in, as he was in San Francisco on 
the Orpheum Circuit, also presenting 
a Sawing Thru a Woman illusion.

Shows Playing Montana Must 
Carry State’s License Tags 


CINCINNATI, June 4.—All shows play- 
ing Montana must carry Montana license 
tags on their motor vehicles as the re- 
sult of a new ruling which went into 
effect May 27, according to word received 
by The Billboard this week from Robert 
R. Maskell, of Mollie’s Road Show. 

Rates on the truck licenses, according 
to Mr. Maskell, are as follows: Trucks 
not exceeding one ton, $3; one ton to 
one and one-half tons, $5, and over one 
and one-half tons, $10. To this rate 
is added 1/12 of the annual fee for each 
month. “They will insist upon you buy- 
ing a year’s license,” Mr. Maskell writes, 
“but will give you a three months’ 
license if you will ask for it. 

“Our ton and one-half prop truck cost 
us $9 for three months. If we stay 
longer than three months we will have 
to pay $1.33 for each additional month*”

Regulate Studio Time 


The Union des Artistes de Langue 
Francaise, of Paris, after considerable 
correspondence with the French Ministry 
of Labor, has succeeded in having 
adopted regulations limiting the hours 
which may be required of actors in the 
motion picture studios. 

Actors hired by the day may not be 
required to work more than eight hours 
a day. When the term of the contract 
is a week or longer the limit is 48 hours 
a week, and no more wnun 12 hours at 
a stretch. In any case the actors must 
have at least 12 hours of rest between 
calls. 

This was approximately the require- 
ment which Equity proposed in its basic 
agreement and standard Minimum con- 
tracts for motion pictures three years 
ago and which, tho refused as imprac- 
tical by the producers at that time, has 
been to some extent approximated in 
the current contracts issued thru the 
Academy of Motion Picture Arts and 
Sciences. 


Dr. Thorek Honored 


Frank Dare, Equity’s Chicago repre- 
sentative, was invited to attend a dinner 
at the Hotel Blackstone, Chicago, on May 
17 to honor Dr. Max Thorek and at 
which the Italian Government paid him 
official recognition for his work. The 
Italian ambassador, the mayor and other 
dignitaries attended. 

Dr. Thorek has for many years been 
one of Equity’s honorary physicians and 
Equity is very happy at the honor paid 
him. 


Polish Actors Raise Barriers 


According to advices from the Inter- 
national Union of Persons Connected 
With the Stage, the actors of Poland 
have so felt the pinch of unemployment 
that they have induced the city of 
Warsaw to prohibit entry to alien artists. 

Those are lengths to which few na- 
tions have felt justified in going. Equity 
is inclined to feel that by prohibiting 
all alien actors the players of Warsaw 
may be courting still further unemploy- 
ment.

Agency Permits Changed

The P permit formerly held by George 
Wood is to be replaced by an S form. 

These changes are the result of a 
considerable investigation into the work- 
ings of the permit classifications by the 
Council.

This represented the full ca- 
pacity of the theater, and even standing 
room was at a premium. 

That, Equity thinks, is pretty fine 
singing and it would like to hear more 
of the same tune. 


Assessments on Delinquents 


From the first of July assessments of 
25 cents a month begin to accumulate 
for members who are delinquent in 
their dues. These assessments cover the 
extra postage and clerical work which 
the Association has to undertake in its 
effort to collect dues from such de- 
linquents. 

Since delinquency is nearly always due 
to the carelessness or lack of interest 
on the part of the members themselves 
(for excused cards are always available 
to those who apply for them), the Asso- 
ciation feels that they, rather than the 
members in good standing, should bear 
the costs of these collections. 


The Death of E. Guy Spangler 


Tho E. Guy Spangler, who died re- 
cently, was out of the theater before 
Equity was formed, Equity, at the re- 
quest of J. K. Milligan, of Atlantic City, 
is printing this brief notice of his 
passing for those who may have known 
him. 

E. Guy Spangler made his debut in 
the "70s in the Walnut Street Theater, 
Philadelphia, as a utility man. Later 
he played in support of most of the 
established stars, including Maggie 
Mitchell, Julia Marlowe, Madame Janus- 
chek, Adelaide Neilson, Grace George, 
Henry Miller and the companies of 
Augustin Daly, Gustave and Charles 
Frohman and David Belasco. He died at 
his residence in Atlantic City on May 14. 
Equity hopes that this notice will be 
read by some of those who will remem- 
ber him.

It is said that half a loaf is better 
than none. We have never heard that 


half a story is better than none. In the 
newspapers of May 31 Alexander Left- 
wich has chosen to tell half a story. Mr. 
Leftwich accuses the Equity of depriving 
its people of 10 weeks’ work because we 
refused to meet his demands that we 
lower our minimum salary and infers 
that we held him to $30 in New York 
and $35 on the road. 

He ignores a large part of the story. 
In fact, the parts that are left out are 
more important than those included. 

In the first place, since no bond was 
posted, he does not explain how he could 
guarantee 10 weeks’ work in White 
Plains, N. Y. The most experienced pro- 
ducers are unable to guarantee 10 weeks’ 
work. It depends on the business. A 
producer so astute that he could tell in 
advance that his business would justify 
a 10 weeks’ run would be a millionaire. 
The only way it could be done would be 
to place a bond for 10 weeks’ salary and 
agree that it could be paid whether or 
not the production was playing to 
empty houses. 

Mr. Leftwich omits the fact that at no 
time were we able to get a statement 
from him as to what salary he was 
prepared to pay the chorus. He does 
not mention that he was told that a 
stock house playing to not over $1 top 
could pay a salary of $25 a week. He 
was told this and his reply was that he 
could not change the rules of the house 
—yet he complains that we cannot 
change the rules of our Association. 

He forgot to mention that an appoint- 
ment was made for him to go before the 
Council to explain his case, that he did 
not keep the appointment nor did he 
show the courtesy of canceling it. He 
also forgets that some time after that 
we asked his stage manager, having 
heard nothing from Mt. Leftwich, to ask 
him to get in touch with us. 

He also overlooks another statement 
of his—that he was going to a dancing 
school for the majority of his chorus, in 
which case the majority of that chorus 
would have been amateurs coming into 
an already overcrowded profession, and 
that he explained that we need not be 
so firm relative to the minimum salary, 
as most of these people had money and 
weren’t interested in the salary. 


In other words, we were to lower our 
minimum not for the benefit of our 
people, but for a large collection of new- 
comers—and by lowering the salary for 
his company we would automatically 
lower it for all companies. For the 
benefit of a group of stage-struck ama- 
teurs we were to throw overboard 13 
years’ work and place our members in 
the position of accepting starvation 
wages. Far from aaopving a selfish 
attitude, the officials of the Association 
thought only of the membership. A 
large group of amateurs entering our 
Association meant increased revenue 
from initiation fees. Measured against 
a decreased salary to our members it was 
not worth while. 


Further, despite the promise of Mr. 
Leftwich of 10 weeks’ work, we hold to 
our oft-repeated statement that a pro- 
ducer that cannot afford to pay a living 
wage and cannot place a two weeks’ 
bond hasn’t enough money to make a 
production. No contract is worth more 
than the money in back or it. 


We are still curious about the salary 
Mr. Leftwich intended to pay his chorus. 
He wouldn't tell us and secrets are al- 
ways interesting. Perhaps he felt the 
shock would be too great. On the other 
hand, he could not have been sparing 
our feelings, since his last threat was 
that he would have’ to go to all the 
newspapers and expose us. Since we 
held to our original stand we must have 
felt secure.

fairs appears no less hazy 


immediate future of many another bust- 
ness in these times of uncertainty, unrest, 
timidity and taxes. It being too early to 
form judgment as to what will come about, 
reference may be made only to some broad- 
er aspects of what fair managers and park 
owners have been up against since first of 
the year and what present conditions augur 
will be with them till the leaves begin to 
fall. 

An encouraging tendency among fair 
men to proceed more vigorously than usual 
is apparent. This doubtless is because they 
know it is up to them to make a better 
showing than that of 1931. Tax disbursing 
bodies have been tight with purse strings 
this year. In fact, some other kind of 
strings frequently have had to be pulled by 
fair directors to get appropriations hereto- 
fore considered their due. 

Quite generally they have gone ahead 
with contracts and assumption of obliga- 
tions, refusing to take “no” for an answer 
from county boards and commissioners. In 
most instances the desired funds have been 
forthcoming. A canvass of the country 
would show that the number of fairs 
dropped this year is negligible. 

Grand-stand shows and other attractions 
are being stressed more than ever by ex- 
perienced leaders in fairdom. Nearly every 
cay comes word from associations that they 
have reduced admission prices and rates to 
concessioners or that children under 15 or 
16 years will be admitted free every day 
of their fairs. All this is constructive. 

Decoration Day openings, accompanied 
by unfavorable weather in many States, 
have, however, cheered park men mightily. 
Pre-season business ran from light to nil; 
a number of early birds found it so bad that 
they closed ballrooms and dance pavilions, 
except for one night a week, after they had 
opened them early in May. But the crowds 
came out over the holiday week-end. And 
things were just as most of the old heads 
had expected—attendances large and in 
some places record breaking, but per capita 
spending quite low. 

Now that they have gotten over the 
hump, financially, and have been able to 
open, they have now to meet this principal 
problem. That is, how to get larger crowds 
than ever before. Per capita spending hav- 
ing heen so greatly reduced, nothing except 
more people thru the gates will serve to 
offset it.

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With approximately 70 per cent of the 
country’s musicians out of work or on a 
meager part-time basis, Mr. Weber has 
good and sufficient ground for complaining. 
Whether or not these government organiza- 
tions, which are paid better than the aver- 
age personnel in the service, are receiving 
money from broadcasting stations or other 
sources, it is bad business. If such bands 
go on the air as a sustaining unit, at no 
cost to the radio station, they are depriving 
a like number of musicians from a certain 
minimum salary. If they are being paid 
they most certainly are out of order,  con- 
sidering that they are well fed and clothed 
as well as paid by Uncle Sam, whereas 
many thousands of musicians are unable to 
earn a livelihood. 

But radio is not the chief offender. It 
may mean well in bringing to the people 
the music of the bands for which it foots 
the bill The use of the bands by booking 
agents and others who send them on tour 
for their own profit and at the same time 
make it that much more difficult for the 
unemployed musicians—that is something 
for the legislators to put a stop to at the 
earliest possible opportunity. And _ the 
above-mentioned evils are but a small part 
of Mr. Weber’s complaint, a complaint that 


“surely has merit. 


If last week’s bill is an indication, the Palace, 
New York, has at last realized that there can be 
too much of a gocd thing.

“Pll Sell the Act for Less” 
W" RELATE the story of an aerial 
performer’s moral case against a cer- 
tain outdoor booker of minor im- 
portance, and while dding so we wonder if 
it cannot be considered typical of the die- 
hards in the booking field. 
Last season the booker tipped off the 


performer to an amusement park spo: 
which could use the act. Artist was en- 
gaged at the park for four weeks and paid 
the booker 10 per cent of the earnings on 
the basis of the tip. The booker having no 
other engagements in view thereafter, th« 
aerialist signed with another office, which 
sold the act to another park. The tip con- 
tributor “got wind of it,” as the performe 
expresses it, and offered the act to the park 
at a “ridiculous” salary, which almost 
“queered” things for all concerned. 

Sold by the second booker to a park in 
New York State very recently, performer 
found that the salary chopper again offered 
the act at less than half the salary. The 
aerialist inquires to know whether the’ die- 
hard is trying to “kill” the act and under- 
mine her present booking office. Obviously 
the answer is yes 

Says the performer: “It has even put 
the park manager in a bad light—as if try- 
ing to graft, or didn’t know what he was 
Looking.” 

In short, this is one of the most mali 
cious practices indulged in by hookers -wit!: 
out scruples. They'll sell an act for 4 
“ridiculous” salary, a compensation so low 
that neither performer nor booker can bene- 


fit by it—and all for the purpose of “show - 
ing up,” by the petty method, a competitive 
agency. 


Why didn’t the die-hard booker offer the 
act at the salary stated in the first place?’ 
An act is entitled to all it can get, and when 
the agent who furnished the tip couldn't 
supply additional spots for engagemen 
performer naturally transferred to an oflice 
which could—and did. 

“Tll sell the act for less” is a pretty 
phrase. But can the booker fulfill the con- 
tract? We have evidence that on several 
occasions he could not. 


That new circus which folded abruptly in the 
East after about two weeks of operation started 
off on the wrong foot in the beginning. Aris 
were getting a pittance and at least one exec 
hasn’t been paid off yet. Performance wasn't at 
all bad, but outfit was obviously mismanaged. 
A circus should be piloted by a circus man. 


Clean Up the Club Dates 


UF to abnormai business conditious, 

more and more club and private en- 

tertainment dates are failing to pay ot! 
performers. Performers who have accepted 
dates’ because of necessity and despite thei: 
better judgment find themselves strande« 
They complain to the club owners and to 
the office that booked them, but all aroun’ 
they are told that business is terrible and 
that there is no money. The actor is usually 
afraid to go to the authorities or yell too 
much at his booker because he thinks tlic 
rumpus will make it difficult for him to get 
further dates. 

The result is a vicious circle which gets 
the actor nowhere. The club owner shrugs 
his shoulders and says he has no money, 
the booker disclaims responsibility and a! 
says he has no money, and the acto 
tightens his belt, quiets down and get 
ready to search for more work. The situ. 
tion is tragic, because hundreds of perforin 
ers all over the country are trying to make 
a living by playing small club and private 
entertainment dates. 

About the only thing performers can 
do is to make a brave effort to boycott 
hookers of dubious dates and to report to 
the authorities and to the trade press their 
unfortunate experiences. The unfavorable 
publicity -and the threat of the law i'l 
do a lot to clean up the situation by driving 
the unscrupulous -bookers and the brazen 
club owners out of business. 
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Farce Hit of the Nineties

Two of my favorites when a young 
man were Charles E. Evans and William 
F. Hoey, who played for about 10 years 
steady in the one play, Hoyt’s A Parlor 
Match, which was certainly some record. 
And yet today I find very little said 
about them in theatrical books or else- 
where. 

The French twin sisters, who after- 
wards married, one becoming the wife of 
Mr. Evans and the other the wife of 
Mr. Hoey, were a famous dance team 
in their day. 

I saw Anna Held when she played with 
Evans and Hoey in A Parlor Match about 
the last of 1896, I believe, and I think 
Hoey died the next year. I wonder if 
Evans ever played in A Parlor Match 
after Mr. Hoey died. I believe Mr. Evans 
is still living I wonder if he is still 
acting. Evans and Hoey in early days 
were with Tony Pastor. 

I wonder if some oldtimers, readers of 
The Billboard, can tell something about 
these once favorite actors and their 
wives. I wonder also if it could be possi- 
ble that there is someone yet alive who 
played with them in A Parlor Match. If 
there is, wouldn’t it be interesting to 
hear from them? But I suppose they 
are all gone by this time. 

The memory of old favorite plays and 
players of our former youthful days still 
linger with us and it is a pleasure and 
interesting to us to hear from or about 
them who once delighted us in the years 
that are gone.

Jumbo—and Accuracy

With the positiveness that one usually 
associates with the octogenarian, Thomas 
H. Fullerton, in criticizing my article on 
Jumbo, states emphatically that Mr. 
Blackburn had nothing to do with this 
much-discussed elephant on the night 
he was killed. 

Mr. Fullerton bases his statement on 
the fact that the head bull man was 
in the rings with the performing herd, 
and that another had made inquiries of 
a railroad switchman prior to the cross- 
ing of the track. It is quite conceivable 
that in the Barnum organization there 
were more than two bull men. 

Mr. Blackburn is head keeper of the 
National Zoological Park. Altho past the 
retirement age, he is listed as one of 
the indispensable government employees. 
His standing is of the very highest. 

However, it is interesting to note that 
Mr. Pullerton, who is a stickler for ac- 
curacy and who does not hesitate to 
place a man of Mr. Blackburn's high 
character in the Ananias class, is not 
always so accurate when it comes to his 
own statements. For example, on page 
165 of The Billboard for March 28, 1931, 
we note that Mr. Pullerton refers to his 
own experience in mounting the skele- 
ton of Jumbo “after the hide was stuffed 
and placed on exhibition in the Smith- 
sonian Institution.” 

In view of the fact that the stuffed 
hide never was in the Smithsonian, but 
May be found even today in Mr. Puller- 
ton’s own State of Massachusetts, at 
Tufts College, it is quite apparent that 
if Mr. Fullerton can be in error about 
so large a thing as the hide of Jumbo, 
he may be mistaken about the smaller 
matter of who led him down the track.

Forum regarding the success of many 
managers, this is my theory of the suc- 
cess Of Al G. Field’s Minstrels: Five big 
novelty acts, two Arabian horses and 
the best minstrel talent available at all 
times. Below I am giving you the per- 
sonnel of the company as it stood season 
of 1897 and 1898.

without theaters of their own to feed 
material to Broadway, and Broadway, 
which used to be the clearing house of 
the theater, instead of the foundation 
head, unable to supply itself. If the 
big theatricals operated just one theater 
out of town and lost $100,000 in one 
year, but developed a winning play and 
talent the next, it would pay for every- 
thing.” 

If any provisions are to be made to 
supply this “raw material” mentioned by 
Mr. Walker, it will have to be done by 
the manager and producer, not the actor, 
the worker or their organizations. The 
union organizations in all.branches are 
interested cnly in their present-day 
membership. Their interests are, natu- 


rally, individual. Few, if any of them, 
give but little thought to even the 
perpetuity of their organization. These 


workers and actors cannot transmute or 
transfer their skill. Their usefulness and 
their contribution to the stage in a 
large measure passes with them. 

On the other hand, the manager has 
a vested interest beyond the box-office 
receipts of the day, represented in chat- 
tels and realty, an investment which he 
cannot hope to fully realize on in his 
lifetime, and which is passed on thru 
inheritance or otherwise to his heirs and 
successors. To protect this landed in- 
vestment he must, of necessity, look to 
the theater of tomorrow. To do this he 
must consider his future source of sup- 
ply. Where is there a manager or a 
manager’s organization that can visual- 
ize this reconstruction period and realize 
the necessity of establishing a theater 
enterprise devoted exclusively to the dis- 
covery and development of new play- 
wrighting and performing talent? Such 
a theater, properly planned and man- 
aged, can be made self-supporting, and 
thru contractual relations advantageous 
to all concerned and which would mean 
much to the stage of tomorrow.

Sees Renaissance at Hand 
Editor The Billboard: 


The future historian in analyzing the 
situation of today will likely look upon 
and style the present as the beginfing 
of a reconstruction period. The stage is 
on the threshold of that reconstruction 
period. 

This comment has to do with perhaps 
a minor yet most important feature of 
the many ramifications of the stage— 
that of the manufacturing theatrical 
entertainment—the work of the pro- 
ducer. It concerns the securing of his 
commodities—plays and players to carry 
on with. 

In time past he has not been so much 
concerned because he has had quite a 
bountiful source to draw from and his 
customers. have not been so particular. 
But from well-known reasons this sup- 
ply no longer exists. There is not only 
a dearth of new plays but also a 
scarcity of young experienced perform- 
ing talent. 

Stuart Walker, in an article in The 
Times, charges the theater with a form 
of stupidity of which no organized busi- 
ness would be guilty. He is quoted: 
“No corporation would try to perpetuate 
itself without developing raw material— 
oil fields, say, and pipe lines. There has 
always been more excuse for blunders in 
the films than in the legitimate thea- 
ter because the films were always just 
one step ahead of the machine. And now, 
heaven help the playwright whose first 
work is a hit. The films will grab him 
up at a salary he never dreamed of. An 
actor develops in four or five years, and 
we ask him to do it in one or two. 
There is none of the selective proficiency 
which keeps an artist at his best. So 
there is the dilemma—the provinces 


Now’s the Time To Advertise 
Editor The Billboard: 


Some time ago Green Pastures ap- 
peared in Minneapolis for a week and it 
seemed like old times to note the adver- 
tising used here. Both local papers car- 
ried display ads and local billboards 
were used. The latter is something that 
has not happened in many moons. 

We are 40 miles from Minneapolis, 
which means about an hour’s journey 
for the average car. Just why more 
road showmen don't seem to realize the 
increase in drawing territory and go 
after the business is still a mystery. 

An old-time showman once told me 
it was good business to always advertise 
and work for a show, no matter how well 
it was doing. That is something the 
management of Green Pastures did, and 
our road shows would show better re- 
turns if more showmen followed this 
good example. And, by the way, Green 
Pastures is reported to have done a ca- 
pacity business in Minneapolis.

Concerning the Bryton Show 
Editor The Billboard: 


In your issue of May 28 F. W. Gardiner, 
of Miami, Fla., asks for information 
concerning Fred Bryton, who made a 
name for himself in a play called For- 
given, back in the ‘80s, the golden age 
of melodrama. 

From an old program of the Howard 
Athenaeum, now known as the Old How- 
ard, a burlesque house, but then playing 
the better class of road shows and 
under the management of John Stetson, 
I find that Forgiven, a comedy-drama 
by Clay M. Greene, was produced there 
during the week of January 3, 1887, and 


later transferred to his other theater, 
the Globe, where it ran for several 
weeks. 


The following August, during the run 
of the play at the Globe, there were 
some cast changes, Grace Thorne Coul- 
ter replacing Genevieve Lytton and 


Maurice Drew replacing James Neill, and 
there was another child. The play ran 
continuously for several seasons and 
toured the whole country. I saw it 
many times and in many cities. Harry 
Harwood was always in the cast as Den- 
ver Dan, and a sweet piece of acting 
both he and Bryton did. The other 
characters were not so important. IL 
suppose that Forgiven would hardly be 
considered a high literary effort, nor 
will it go down in theatrical history with 
other pieces by Green, such as M’liss, in 
which Annie Pixley starred, but it 
touched the heartstrings and it Was 
extremely popular, playing season after 
season in the same cities and always to 
immense business. So popular was it 
that I well remember a song dedicated 
to it and bearing upon the cover the 
reconciliation scene of the last act. 
Frederick Bryton was not a celebrated 


actor, excepting in his own time. His 
name will hardly be remembered by 
some even Of his own generation. He 


was an anomaly, half professional, half 
social, but always artistic and one of the 
handsomest men who ever graced the 
stage. 

If there are any biographical sketches 
of him they will be in the dramatic pa- 
pers of the period. From newspaper 
clippings of the time and from my own 
recollections of him I can cite these 
few facts about his life and career: He 
was born on August 20, 1852, in Provi- 
dence, R. I., and after graduating from 
high school he dabbled for a time 
in amateur theatricals, and about 1870 
joined the Providence Opera House Stock 
Company and after a season or two was 
engaged by A. M. Palmer for his Union 
Square Company in New York. Just 
how long he remained there I do not 
know, but he went to Minneapolis and 
engaged in theater management and 
amassed a considerable sum and returned 
to New York in 1882, joined the Madi- 
son Square Company, succeeding George 
Clarke as leading man. While so engaged 
he came under the observation of 
Brooks & Dickson, who took him over as 
leading man with their stock at the 
Standard, which burned down shortly 
after. He then costarred with Mr. and 
Mrs. McKee Rankin in a play called 
Gabriel Conroy, in-which he played Jack 
Hamlin. It was this play that suggested 
Forgiven to Clay Greene, and after it 
was produced he never starred again. 
After Forgiven was shelved he took to 
Stage directing, and while so engaged 
with the Baker Stock Company in 
Rochester, N. Y., he was stricken with 
apoplexy and died on April 13, 1902. He 
was married three times, the first wffe, 
if memory serves, was the daughter of 
one of the wealthy flour magnates in 
Minneapolis. ‘The others I do not re- 
call. 

Of the original cast of Forgiven none, 
so far as I know, is now living. Harry 
Harwood died three or four years ago, I 
think, at one of the actors’ homes, and 
Jimmy Neill, who was the husband of 
Edythe Chapman, both rather well known 
to the silent pictures, has been dead 
about a like time.

Urges A. F. of M. Amend Ruling

I have heretofore refrained from ex- 
pressing my views anent the profession 
thru your columns, but the action of the 
A. F. of M. in its recent ruling forcing 
theaters to use pit bands with presenta- 
tions carrying their own stage bands 
requires a call to arms. 

At this time, with the country in the 
critical financial condition that exists 
and with business at the bottom, it is 
absolutely impossible for the houses to 
meet this demand, and that means 
stopping all presentations over the vari- 
ous circuits that have been working the 
past year. It means throwing several 
hundred musicians out of employment 
that could otherwise work

independent and chain, 
that had been playing straight picture 
programs have for the last few months 


been playing acts and presentations that 
carried their own orchestras on the 
stage. It began to mark a return of 
flesh and vaudeville over the entire 
country, with a good many units now 
open and more slated for the fall season. 
This action on the part of the A. F. of M. 
means an end to this, thus throwing 
many of their own members out of work, 
badly as they need it. Because the only 
houses that can meet this demand are 
the first-rate houses in the largest of 
our cities. 


This ruling must be amended pefore 
any flesh can return to the smaier 
cities and the greater part of the 
country BILLY KING.

JACKSON, Miss., June 4.—Circuses re- 
perted to have been circling Mississippi 
because of the recently enacted State 
sales tax may come into the State.

Circus Billing and Publicity 


By GEORGE J. MENDELSOHN 


S A preamble to the following ob- 
servations, the writer wishes to im- 
press most emphatically that it is 
not his intention to meddle in anybody’s 
business. But there have come to his 
mind during his years of activity as cir- 
cus press agent cretain facts and deduc- 
tions which are worth a short discussion 
on these pages. And if any of his sug- 
gestions should be found of practical 
value to his friends in the circus world 
his object is fulfilled. 

“Give the people what they want, at a 
reasonable price, and let them know 
what you have”—this is the essence of 
show business, regardless of what nature, 
This applies as well to circus and carnival 
as to the legitimate stage or motion pic- 
tures. “Let them know what you have,” 
as far as the circus is concerned, shall ke 
the object of this article. 

Circus advance work consists, as every- 
body knows, of two entirely separate but 
closely interwoven units: Billing and 
Newspaper Publicity. Let us consider the 
billing angle first. One of the best known 
circus general agents told me some time 
ago in a conversation on this topic: ‘The 
management back with the show insists 
that people deduct tne size and quality 
of our show by the amount of psper 
that is put up. We must, therefore, put 
up between 6,000 and 7,000 sheets every 
day to satisfy the management, even if 
we know that some of it is wasted.” 
There 1s a great deal of truth in this, but 
it is also a fact that billing today is rrac- 
tically the only department of the major 
circus that has not kept up with the 
times and is handled today the same as 
it was 20 years ago. 


Big Change in Last Decade 


Circus Management and methods have 
undergone a tremendous gradual change 
during the last 10 years. Major circuses 
are run on a highly organized basis now 
and strictly under big business rules. A 
circus represents the highest class of ef- 
ficiency in every-day methodical organi- 
zation. Grift and even the privilege car 
have been eliminated from the major cir- 
suses, courtesy in the handling of big 
crowds is much more insisted on by the 
managements than in the old times. In 
other words,.the circus as an institution 
has cleaned up in harmony with the 
progress of modern times. 

And with the methods of circus man- 
agement, the class of patronage that goes 
to the circus today has also changed con- 
siderably. Only 10 years back the farmers 
constituted a considerable percentage of 
circusgoers. The only circus that can 
draw the farmers today from a radius of 
50 or 60 miles to its performances is the 
Ringling Show, and probably always will 
continue to do so. The percentage of 
farmers’ patronage to all other major 
circuses has dwindled from year to year, 
until it is now of a negligible quantity. 
Circus managements will tell you that 
only billing passes from the country are 
coming in at the front door—no cash. A 
visit to any tot of major circuses will 
confirm this. Ninety per cent of circus 
patronage consists of town and suburban 
folks of the stand played. 


The automobile, naturally, is to blame 
a great deal for that. Farmers go to town 
whenever they feel the urge. They, and 
especially the younger members of the 
family, visit the motion picture theaters 
regularly, they have other kinds of 
amusement every day of the week within 
easy reach, they have their radios in their 
homes, and the days of the farmers’ cir- 
cus holiday have been a thing of the past 
since parades were discontinued by the 
major circuses. 


Country Billing Also To Blame 


Country billing, in my estimation, is 
just as much to blame for the apathy of 
the farmers, however, as the automobile. 
The country routes should put plenty of 
paper out, but it should be a different 
kind of paper, taking recognition of the 
use of the automobile by nearly every 
farmer. Pictorial three-sheets with small 
date strips were all right when the 
farmers drove leisurely with horse and 
buggy over the roads and had plenty of 
time to look the circus posters over. To- 
day it is different. They race over the 
highways at 30 or 40 miles per hour, and 
I defy anyone to read a circus poster on 
a barn 50 or 100 yards from the road from 
a speeding auto. It can’t be done! 

There should be a change in the coun- 
try paper, conforming with the auto- 
mobile. Farmers know their major cir- 
cuses, and zenerelived pictorjals do not 
mean a thing except where a show has 
a reallv sensational novelty to advertise. 
Dates with the name of the show in as 
big letters as possible, so they can be read 


from passing autos, should be the prin- 
cipal medium of country-routes billing, 
according to my ideas, with pictorials 
here and there to make the showing more 
attractive, but with date sheets pre- 
dominating. 

Sniping in show stands and the work 
of the “town wagons” seem obsolete in 
view of the fact that good locations can 
be obtained only in very few towns. What 
good is circus paper when put up in 
allevs or on broken-down fences in the 
cutskirts where but few are apt to see 
it? This seems a waste, and the paper 
might be used to hetter advantage else- 
where. 

Under the changed conditions of the 
class of circusgoers, banner and litho bill. 
ing in show stands seems to be the out- 
standing and most successful method. 
Banners cn walls of buildings in the 
downtown sections of a town are without 
question the best eye-catching billing. 
Especially when the dates are printed 
large enough. The hull dates uscd for 
banner work by the 101 Ranch during 
the last three years were, in my estima- 
tion, the best piece of billing used by any 
major circus. 


Downtown Lithographing Hard 


Downtown lithographing is becoming 
more and more difficult from year to year. 
One of the reasons is that even one- 
sheets are proving very often too large 
ior the available window space. A greater 
use of half and even quarter-sheets for 
lithographing might be advisable and 
bring good results. A medium-sized 
truck circus had a better litho showing 
with half and quarter-sheets in Penn- 
sylvania and Maryland last fall than any 
major circus ever had in the same terri- 


ry. 

It also might be advisable to organize 
a special “Empties” Brigade to take care 
of the billing in windows of vacant stores 
instead of having the regular lithograph. 
ers Go this work. Artistic cutouts, the 
same as used by motion picture houses in 
their lobbies, could be used to good ad- 
vantage and be picked up by the show. 
Window cards have too short a life. Their 
use is only practicable where a checkup 
can be made in the morning of the show 
date. An order for a pass to the show 
could be issued when the card is placed, 
and the order exchanged for a ticket if 
the card is still in the window the morn. 
ing of the date. The adoption of this 
method for lithos in show stands would 
also save the shows many admissions on 
passes that have not been earned by the 
users, 

While not exactly in the line of billing, 
but closely related, is a suggestion that 
we might revert back to a motorized 
regular ticket wagon for the downtown 
sale of tickets. Where parking permis- 
sion on a main street location cannot be 
secured a convenient auto parking lot 
can be easily found. This would bring 
some circus atmosphere back to town on 
show day. 

Circus general agents have concen- 
trated in Jate years more and more on 
specialized paper for highly sensational 
acts, and they only followed the trend 
of the times. The tremendous success of 
the Ubangi Negroes with their protruding 
disk lips with the Ringling Show can be 
casily traced to their exclusive and exten- 
sive litho billing with an avalanche of 
mostly one-sheets and half-sheets. It 
might not have been exactly circus, hut 
is was supreme showmanship. Tom Mix 
with Sells-Floto, Clyde Beatty with 
Hagenbeck-Waliace, Mabel Stark with the 
Barnes Circus, Ted Elder in his Roman 
standing jump over an auto with the 101 
Ranch, ana other special features made 
for splendid special billing exploitation. 
Newspaper Publicity Essential 

Special exploitation of sensational fea- 
ture attractions must take the foreground 
not only in circus billing, but also in 
modern circus publicity. And this brings 
us to the second important unit of circus 
exploitation. I am sorry to say that cir. 
cus managements in many an instance 
have not given their press departments 
the necessary consideration. They too 
often consider the press department as 
a necessary evil, and that is a grave mis- 
take. Newspaper publicity today is more 
than ever essential to the success of any 
major circus. Since the war the daily 
newspapers occupy a much more im- 
portant place in the homes than ever 
before, and their influence over their 
readers is tremendous, as far as news 
value goes. There is hardly a farmhouse 
in America today that does not get its 


a 


daily newspaper from the principal city 
in the vicinity. ‘Therefore, circus adver- 
tising in the country weeklies can be 
eliminated without damage to patronage, 
but fullest use should be made of the 
dailies. We know of major circuses that 
cut down their advertising appropriation 
for daily newspapers during the last two 
years, and they have learned that it was 
a costly error. In times of prosperity less 
advertising is necessary than in hard 
times, when money is scarce and it takes 
special inducements to bring the crowds 
into the white tops. 


Free Space Reduced 


But newspapers have changed also con- 
siderably during the last two years of the 
depression. Lack of local advertising has 
caused everywhere a change of the per- 
centage of space given the news rooms. 
While dailies used to run 60 per cent 
reading matter and 40 per cent adver- 
tising, this ratio is now most everywhere 
reversed to 40 per cent reading matter 
and 60 per cent advertising. Further- 
more, the newspapers have decreased in 
number of pages, and therefore the man. 
aging editor has now much less space at 
his disposal than before. 

This has, naturally, a tendency to cut 
down on free publicity given to a circus, 
and the placing of circus stories in many 
instances has been exceedingly difficut 
for the press departments. Nevertheless, 
many circus managers still continue to 
measure the results of their press agents 
with the yardstick. They do not realize 
that very often it is much harder for a 
press agent to place two or three single- 
column mats in a very “tight” paper than 
to obtain the publication of eight or nine 
big mats in another daily. 

Big-city dailies are still the easiest to 
work for circus publicity, especially when 
backed up by always welcome visits of 
oldtimers like Dexter Fellows, Frank 
Braden, Ora Parks, Tom Killilea, Floyd 
King, Bob Hickey and others of the old 
guard. But even we of the smaller fry 
have very seldom any trouble in the hig 
towns. Our troubles negin in the emaller- 
sized towns, especially where there is only 
one daily published or all dailies are 
published from the same plant. Here we 
find the most unreasonable demands, the 
highest prices for advertising compared 
to circulation, and, the worst of all, in- 
terference from the business departments 
in our relations with the editorial end. 

It is of the highest interest to circus 
press agents in general that the American 
Newspaper Publishers’ Association has 
given, in a special committee, circus pub- 
licity and the pass question considerable 
thought during convention inNovember at 
Los Angeles. The chairman of this com. 
mittee, to whom I am well known from 
former newspaper activities, informed me 
that a ruling for the members of the, As- 
sociation is in the making to settle this 
question. The proposal is to give major 
circuses publicity inch for inch of paid 
advertising, this publicity to be charged 
at the regular circus advertising rate, but 
to be paid in passes the morning of the 
show. In other words, The Herald has a 
circus advertising rate of #2 per inch. 
The show is using 50 inches of ads at a 
cash cost of 3100. The paper is giving 
&C inches of free publicity and receives 
$100 worth of passes for it. If the news- 
papers can adopt such a ruling, so the 
circuses can, and if all major circuses 
stand together on this question, it might 
be done. 

Fortunately there is but a small num- 
ber of newspapers that will not give any- 
one, including the circus, one line of free 
publicity, like The Easton (Pa.) Express, 
The Altoona (Pa.) Mirror, The Troy 
(N. Y.) Record, the papers at Huntington, 
W. Va., and some others. They are 
well known to every circus press agent, 
and no one can do anything with them. 


Remedy Suggested 


And here I wish to suggest a remedy 
not only for these unreasonable papers, 
but for all dailies that make unreason- 
able demands for passes and are known 
to give very limited publicity co-opera- 
tion in return. Trim the paid display 
ads to the bone and use the balance of 
the paid’ space provided by your regular 
advertising appropriation for snappy cuts 
with captions, even if they have to be 
marked “adv.” at the bottom. The read. 
ing public does not care about it, you 
get your publicity and save your show 
money and grief and passes in the end. 

Another good way to tame down hos- 
tile newspapers is the use of a four-page 
Circus News tabloid to be distributed by 


telegraph messenger boys a few days be- 
fore the show date. These tabloids can 
be produced in quantities at less than $4 
per 1,000 copies and carried on the ad- 
vance car. The imprint of the date can 
be handled locally, and the total cost, in. 
cluding distribution in stores, office 
buildings and homes, and mailing to the 
rural box holders by permit from the 
post office, can be held down to $8 per 
1,000. These tabloids should have plenty 
of pictures and are one of the best 
mediums of exploitation, as good if not 
better than the radio, which is an im- 
portant factor in modern circus publicity. 

The style of circus publicity also has 
undergone a considerable change. Long. 
winded generalities in the old glittering 
and flowery circus language are a thing 
of the past with press books and so- 
called “canned stuff.” Press agents must 
be able to write thcir own stories on a 
momeni’s notice, localized if possible, and 
they must “make it short and snappy”! 
There is a new school of editors in the 
saddle, and they have their own ideas. 
And here, I think, is a good opportunity 
to express my own idea of wonderment, 
if the circus managers will ever come 
away from their conception: “If business 
is good, the show gets the credit for it. 
If business is bad, the advance gets the 
blame!” 


Some Complaints and Answers 


Nowadays there is a certain weariness 
among circusgoers who claim that the 
modern circus of today has not kept step 
with the progress made in other forms of 
entertainment. They compjain about the 
sameness of the programs of major cir- 
cuses and they will say that they do not 
care to go to circuses as much as in 
former years, because “if you have seen 
one circus you have seen them all.” 


There is some justice to that com- 
plaint, but at the same time a circus is 
nothing but a circus and cannot be made 
anything else. This form of entertain- 
ment is based upon the assembling of 2 
number of diversified acts and displays 
that cannot be dispensed with. They are 
the foundation of the circus as well as 
clown alley, and a circus must be built 
up around a number of the best avail- 
able fundamental acts. 

It is very hard to bring novelty into a 
modern circus program, as nearly every- 
thing in circus novelties in the world has 
been presented at one time or another 
under American white tops. The major 
circuses have scouts in Europe and all 
over the world to look out for novelties, 
but there seems to be nothing new un- 
der the sun that would be of sensational 
interest to the circus fans. Whenever a 
novelty has been obtained for presenta- 
tion in an American circus tent, it usually 
was some kind of a freak attraction that 
either was a revival of an act of 30 years 
ago or something that really did not be- 
long at all under a circus tent. But it 
usually brought business, and that is the 
principal object. 

When the writer went to school in 
Europe, the shooting of a man out of a 
cannon was the greatest novelty attrac- 
tion of a German circus, and when the 
writer was, in 1900, a student at the Sor- 
bonnes University at Paris, France, a 
troupe of Amazons from the Dahomey 
Islands was the feature novelty attrac- 
tion at the Cirque d’Hiver at Paris. Which 
only goes to show that there is very little 
in the field of circus endeavor that has 
not been presented before. 


So if it is impossible to change the cir- 
cus programs to a great degree, it might 
be possible to change the form of circus 
presentation. 

We have often wondered why none of 
the enterprising American circus men has 
ever attempted to bring the big one-ring 
circus of European style to America. Dur- 
ing one of our European trips we visited 
such a white top in Copenhagen, Den- 
mark. The top had only one tremendous 
center ring, surrounded by four small 
stages and a regulation hippodrome track. 
The seating capacity of about 6,000 was 
arranged in horseshoe fashion. The open 
side of the horseshoe was filled by an 
immense, gradually raising platform, 
which was used for spectacular mass pro- 
ductions, and the program was so ar- 
ranged that every act that went on could 
be fully seen and watched from every 
seat in the tent. This big top was a 
revelation, and the performance was 
highly enjoyed by every one, including 
the writer. And it did away with the 
here so so often heard complaint that the 
circusgoer can see only the one ring in 
front of him, but cannot see or enjoy 
anything that goes on at the same time 
in the other rings. In other words, he is

dissatisfied because he can see only a 
part of the performance for his money, 

as he expresses it. 

Another observation made in European 
circuses has to do with the admission 
price for children under 12 years of age. 
We have often heard here complaints 
from parents that with harder times they 
are unable to give their children the 
pleasure of a circus visit because they 
cannot afford to pay 50 cents per child 
for a bleacher seat or $1.25 for a reserved 
seat, including the admission. Every big 
circus in Europe, stationary or traveling, 
during the last few years, has reduced 
the admission prices for children con- 
siderably, and they have found it a good 
investment.* Children very seldom come 
alone to the circus. They are always ac- 
companied by adults, and the more chil- 
dren, the more adult tickets sold at the 
wagon. The only major circus that 
adopted a 25-cent admission for children 
under 12 here was the 101 Ranch, and it 
helped business considerably. American 
circus owners might do well to look into 
this question of admission prices for chil- 
dren. Business must be increased over 
late years so the show can go on, and 
this might be an important factor to 
bring about the desired increase in busi- 
ness.

A BIG RODEO at Chicago “world’s 
fair” next year—there should be! 


JACK MILLERICK staged his annual 
Rodeo last Sunday, at his ranch in Cali- 
fornia.

Some Flitting Thoughts on Amusement Park Management and Practices 


By JEROME P. FLEISHMAN 


RIVING past @ big church on the 
way to the office, I noticed a banner 
or streamer across the side entrance 

reading: 
MEN WANTED 


Good or bad-—to attend Men’s Bible 
Class every Sunday etc., etc. 


When the church, which is supposed 
to deal in something far removed from 
business, adopts business methods of 
selling its merchandise, isn’t it high 
time that those of us who have some- 
thing more tangible—at least something 
that is supposed to be more tangible— 
than religion hop to it and let people 
know what we have for sale and why? 

I think so. 

And yet I actually have had amuse- 
ment park managers say to me that 
they “didn’t icke much stock in adver- 
tising”; that it was a “sort of hit-or- 
miss game at lest,” and that “the parks 
that did the most advertising didn’t 
always carry the largest crowds.” 


With the latter statement I am quite 
willing to agree, tho with this reserva- 
tion: that it isn’t always the fault of 
the advertising. 


Parks that splurge out of all reason in 
newspapers and on billboards, and with 
circulars and other forms of publicity, 
and then fail utterly to live up to what 
their printed words promise shouldn't 
give their publicity a black eye. Their 
managers should go out and borrow a 
blackjack from the nearest policeman 
and with it forever put to sleep their 
own notion that people are just dumb- 
bells who like to be fooled. 

They aren’t. 

Not in these days, by cracky. 

And now let’s stop vamping and get 
right down to the theme song—the 
whole durn program of this article, if 
you please. It’s just this: 


Park men who hope to hold old cus- 
tomers and to make new ones must keep 
up with or a bit ahead of the times; 
/must give folks something new or novel 
from time to time; must live up strictly 
to all the rules of good business and 
then improve on the rules; must be ever 
fon the alert for new. ideas, better 
methods of catering to the public fancy, 
surer means of knowing and applying 
mob psychology. 


That mob psychology stuff sounds 
king o’ raw, but what I mean is that 
the successful amusement park man of 
today must understand human nature 
singly and in multiples. He must know 
what the individual patron in his par- 
ticular section of the country wants, and 

then he must proceed pronto and whole- 


heartedly to supply it for the crowd, 


which is just a gathering of individual 
patrons. 


A Dangerous Attitude 


Have the old amusement devices—the 
Roller Coaster, the Racer Dip, the Old 
Mill, the Carousel—lost their appeal? 
Partly, perhaps, but not altogether, for 
we must bear in mind that a new 
generation is growing up and, like its 
predecessors, still craves a thrill. Maybe 
we shall have to increase the thrill, and 
with it the hazards, but what of it? No 
use philosophizing about it. If it is 
what present-day recreation § seekers 
want, give it to them. Or else go with- 
out patrons to give it to. 


I happen to know that in the minds 
of a few of the less progressive amuse- 
ment park managers there has lurked 
the thought: MHere’s my park. It’s a 
good park. I think I have in it the 
amusements people ought to patronize. 
Well, let them come and patronize. 


That’s a dangerous attitude of mind, 
brother; a very dangerous one. 

Men like Norman Alexander and Frank 
Darling and Rex Billings and George 
Schott and others who are successes in 
their chosen profession haven’t that 
attitude and never have had. 

They are open-minded; receptive to 
new and better ideas; quick to eliminate 
from their parks things or practices 
that are not for the good of the many; 
eager to adopt anything that will win 
public favor by deserving it. 

I remember one winter, at the con- 
vention. of the National Association of 
Amusement Parks in Chicago, a park 
manager who has been the butt of a 
good many jokes and who himself is a 
practical joker extraordinary said to me 
in one of his few serious moments: 

“You've got to be always knowing what 
people want, Jerry, and then you've got 
to be giving them that and better.” 

There’s a heap of shrewd philosophy 
in that seemingly simple sentence. 


It applies to pretty nearly any business 
under the sun—yes, even to the under- 
taking business, for after we're dead 
there remain the family and the rela- 
tives to please. 

Maybe there was a time when people 
would flock to amusement parks for the 
reason that there weren’t any other 
places to flock to. 

Night clubs and roadhouses and auto- 
mobiles and movies and 10,000 ‘other

distractions in this dizzy era have 


changed that condition. 

Competition is fierce and you've got 
to meet it in the only way you can meet 
it—by giving folks everything they 
want, everything you promise and every- 
thing they might, in reason or out of 
reason, expect. 

The moment there fastens itself upon 
you the idea that people must like what 
you like and must patronize whatever 
you decide they must patronize, you're 
thru. 

Because cantankerous humans just 
won't, that’s all. 

You must keep your ear to the ground 
—you must keep posted on all that is 
latest and best in amusement park pro- 
cedure—you must mix with your cus- 
tomers and absorb their likes and their 
dislikes—you must be forever willing and 
ready to provide the new, the novel, the 
popular, the wanted things. 


Change Is Only Certain Thing 


The National Association of Amuse- 
ment Parks now has a field secretary. 
In all modesty, let me say that I sug- 
gested this very thing to some of its 
officials four or five years ago. To. me 
it has always seemed that amusement 
park men, necessarily restricted in their 
visits to other amusement parks dtring 
the operating season, should have some 
means of exchanging ideas, of knowing 
what the other fellow is doing success- 
fully and how. De Arv. G. Barton has 
tackled his job sympathetically and un- 
derstandingly, and is doing fine work in 
disseminating helpful, constructive in- 
formation and suggestions. More power 
to him! 

After all, however, it is up to the in- 
dividual park man to see to it that he 
doesn’t fall behind the procession of 
progress. The only certain thing is 
change—change in people’s tastes, change 
in their desires for this or that form of 
amusement. Life has a habit of moving 
on, and we must move with it or be 
given the count. These are days when 
the courage to think ahead is the only 
thing that can keep the average busi- 
ness from going behind. And running 
an amusement park is just as much a 
business as running a department store. 

These lines are being written when 
parks are just opening their gates for 
the season. What kind of season will 
it be? Will people spend money? Will 
they patronize amusement parks as 
largely as in other seasons? 

Who knows? The chances favor larger 
crowds than ever, because when people 
are worried they seek something to take 
their minds off that worry. As units 
they may not spend as much. Well then, 
the problem that faces the amusement 
park man is to attract such large crowds 
and such consistent crowds that the de- 
creased unit spending will actually re- 


sult in an increased gross spending. It 


can be done! 


Attendance Stimulators 


Here are just a few of the things wide- 
awake park managers have done or are 
doing to stimulate interest in and at- 
tendance at their parks: 

A $10,900 rock garden in a Kansas park, 
financed principally by a local flower 
lover, was an attraction that not only 
helped beautify the place—and beauty is 
so important—but actually drew crowds 
of admiring patrons, 

A bicycle race across town was a fea- 
ture of an outing at a St, Louis park. 
There was a tieup with a local news- 
paper, with plenty of publicity resulting. 

In conjunction with a gasoline com- 
pany another park sponsored an airplane 
endurance flight over the park, tickets 
of admission to the park being dropped 
from the planes, with a substantial prize 
to the holder of the luckily numbered 
ticket. 

Henry Guenther, at Olympic Park, 
Newark, N. J., who is always on his toes, 
tied up with the Board of Education at 
Irvington, N. J., adjoining his park, by 
inviting the public school children to 
join a swimming school at that fine 
pool of his. The parents of 4,000 chil- 
dren promptly accepted. See the possi- 
bilities? 

“Mouse City,” installed last season by 
several Eastern parks, was a new note 
in attractions—and I tell you it’s the 
new note that attracts. The exhibit, con- 
sisting of a glass-inclosed table with 
three or four hundred white mice, num- 
erous toy devices such as houses, auto- 
mobiles and so on, had adult entertain- 
ment value plus a peculiar child appeal. 
It went over big, and its initial cost was 
ridiculously small. 

Oh, I could go on, if space permitted, 
but you'll get the idea. Newness. Origi. 
nality. Differentness. These are the 
qualities that are the very lifeblood of 
the amusement business, indoor or out- 
door. 


Holding Public Good Will 


Many, many other things enter into 
the success, or lack of it, of the modern 
amusement park. I have said that the 
park that doesn’t live up to its adver- 
tised promises cannot survive for long, 
and I mean it. P, T. Barnum was too 
clever a showman ever to have said 
that stuff credited to him about “fooling 
the people.” He gave dollar-for-dollar 
value, and then some. 

Courtesy, comfort, lighting, conven- 
iences—these things enter into the big 
job of winning and holding public good 
will. The manager who doesn’t care 
whether his patrons ruin their shoes on 
bad walks; who never has thought that 
people might want to sit down occasion- 
ally or have shade; who doesn’t give a 
whoop whether his soda fountain is clean 
or dirty; who knows that his toilet 
facilities aren’t fit for human beings and 
doesn’t do anything about it; who per- 
mits his concessioners to gyp right and 
left—-that manager always has use for 
a crying towel when the season's receipts 
are added un. 


The training of employes, from the 
humblest to the highest, in courtesy, 
consideration and helpfulness to the 


women and children who come to the 
park seeking an afiernoon or an evening 
of pleasure is a little thing of itself but 
an impressively important thing in the 
grand total of your community’s attitude 
toward your park. 


There still is plenty of money waiting 
to be spent. But you've got to go after 
it harder than ever. You've got to de- 
serve it. You've got to have attractions 
that people will find pleasure in patron- 
izing. Your park must be clean, phys- 
ically and morally. You must know 
what is newest and best—from hot dog 
stands to name orchestras and from 
glareless paths to trick lighting—and you 
must provide it. 

Remember what the Queen said to 
Alice in Wonderland? Here it is: “In 
this country we have to move as fast as 
ever we can to stay in the same place. 
If we want to get anywhere else, we have 
to run twice as fast as that.” 

The amusement park manager who 
wants to get anywhere at all today must 
keep stepping, else the kaleidoscopic 
whims of his public will trample him in 
his-own brain-dust and leave him won- 
dering (like the parrot in that old, old 
story, where in hell he was when the 
cyclone hit.

The pool owner should con- 
centrate on the triple bath, water, air 
and sun, and forget about stunts and 
specialty numbers that are expensive 
and impractical. 


Proper Working Personnel 


The working personnel of a swimming 
pool is its lifeblood and it has been my 
observation that in many places men of 
improper caliber have been given the 
responsibility of contacting a public 
whose needs they do not fully under- 
stand and appreciate. 

The country is generously sprinkled 
with health sanitariums and from this 
source the pool owner can draw com- 
petent instructors and health experts 
who are masters of crowd psychology and 
know how to lead masses of people in 
uniform movements, Such experts can- 
not be obtained for the $25 a weck that 
is paid the mediocre life guard, but the 
additional few dollars spent on first-class 
talent cannot fail to produce big 
dividends. 

Bert Haddie, physical director of the 
Miramar Swimming Pool in New York, is 
a splendid example of the type leader I 
have in mind. He conducts a daily

The dis- 
tribution of a chart illustrating the 
exercises and explaining the effects of 
each movement helps drive home the 
message of good health, and once the 
proper enthusiasm is aroused the fair 
sex will always respond to the cail for 
the daily dozen. 

A handball court, meeting regulation 
AAU requirements; an athletic field with 
ample room for sprints and the use of 
the shot put, volley ball courts, basket- 
ball courts, light and heavy punching 
bags and as many gymnastic appurte- 
nances as possible are indispensable ad- 
juncts of the modern pool. It requires 
men of real ability to show the public 
how to take advantage of this equip- 
ment and to supervise occasional con- 
tests for prizes. Tournaments conducted 
on a point basis are excellent for keep- 
ing interest at a high pitch. 


Plug Health Insurance 


But the management should always 
keep driving home the idea that they 
are selling health insurance. The filtered 
water in the pools of New York City is 
much more healthful and safer than the 
tidal flows around many of the beaches. 
This is the most excellent means the 
modern pool has for exploitation, as 
there are still many people laboring un- 
der the delusion that they are exposing 
themselves to infection in a pool 

Instead of having the health inspector 
make his analysis of the water unknown 
and in seclusion, bring him up on the 
high diving platform or in some other 
conspicuous place and have the results 
ef the test announced thru a megaphone 
by a man who can give an intelligent 
explanation. This is an advertising fea- 
ture no pool owner has yet taken ad- 
vantage of to the best of my knowledge. 

Swimming lessons should be given for 
a small sum and not the ridiculously 
high prices some of the coaches ask. It 
would not be difficult to round up a 
corps of college swimmers for this work 
during the summer, as most of the young 
men in the universities are all looking 
for jobs during the outdoor season. 


The Sun Bath 


That concludes all I have to say about 
the water bath, and we will next discuss 
the sun bath. All outdoor people are 
eager to have their body tanned and 
solariums where the nude sun bath is 
obtainable should be provided. At the 
beaches and pools today you will see 
many of the bathers pulling down their 
shoulder straps to give the sun an addi- 
tional play on their bodies, which goes 
to prove that the public today wants 
and understands the value of a complete 
sun bath, 

Pamphlets describing the benefits of 
the sun bath and telling just how it 
may be taken gradually so as to prevent 
painful burns are, of course, highly es- 
sential in the handling of the solariums 
for both sexes. Prudes are so few and 
nudists so plentiful today that it is un- 
wise to censor bathing suits. Let the 
people exercise their own discretion in 
the selection of a bathing suit. Those 
who take offense at exposure do not 
need to look. 


Should Study Indoor Pools 


The outdoor pools do not always en- 
joy a monopoly on public patronage dur. 
ing the summer. Many mid-town pools 
in New York City do a thriving business 
in the hot months. Being adjacent to 
the office workers and night workers they 
provide an opportunity for a quick and 
refreshing dip that thousands can take 
advantage of once the idea-is sold. 

In Frederick H. James, manager of the 
beautiful pool in the Park Central Hotel, 
you have the ideal type of physical cul- 
turist and live-wire executive who knows 
how to cater to a high-class clientele. 
To compete with the outdoor pools the 
indoor pools have spent more money on 
tiling and ornate layouts. The sun ray 
lamps, steam cabinets and masseurs help 
in the process of rejuvenation and quite 
a few of the outdoor promoters would 
get many helpful suggestions from an 
inspection of a first-class indoor nata- 
torium.

his youth. If this is not an inspiration 
and an example to those who are about 
to despair, then somebody correct us. 


W. F. Mangels saw the elephant in his 
youth in getting started in this country, 
handicapped by lack of money and in- 
ability to speak the English language 
well. He has gone thru three panics and 
has successfully conquered them all, 
and today is in Germany with his wife, 
one son and -one daughter, and has 
taken his automobile with which to tour 
Europe from May until September, not 
only for his pleasure and enjoyment, but 
also in quest of acquisitions for the 
American Museum of Public Recreation, 
which institution will doubtless grow 
more in this year of depression than 
in anv year of its history.

Ancient Slump Recalled 


Egypt, 4,000 years ago, was the victim 
of a slump. It was attended by

Pool Whirl 


By Nat A. Tor——

Tho this special summer issue is chock- 
full of articles, I trust pool men will 
find time to read the column this week. 
For at this time I'd like to bring up the 
question of whether pools can do more 
than has been done to boost the sale of 
season tickets or whether the bad show- 
ing reported so far by a number of East- 
ern pools can’t be helped. 

Surely the value of season tickets can 
be readily seen; it assures the tank a cer- 
tain amount of continual patronage 
thruout the entire summer. Still, the- 
aters have never tried to sell season 
tickets; that is, with the exception of the 
Theater Guild of New York and similar 
organizations, which sell subscriptions 
entitling holders to all their plays in one 
season. 

Maybe, then, pool men have been 
foolish even to expect to sell season tick- 
ets. Fox Theaters attempted to put out 
what they called “Thrift Books,” which 
were similar to pool season cards, but 
they failed miserably. Other movie 
houses have tried every now and then 
to put across a season-ticket proposition 
—only to give up in the attempt. 

Pools on beach fronts or in small com- 
munities shouldn’t have any difficulty 
in disposing of season tickets. It’s with 
the tanks in large cities or in big parks 
where the trouble arises. Persons seem 
timid about renting season lockers in 
pool in cities, whereas they wouldn’t 
think of swimming any other way in 
the country. Why this is so cannot 
be definitely explained except that city 
folks seem to like to pay as they go 
instead of putting down a lump sum for 
the entire season. 

Plenty of schemes have been employed 
by pools to plug their season tickets, but 
to say that nothing else can be done 
would be an untruth. It’s up to pool 
owners to study their own propositions; 
to decide definitely whether it pays to 
continue season rates and then to ex- 
ploit it. However, to sit back and hope 
that your season tickets will go is sure 
to result in just so much wasted energy. 

One fallacy practiced by pool men in 
the hope of increasing season-locker 
business -is to reduce their rates to a 
ridiculously low level. This only tends 
to create cut-throat competition. Yes, 
show your patrons a saving by buying by 
the season, but don’t make the fee too 
low. 

Some of the stunts tried by pools to 
exploit their season tickets are offers of 
valuable prizes with each purchase of a 
ticket, such as a bathing suit, etc., or 
chances at a big raffle open. only to sea- 
son-ticket holders, or a series of free 
lunches at the pool restaurant. It’s a 
teeth-pulling process, this business of 
season tickets for pools, and sometimes 
the efforts pay. It’s up to you to decide 
whether you want to continue with sea- 
son rates and then to either exploit it 
thoroly or to forget about it. 


More and more Eastern pools seem to 
be tying up with local theaters for per- 
sonal appearances of their stars. Most 
recent tank to practice this form of ex- 
ploitation was Sunnyside Pool, Long Is- 
land City, which has Collins and Peter- 
son, headliners on a near-by vaudeville 
theater bill, act as its guests. 

This week the pool man claim is made 
by Tony Brigolio, of Cypress Hills Pool, 
Brooklyn, who writes that his is the 
biggest heated water tank in the coun- 
try. I suppose that next pool operators 
will claim that they have the fattest 
life guards or the wettest water in the 
world. Or am I too fresh? 


A recent Steeplechase Park, Coney Is- 
land, press notice sent to the papers, 
stated, in part, “This year’s slogan at 
Steeplechase is ‘Spend the day on the 
beach and the evening at the outdoor 
pool, where night is turned into day, all 
on one ticket.’” Not bad, eh? 


I’m sure I need a larger hat size since 
reading the letter of Thomas H. Cowley, 
former manager of Starlight Park Pool, 
New York: Woodcliff Pleasure Park Pool, 
Poughkeepsie, and Rocky Poin” Natatori- 
um, Providence, R. I. Tom Says that 
“Since a pool is the heaviest investment 
of any park owner, amusement men 
should stop sitting back, as is urged in 


these columns, and exploit the pool.” 
And then he adds that this department 
is one of the reasons why he reads Billy- 
boy. Yuh wouldn’t fool me?

Why Not Effect Tieups 
With Department Stores? 


By HAROLD S. KAHM 


There are very few park men who will 
deny that an advantage is obtained by 
a tieup with a large downtown depart- 
ment store. Thousands of people go to 
the department stores in larger cities 
daily. Any sort of tieup is bound to have 
strong publicity value. The question has 
always been, however, just what sort of 
tieup can be effected that will be ac- 
ceptable to the store? 

Here is a plan whereby the store can 
profit in a highly material way by an 
amusement park tieup, the park to re- 
ceive an equal, if not greater benefit. 
Every. department store has a toy de- 
partment and they are constantly look- 
ing for new ideas for promoting toy 
sales. As a consequence, any proposition 
submitted to them which is of obvious 
value will be accepted, particularly when 
it costs them nothing. 

Here is the proposition to hand Mr. 
Toy Department Manager: You can ad- 
vertise a free ride on the Merry-Go- 
Round at Blank Park with every toy 
purchase of 10 cents or more. The park 
will furnish the tickets. All you have 
to do is make a noise about it. 


Let us analyze this proposition: You 
offer to supply free rides on the Merry- 
Go-Round (or any other device) with 
every toy sale the store makes. The 
store then has a powerful means of at- 
tracting new business to the toy depart- 
ment, and the park for its share of the 
bargain has this two-fold benefit: First, 
the advantage of department store ex- 
ploitation—a free publicity campaign, so 
to speak; secondly, every person drawn 
to the park by reason of the free ride 
will without question spend money on 
other rides and attractions and on re- 
freshments, etc. 

Here are further details to present to 
the department store when making the 
proposition: When giving a free ticket 
with each purchase the purchase may 
be for 5 or 10 cents—toy balloons, 
whistles, marbles, dolls, rubber balls, 
jacks, etc. This represents a big oppor- 
tunity to work off stocks of “small 
stuff.” The best way to exploit this plan 
is to have a large toy display in one 
of the main show windows, with a big 
sign announcing the unusual event. If 
possible, a real miniature Merry-Go- 
Round (model) in the window, revolving, 
would help attract attention. 


Here is another point for the park to 
consider: Ot the thousands of people 
that pass by the display window a cer- 
tain proportion will not wish to buy toys 
but will go directly to the park instead. 
But no one who buys a toy, gets a free 
ticket and goes to the park to use it will 
fail to spend at least a few cents. 


Be sure to suggest the window display 
with the model Merry-Go-Round. The 
average department store is in the 
market at all times for novel ideas for its 
windows, and this plan should be ac- 
ceptable because it constitutes excellent 
exploitation of the tieup, and at the 
same time it is a summery, timely, suit- 
able type of display.. Working models 
of Merry-Go-Rounds may be obtained 
from one of several window display com- 
panies (by the store). Last Christmas 
a number of department stores used 
them in their windows. 


Not Limited to Toys 


This tieup is by no means limited to 
the toy department. That angle was 
quoted because the toy department 
reaches children, and children are always 
a good target for the park to aim at, 
because they bring the older folks with 
them. The tieup could easily be slanted 
to include any purchase in the store. 
However, this is less desirable because 
with this system one person on a shop- 
ping tour might easily acquire a large 
number of tickets, whereas it is not so 
likely that one customer will buy many 
toys. The department store, too, would 
be more inclined to listen to a proposi- 
tion designed to boost one particular de- 
partment than to one affecting,the en- 
tire store. However, it is really wrong 
to generalize here, because conditions 
are different in each locality. 

Whether the Merry-Go-Round or some 
other ride, or a combination of rides 
should be used in connection with this 
tieup is a matter for the park man to 
decide. The park with a very large 
number of rides and attractions can af- 
ford to be more generous, of course, 
but the smaller park that has a limited 
number of rides should be conservative. 

I submitted this idea recently to sev- 
eral toy department managers. All agreed 
that it seemed to possess excellent possi- 
bilities and they were willing to do busi- 
ness. 


| With the Zoos | 


INDIANAPOLIS.—Broad Ripple Park 
Zoo, which opened last Sunday, has been 
enlarged and is a big feature of the 
park.

The cubs were coming along nicely un- 
til the mother refused to have anything 
to do with them. Zoo attendants at- 
tempted to rear the animals but were 
unable to find the right kind of nourish- 
ment. Bodies of the lions were sold to 
a local taxidermist. 


CROWN POINT, Ind.—Up near Ham- 
mond, Ind., animals at the Zoo here 
found a friend in the Izaak Walton 
League, which issued an official protest 
at announcement of the county com- 
missioners that they intended to sell or 
kill the animals. Officials of the league 
protested that “people do not dig up 
their flower beds, tear up their roses, 
kill their canaries, strangle their par- 
rots, drown their angora cats, eat their 
goldfish, gas their rabbits, or poison 
their pedigreed dogs” because of de- 
pression, and that it isn’t necessary for 
the commissioners to sacrifice things 
which afford people pleasure. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo.—Park Commis- 
sioners authorized a’ remodeling pro- 
gram for Swope Park Zoo, to be paid 
from 10-year-plan bonds. Cost of re- 
modeling will not be less than $15,000, 
nor more than $20,000. It will include 
new tile walls in main buildings, re- 
placing old wood flimsy walls. Wooden 
floors will be replaced with a resilient 
concrete composition. New portable 
animal cages will replace stationery wood 
cages. New cages will be equipped with 
rollers so that animals can be taken 
outdoors daily. Tex Clark, manager of 
the Zoo, will be in charge of remodel- 
ing, assisted by J. V. Lewis, field en- 
gineer. 


UTICA, N. Y.—Monkeys at Roscoe 
Conkling Park Zoo are now having their 
first real sun bath. Due to chilly 
weather, Superintendent William Grey 
has been keeping them inside, but daily 
they have been given an hour's treat- 
ment with an Alpine lamp.

Board acts following re- 
quest of Chamber of Com- 
merce—Smith is on job 


RALEIGH, N. C., June 4.—All doubt 
concerning status of the North Carolina 
State Fair has been removed by the 
board of the State Department of Agri- 
culture, which has voted to hold a fair 
this year on dates originally scheduled, 
October 10-15. 

Question as to a 1932 fair was raised 
some time ago by financial budgetary 
affairs. The board meeting was called 
to take a definite stand and decision 
to hold the fair was at urgent request 
of Raleigh Chamber of Commerce. Sec- 
retary Branch, of the civic body, told 
the board that failure to vote for a 1932 
fair would be a gesture of lack of con- 
fidence in North Carolina agriculture. 

Secretary T. B. Smith, who had not 
been active for several months, was 
authorized to proceed with plans. He 
will be assisted by Miss Effie McInnes. 

William Glick Shows will be on the 
midway, a contract with the shows hav- 
ing been made some time ago. Free acts 
and other entertainment will be ar- 
ranged by Secretary Smith, who started 
work at the fairgrounds on June 1. 

Eefore taking a definite stand the 
board received an offer to lease the State 
fair property from Joe M. Upchurch, 
Raleigh, who has beén promoting indoor 
expositions in this State in recent years. 
Terms of his offer were not made pub- 
lic. 


Free-Gate Policy To Rule 
At Tri-State in Superior 


SUPERIOR, Wis., June 4—The 17th 
annual Tri-State Fair here on August 
18-19 promises to eclipse former exposi- 
tions from standpoint of both educa- 
tion and entertainment features, states 
President F. S. Campbell. Officers de- 
cided to inaugurate a free gate policy 
this vear and expect to triple attendance. 
Free gate fairs have proven successful in 
other parts of the country, officers point 
out. Superior will go one further and 
cut price of grand-stand admission to 
50 cents for all seats. 

A total of $25,000 is being offered in 
premiums in live-stock, agriculture, 4-H 
Club and women's and school divisions.

PUYALLUP, Wash., June 4.—Directors 
of Western Washington Fair, Puyallup, 
have decided to make drastic changes in 
its amusement area, and to accomplish 
this have voted that all rides, shows and 
concessions will be booked independent- 
ly. 
For the last 11 years the midway con- 
tract has been held by the same carni- 
val company, and the board felt that, 
in justice to patrons, it should change 
the complexion of its midway, and that 
a new picture would help to stimulate 
business. 

Puyallup Fair, as it is known over the 
Pacific Coast, has beautiful grounds, 
well-kept lawns and shrubbery, and its 
flower beds always have earned deserved 
praise. With this thought in mind the 
board felt that the “Fairway,” as the 
new midway will be known, should be 
rearranged, landscaped and beautified. 

One of the first acts of the executive 
committee was to lay out a new amuse- 
ment area, build a permanent walk, in- 
stall overhead flood lights and get ad- 
vice of a landscape artist and a gar- 
dener. The new “Fairway.” it is be- 
lieved, will prove of decided interest to 
fair managers who wish to increase mid- 
way receipts by making the carnival 
grounds more presentable and at the 
same time giving the public due con- 
sideration. 


Riding devices and shows have been 
contracted from parks and amusement 
centers adjacent to Seattle and Tacoma.

E. Bartell, secretary; J. M. Jones, treas- 
urer, and Frank Marty, assistant to the 
president. Executive committee of West- 
ern Washington Fair is composed of 
leading merchants and agriculturists of 
the Seattle-Tacoma trade district. Paid 
attendance of Puyallup Fair has reached 
175,000 and it is hoped to stretch this 
to 200,000 this year. 


Science Hall 


Is Dedicated 


Entertainment recognized 
as necessity, says speaker 
at world’s fair ceremony 


CHICAGO, June 4.—Great court of the 
Hall of Science of A Century of Progress 
was filled with 2,000 persons, many of 
them distinguished scientists and edu- 
cators, when the building was formally 
dedicated Wednesday afternoon. 

Sounding of chimes in the lofty caril- 
lon opened the ceremony, followed by an 
invocation by the Rt. Rev. Bernard J. 
Sheil, auxiliary bishop of Chicago. Next 
a “Prayer of America” sung by Roosevelt 
High School symphony choir; then 
President Rufus C. Dawes introduced Dr. 
Frank B. Jewett, New York, chairman of 
the science committee of the National 
Research Council, who gave the dedica- 
tory address. 

Dr. Jewett, while devoting the greater 
part of his talk to science and progress 
of civilization as exemplified in the fair, 
also gave recognition to the entertain- 
ment portion. 


Balloons Carry Messages 


“That much of what is presented for 
those of the visitors who crave only 
amusement or transient pleasure will 
have no substantial connection with the 
underlying theme, and that much else 
will have only remote apparent connec- 
tion is no derogation of the main pur- 
poses of the trustees,” he stated. “It 
is merely the result of those practical 
necessities which cannot in the very 
nature of things be divorced from an 
undertaking of this kind.” 

Tying in with the dedication there 
were several events Wednesday evening. 
At 7:15 500 girls released 500 toy bal- 
loons in the annual balloon race of the 
18 South Park community centers. In 
addition 18 large long-distance balloons, 
one for each center, were turned loose. 
Every balloon carried a card informing 
the finder that it had been released in 
Chicago at the dedication of the Hall 
of Science. 


Stock Goes Steadily Up 


A capsize drill was given in the lagoon 
opposite the Hall of Science by the coast 
guard. There was a display of fireworks 
at 9 o’clock, and the celebration closed 
with a concert of 29 numbers played on 
the carillon by Gladys Felman. 

Previewing the exposition, Lenox R. 
Lohr, general manager of the fair, said, 
in part: “A Century of Progress finds 
itself in the unique, tho happy, situa- 
tion of having its stock go steadily up 
without recurrent drops in its market. 
At no time in the past has the exposi- 
tion’s horizon been brighter. This is not 
an expression of hope or of false con- 
fidence, but one of considered judgment, 
based on a careful review of the facts.” 


Worth Produces Pageant 


DALLAS, June 4.—Dallas and Grape- 
vine, Tex., staged an extensive celebra- 
tion on night of May 19, opening new 
114 highway to the Northwest, 365 miles 
of paved road, Speakers included Gov- 
ernor Sterling. A large historical pageant 
was staged under direction of Hal C. 
Worth. Beautifully costumed characters 
portrayed the spirit of adventure. About 
500 people took part in the pageant, 
which was witnessed by 20,000 people 
from Northwest Texas.

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Have County Fairs Seen Their Day? 


By F. J. CLAYPOOL 


OUNTY agricultural fairs in the Mid- 

west were first held some 80-cdd 

years ago when a few enterprising 
pioneers assembled an exhibit around the 
log cabin courthouse, generally during 
court week. For lack of money, coon 
skins and like pioneer commodities were 
offered as premiums for the best grains, 
reap hooks, flails, rag carpet, home-made 
soap, corn pone and like primitive arti- 
cles, these portraying the simple needs 
and customs of our forefathers. 

My first fair experience dates back to 
the early 1870s when, as a lad, I ran 
errands for my father when he was a 
member of the Indiana State Board of 
Agriculture and also secretary of an 
Eastern Indiana county fair. A mule- 
power Metry-Go-Round and a Punch and 
Judy show were the outstanding attrac- 
tions for the youngsters and a Nickel, 
hard to get in those days, was soon spent 
on these wonderfully attractive features 
of the fair. Lemonade, coffee, bun sand. 
wiches, stick candy, pop-corn balls and 
peanuts were the stock in trade of the 
“stand” men, and when taffy-pulling was 
introduced the expert candy puller, from 
the kids’ standpoint, was the big man of 
the fairgrounds and a harvester of the 
nickels. 

All horse racing in those days was 
under the saddle, for a mile in three 
minutes was fast time for the trotter or 
pacer. Now, with modern ecuipment, we 
have Peter Manning with a trotting 
record of 1:56. 


What a Free-Act Thriller! 


As a small boy, what a thrill I got out 
of the first free act I saw on a fair- 
ground. It was when bicycles were first 
intfoduced and a man rode a bicycle up 
and down in front of the grand stand, 
jumping on and off while going, riding 
in a circle and cutting figure eights. It 
was a marvelous feat. 

Ever since those good old days I have 
been connected, in one way or another, 
with fair management, and looking back 
over those many years I am sure that 
agricultural fairs have made a decided 
imprint for good on their communities. 
For the splendid improvement in garden, 
orchard and field products, and for lead- 
ing all nations in our pure-bred herds 
of live stock, credit in large measure 
must be given the agricultural fair. 
However, fairs from a financial stand- 
point have never been a success for any 
long period of time. 


Business Management Needed 


County fairs from an educational and 
pleasure-giving viewpoint are the most 
popular of all outdoor entertainments. 
They furnish an appea! to the young and 
the old of all wa.ks of life, and yet for 
the past 50 years I have frequently heard 
the remark that fairs have seen their 
day. Not so. Their amazing popularity 
is the only reason they are in existence 
today. They nave,been the butt of all

kinds of mismanagement and imposi- 
tions, All they need is business manage- 
ment. 

The average fair management is like 
the farmer who casts his plow in the 
fence corners and leaves it there for the 
next year’s use. Managing a fair is a 
business. Can you imagine a business 
that is cast aside and forgotten for 50 
weeks in the year and brought to life 
for two weeks and made a financial suc- 
cess? 

I have intimate knowledge of a county 
fair on the two-weeks-of-life plan. It 
had 15 so-called directors, paid its sec- 
retary $50 per year for his services and 
ianded over $13,000 in debt, with a de- 
teriorated equipment. When the debts 
could not be financed under the old 
management a few men of vision as- 
sumed the obligation and elected seven 
directors, paid them $10 each for at- 
tending directors’ meetings, and em- 
ployed a secretary-manager at. $1,800 per 
year. It was a strictly business organiza- 
tion. The fair was modernized, premiums 
increased, special attractions secured, 
printer’s ink was generously used and 
published programs were carried out to 
the letter. The result was that in a 
series of years the debt was paid, new 
buildings added, a surplus created to 
take care of present-day conditions, the 
standard of the fair maintained and not 
@ penny received from county, State or 
any other public aid. 

Those directors worked together for 
20 years without a hitch, took pride in 
serving their community and gave one 
of the best fairs in the Midwest. I refer 
to this fair as an example of what simple 
business management can do for a 
county fair. 


Co-Operation Sadly Lacking 


However, the up-to-date fair has linked 
with .it other organizations that are 
necessary to a well-balanced educational 
and pleasure-giving popular fair. I re- 
fer to midway attractions, free acts, speed 
programs and clean, wholesome conces- 
sions. The present organizations of these 
different elements are not yet co-operat- 
ing as they should for their own good 
and in the interest of wholesome outdoor 
entertainment. 

The county-fair State organizations do 
not co-operate with one another, nor 
have they ever, except in rare cases, 
joined forces in working out economic 
problems for mutual interest. 

Fair managers, free-act promoters, mid- 
way-attraction companies, racing-rule 
associations and concessioners have a 
mutual interest in promoting successful 
fairs. This practice of go as you please, 
grab off all you can and Jet the future 
and the other fellow take care of them- 
selves has the whole bunch in the “red,” 
or headed that way. 

The standard of service, economically 
rendered, is a joint problem. Why not 
get together, see ourselves as others see 
us and play the game fair and square 
and businesslike. 

It might require a padded cell, but 
the best thing that could happen to all 
concerned would be a get-together meet- 
ing to thresh out their problems. 

Fair managers need information and 
guidance. 


Free acts should be classified, valued, 


routed and contracts made on a fair and 
equitable basis. If you have ever read 
a free act contract you know what I 
mean. 

Carnivals should be _ standardized, 
routed and classified with such guid- 
ance that they would become more 
profitable to their owners. 

All fairs should race under one set 
of rules and one parent body. 

A free and friendly discussion of the 
co-operative problems involved at a rep- 
resentative delegate meeting of the or- 
ganizations interested, to be held, say, 
in Chicago, when most of these individ- 
ual organizations hold their annual 
meetings, could do no harm and might 
result in much good by bringing about 
a better understanding of our own and 
the other fellow’s problems.

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Pepping Up the County Fair 


EDITOR’S NOTE: This article is 
by a man who has never acted in 
the capacity of a fair secretary, but 
is well experienced in the exposition 
world. He has requested that his 
name be withheld to avoid the pos- 
sible impression that the publication 
of his material is for personal gain. 
The suggestions he makes apply prin- 
cipally to fairs in towns ranging in 
population from 40,000 to 4,000. 
HERE are county fairs whose man- 
T agers, perhaps, have had in mind 

the ideas embodied in this effort, 
while others might have already adopted 
some if not all of them, for they are 
not new or original. Some fairs are so 
well fortified by financial contributions 
that they do not feel the effects of the 
changing trend. Managers of others, not 
unlike some booking agents, possess lit- 
tle knowledge of what constitutes com- 
munity appeal and think only in “acro- 
batics.” 

Hundreds of managers, fearing to spec- 
ulate on untried features, might gain 
something from the experiences of those 
who have had the courage to break away 
during equally discouraging conditions 
and clicked. If I can provide them with 
proof of successful operations in towns 
from 40,000 to 4,000 and destroy the im- 
pression that “it cannot be done in 
our county,” then I will feel that I have 
materially assisted in rehabilitating many 
fairs, distributing more money among the 
carnival managers and concessioners, and 
aiding agents in booking acts to a better 
profit. 


Seven Suggestions 


Actual experience has taught me that 
the county fair can be made a finan- 
cial success when the town and county 
are made to understand the factors es- 
sential thereto. Following are seven sug- 
gestions which were employed by my 


partner and me and made possible from, 


no original investments—three “tryouts” 
in towns of 4,000, 9,000 and 40,000 popu- 
lation; two in good substantial counties 
and one extremely limited: 


1. Recognition of the county fair as 
a united community activity, the aggre- 
gate benefits. to be shared between 
county and town. 

2. The divorcing of politics from 
county fair operations, and preventing 
the fair from becoming a_ political 
football for all ambitious candidates to 
kick around. 

3. An equal representation on the 
board of directors from town and 
county. If not recognized in the man- 
agement direct, at least an under- 
standing as to the joint responsibility 
for community support. 

4. Selling the business men thru the 
merchants’ associations or Chambers 
of Commerce. This can be accom- 

lished only by showing the merchant 
~ he actually profits by becoming a 
part of the exposition feature and as- 
suming the duties of selling the town 
to the county. 

5. Daring to progress. To offer 
catalog and prize features in changed 
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surroundings and inviting atmosphere, 
The educational and instructive fea- 
tures in an appealing, entertaining and 
absorbing manner. 

6. By impressing the citizens with 
preparations bearing the earmarks of 
sincere conviction that the fair is to 
be really bigger and better than ever, 
and, if selling them on the attendance, 
put up enough seats to back up the 
manager’s judgment and faith. 

7. By not overlooking the tremen- 
cous appeal of local events in which 
the county and city may form a part 
and in which they will take combined 
interest. There are differences of 
opinion relative to local events in front 
of the grand stand. Much of this un- 
favorable reaction comes from sources 
easy to define. There are no features, 
local or professional, worthy of a 
grand-stand showing that have been 
poorly arranged or staged. All fire- 
works shows, many revues and all 
pageants requiring a great number of 
people must call upon the amateur. 
The appeal of the locals produces 
financial results in advance sales that 
insure the salaries of the professionals. 
| believe it is possible for small fairs 
which are unable to buy a great num- 
ber of acts and cannot afford a night 
show to give at least one performance 
of a pageant that will draw, under 
favorable weather conditions, the 
amount of their budget. 


Showmanship Essential 


A number of years ago we were asso- 
ciated in business of promoting exposi- 
tions, building and directing commercial 
and industrial trade shows. While con- 
tacting towns in which county fairs 
were held and making comparison of the 
relative drawing powers of the county 
fair and the exposition, we concluded 
that in the great majority of cases 
deficits were due to lack of showman- 
ship. Anticipating the gradual develop- 
ment of the individual trade show di- 
rected by secretaries and @evoid of spe- 
cial promotions, we made an exhaustive 
study of the county fair as a possibility 
cn which to capitalize thru a combina- 
tion of fair and exposition. 

The results of our experiments were 
not sufficiently productive as to en- 
courage future operations along these 
lines, due entirely to unsatisfactory dis- 
tribution of profits and local political 
differences that were intolerable in good 
business. Our experiences did, however, 
convince us beyond doubt that any 
county fair can be developed into a pay- 
ing institution in any community where 
the secretary-manager possesses a cer- 
tain amount of showmanship and not to 
be busy shaking political mitts. The 
county fair has always been a source of 
grave anxiety to those with understand- 
ing of the tremendous influence for 
good in community developrhent. 

We, in our first “tryout,” searched 
about for an association seeking just 
such an experiment and received not the 
slightest encouragement even among 
fairs unable to open. We finally in- 
terested the Chamber of Commerce of a 
town in Ohio to attempt a summer fair. 
To obtain th2 use of the fairgrounds 
we were forced into the month of July. 
Only after we had agreed to offer no 
prizes or purses consent was given to use 
grounds and buildings. To accomplish 
our purpose we had to materially change 
the buildings, and this was denied us 
until we agreed to put the buildings and 
grounds in identically the same condi- 
tion in which we found them. 

The officials of the Chamber of Com- 
merce were sold on the idea. The manu. 
facturers and merchants seemed unitedly 
opposed to any event using the fair- 
grounds as a base of operations. Day 
and night we attended gatherings of 
clubs and civic organizations and, in 
fact, any group that would consent to 
listen. We emphasized the possibilities 
of arousing new interest in the fair of 
which we would be but a forerunner. 

When the first strokes of the ham- 
mers were heard interest slowly became 
evident. The papers heralded the fact 
we were tearing out the old ‘buildings 
and making extravagant improvements. 
Hundreds of people drove out to inspect, 
hoping, I dare say, to find many valuable 
relics. Soon the box stalls exhibit booths 
had been torn away and modern exhibit 
booths installed. Sawdust was replaced 
by wood flooring, ceilings were decorated 
and painted and a complete lighting sys- 
tem installed in all buildings and over 
the grounds. Colored festooning illum- 
inated the new walks that joined the 
manufacturers, pure food, horticultural 
and merchants buildings. 


Opposition Develops 


A mammoth outdoor stage, located 
‘neath a group of oak trees, made it 
possible for thousands to get a closeup 
of several of the best acts in the busi- 
ness. Under the cobwebbed grand stand 
we built an automobile show. The deco- 
rations were as brilliant and colorful as 
a Chicago or New York show. Our acts 
being in the open and with no stock 
or race program, we staged a pageant 
in front of the grand stand. Small 
groups were organized over the county 
and, augmented by many townsfolks, we 
enjoyed a very wide publicity campaign 
thru our locals alone. We had long 
been convinced of the necessity of one 
of two things: Either have a fund of 
sufficient size to purchase a good show 
of excellent acts or make a few acts 
more spectacular, by adding the local 
players. It never failed us in either 
case. As interest increased in the city 
end over the county we were confronted 
with the most annoying opposition. The 
president of the fair arose from a sick 
bed to protest our activities. The board 
raised the ground rental to prohibitive 
figures, declaring the summer fair would 
kill its event in September. A public 
indignation meeting was the only thing 
that made possible that event. 

Booths that sold previously for $25 
brought $60. Every inch of space in the 
buildings was taken. Concession space 
coubled. On Saturday night the police 
reserves were called out to protect the 
grand stand and fences. We mounted 
boxes and informed or promised thé 
crowds that one extra performance 
would be given in front of the grand 
stand. Not only did we sell out the 
grand stand the five previous nights, but 
twice on Saturday night. 

Following the Saturday afternoon show 
the board of directors met, bought every- 
thing we had erected and left the changes 
just as we made them. It is history of 
a fair that was denied the essentials, so 
claimed, and broke all attendance records. 
I mention the vast number of difficulties, 
having in mind a number of managers 
who, when discussing their troubles, 
might parallel these I have mentioned 
with the encouragement herein offered. 
The county fair that September put on 
its first night show and had the best 
fair in its history. 

Another point I wish to bring out is 
that aside from the hotel expenses in- 
curred by us, not one dollar was spent 
until it was assured. At the fairs in 
which I later participated—and there 
were but two—all features were made to 
pay for themselves before the money 
was spent. It can be done in any 
county with the right amount of spirit 
shown. 


Town of 9,000 Population 


So much for a good, substantial city 
in a good county. Some two or three 
years following I received an invitation 
from the secretary-manager of a fair in 
Iowa to attend a meeting of the board 
of directors and advise with them as to 
the continuance of their fair or closing 
the gates forever. I found conditions 
worse there than in the Ohio town. The 
grand stand was unsafe. It should have 
been condemned years before. Stock, Swine 
and sheep pens and sheds were a half 
mile away from the grand stand and 
the slightest unfavorable weather made 
the stalls inaccessible to man or beast. 
Ia view of the dilapidated fencing, there 
appeared little need for ticket sellers. 
The board had borrowed all possible from 
banks and properties and had no assur- 
ance of funds from any source except 
for premiums. Deficits had been hang- 
ing fire for years. When my expenses 
were paid the bank roll was clean. 

Strange as it may appear, I signed a 
contract covering my salary and ex- 
ponses for my staff without any assur- 
ance of it ever being paid. In addition 
I was to receive 50 per cent of the front 
gate after the gross had reached the 
best year in 24. 

I started in by selling the Chamber 
of Commerce on plans for saving the 
county fair. Not as a county institution 
only, but an asset to the town. I 
brought together at open meeting farm- 
ers and townsmen and sold them on the 
equal responsibility plan. As a result 
53 merchants each paid $60 for booth 
space and specially constructed outdoor 
booths forming a midway to the grand 
stand. The profit from this feature 
created a fund to build a stock shed 
back of the grand stand that was at- 
tractively decorated and in which only 
premium stock was placed. It was one 
of the best features we ever conceived 


and more people passed in and out than 
ever saw premium stock in the town in 
years. 

Fifty-two models of cars paid profit 
enough to erect a top 80x250 that was 
magnificently decorated and providing 
an automotive feature second to no other 
show held in Iowa that year. From other 
sources we secured funds to provide for 
the tearing out of the interiors of build- 
ings. All stables, sheds, buildings and 
fences were whitewashed and flags flew 
from every available spot. Even the 
poultry was shown in natural surround- 
ings. We never believed in telling the 
public of expected crowds without in- 
dicating our belief in the reaction. So, 
in this case, a tent and awning company 
erected 3,000 bleachers and with the re- 
built grand stand we could seat about 
4,200. 

These seats were a source of consider- 
able amusement to the oldtimers. The 
pageant which was to augment the reg- 
ular acts was discounted as a draw in 
view of the many local events of this 
character a college staged annually. But 
we realized there were pageants and 
pageants as there were grand-stand 
spectacles and grand-stand spectacles. 
We filled the seats every night to capacity 
and on two occasions took down the side 
wall, draped it on the track and per- 
mitted women and children to view the 
show from an overflow grand stand and 
bleachers. With the great State Fair 
within a few miles, it was necessary to 
do some more work possibly than we 
would have done had they not been 
epening on our Saturday closing. The 
efiort was nothing more than an ordinary 
show, but too much for the men who 
would be left to carry it out. The gate 
gave me $2,000 on my 50 per cent of 
all over the best year they ever had, 
paid the contract as provided for other 
items and paid the obligations, the bor- 
rowed money from the year preceding. 
But they felt the effort was too much 
and, on my advice, sold the grounds. 
All right for a 9,000 town. 


Town of 4,000 Population 


Some time after this success, which 
was heralded around a bit, the president 
of a county fair in Michigan discussed 
with me the possibilities of his fair. 
Assuring me expenses, the fair associa- 
tion invited me to make an inspection. 
Here was a town of only 4,000. County 
population mostly miners. Grand stand 
seating 900 with no track. No business 
other than retail. No funds. I agreed 
to put a representative in the town for 
10 days. If at the end of that time 
favorable response was created, I would 
return from Canada following my show 
there and make the effort. The contract 
called for a flat salary and percentage. 
Before leaving we called together the 
business men and the board of directors. 
We sold them on our ideas. In 10 days 
my representative had sold 50 merchants 
and automobile dealers, raising a fund 
sufficient to assure the budget. There 
was erected a 60x300-foot top and as 
pretty a trade show placed under it as I 
have ever handled, limited, of course, to 
a few merchants. 

There were no funds assured for acts, 
so a local musical show was placed in a 
dramatic tent seating about 1,200. It 
was the first time a night show had 
been held there. Every night was a 
turnaway and on Saturday night there 
was almost a riot in handling the crowd. 
Prizes were given and contests held in 
front of the grand stand. Picnics were 
promoted. The buildings were torn out 
and rebuilt. The entire grounds and 
all buildings decorated. Entries were 
almost double in number. 

We erected a special outdoor arena 
and seats for showing and judging stock. 
And the fair went over big. The next 
year there were personal differences and 
animosities, always in evidence thru 
changed policies. Carnival managers and 
agents, informed of the previous success, 
entered into arrangements the town 
could not support. Two years ago, while 
my representative was in the town for 2 
day, the secretary suggested our coming 
back to assist in meeting an $8,000 
deficit, 


Not $1 in the Treasury 


None of these fairs were promoted with 
$1 in the treasury. By thus planning his 
program, a good fair manager with 4 
little real showmanship can sell his com- 
munity and make his fair pay. It is more 
difficult, perhaps, this year, but in view 
of the successful major events held all 
over the country there is no reason that 
a fair should flop if some real active 
promotion is made.

Ohio Short Ship Circuit got away to 
a flying start the past week at Urbana, 
O. From all angles it was perhaps the 
most successful opening in the 24 years 
that the circuit has been in operation. 
Decoration Day saw the largest opening- 
day crowd that the circuit has had, rac- 
ing was of the highest type, in several 
instances being of midseason variety, 
while speculation was up to the standard 
of last season—all in all, highly encour- 
aging for the 1932 harness season. 

Outstanding trotting performance of 
the Urbana meeting was that of Sunny 
im landing the 15 trot on the holiday. 
He copped the third heat in 2:07 flat for 
a new track record, the former mark 
having been set at 2:07144 last year by 
Joe Watts, and had little trouble in 
winning the fourth heat from Abe 
Harvester, winner of the opening heat 
in 2:0814; Bill Kemper, Kansas geldihg 
that took the second heat in 2:0714, got 
the distance flag in the third heat. 

Easter Mary, 2:0314, owned by Albin 
Johnson, Cambridge, Il., turned in a 
sparkling performance to take the free- 
for-all pace, winning the second and 
third heats in 2:07% and 2:09%4 after 
Harry Short, Columbus, O., owner-driver, 
had taken the first with Jake Worthy in 
2:07144. Doc Parshall, Urbana, O., driving 
ace, was back of the Illinois mare, which 
carried the day for her. Last year in 16 
starts she was 12 times first, twice sec- 
ond and twice third for one of the most 
impressive records hung up by a pacer 
during the entire season. 


Parshall Adds Braden Heir 


Dr. H. M. Parshall, Urbana trainer, 
who has led the nation’s race-winning 
drivers for four of the last five years, got 
away to another flying start by driving 
four winners during the opening two 
days. The first day-he had two winners 
and one fourth in three starts and on 
the second day he had two winners and 
one second in the races on the card. 

Parshall recently had added to his 
stable Braden Heir, 1:59, fastest pacer 
of the 1931 season; Abbe Braden, 2:03%, 
and Emma Braden, 2:0414, all property 
of J. D. Hooper, Murfreesboro, Tenn. 
Braden Heir is headed for the rich pac- 
ing stakes of the Grand Circuit season 
and will not face the starter until the 
opening Grand Circuit meeting at North 
Randall track, Cleveland, the final week 
of the month. Parshall has made a de- 
cided improvement in the noted gelding 
and he looks like one of the outstanding 
Stake candidates at the present time. 

Mc-I-Win, 2, 2:0614, champion 2-year- 
old race-winning pacer of the 1931 sea- 
son, 6wned by C. F. Crowley, Cleveland, 
vice-president of the Ohio Circuit, got 
away to a great start in his 3-year-old 
campaign at the Urbana meeting. He 
took the colt race in straight heats, win- 
ning his second heat in 2:0914, and was 
separately timed in 2:08%4, and looks 
capable of pacing in better than 2:08 
over a half-mile track right now. He 
looks to be in for another great year. 


Form Sheet Is Popular 


Appearance at the Urbana meeting of 
a daily form sheet, giving all possible 
dope on the various starters, which is 
an innovation being added to this year’s 
circuit meetings by C. F. Crowley, Cleve- 
land, met wide approval from both 
horsemen and public. A daily form pub- 
lication has long been much needed at 
the leading trotting meetings, and its 
adoption at the coming Grand Circuit 
meetings seems assured. 

Roy R. Colwell, hustling president of 
the Ohio Circuit, has the stage all set 
for another great week of racing at 
Mansfield, which will get under way on 
Monday night, all racing at that point 
being during the evening. It is expected 
that Vic Fleming, Joe Mott and Will 
Caton will give several members of their 
stable their first outing at the Mansfield 
meeting. 

Will Caton arrived at North Randall 
track the past week from winter quar- 
ters at Syracuse with no less than 16 
head which he will race thru the Grand 
Circuit. It is the greatest stable that 
that popular trainer has assembled since 
his return from Russia. He is said to 
have two really sensational colt trotters, 
both of which have worked in 2:13 and 
are looked upon as capable of beating 
2:10. 


Western Stables Come Out 
George H. Tipling, widely known 


T. B. SMITH, who for several 
months has been inactive as secretary 
of North Carolina State Fair, has 
been authorized to proceed with plans 
for the 1932 enent at Raleigh, Oc- 
tober 10-15, Mr. Smith, also secretary 
of North Carolina Association of 
Fairs, began active work at the fair- 
grounds on June 1. 


Cleveland fancier, has been getting a lot 
of enjoyment out of personally training 
his good young mare, Audrey, 4, 2:0534, 
at North Randall track. The past week 
Mr. Tipling worked her in 2:11% and 
then back in 2:09%, last half in 1:03, 
final quarter in :291%4. By the time of 
the Grand Circuit opening this mare will 
be ready to shade 2:05 comfortably. 
The By Shively stable from Denver, 
Colo., will drop into the Short Ship line 
at the Mansfield meeting this coming 
week, he having reserved stalls for seven 


head. The leaders are the two good 
pacers, Jerry the Tramp, 2:04%4, and 
Lady Helen, 2:0614. More Western stables 
are Out this year for the Ohio Circuit 
than in many years. Others include 
the Day stable, Topeka, and the John 
H. Cain & Son stables, Independence, 
Kan.; Shanklin stable, Des Moines; Mc- 
Kay Brothers, Milwaukee; Midwest 
stable, Duquoin, and others. 

Harry McKay showed up a mighty 
clever acting 3-year-old filly at the open- 
ing, in Lilly Radium, 2, 2:08. She took 
second honors to Mc-I-Win, winning the 
final heat and was separately timed in 
2:10. Last season she lost only one heat 
for the McKay Brothers thru the Top 
Liners Circuit of Wisconsin, and on her 
Urbana race she looks to be in for an- 
other highly successful season. 

J. L. Dodge, noted amateur, let his 
Hambletonian Stake candidate, Holly- 
rood Robin, 2, 2:0644, down to a mile in 
2:0634 recently over the Lexington track. 
This is the fastest move yet made by a 
3-year-old trotter, and shows that the 
Hollyrood Farm colt is ready for a real 
mile. 


Night Shows at Sturbridge 


STURBRIDGE, Mass., June 4.—Addi- 
tion of night shows has rounded out 
programs for Sturbridge Fair, September 
3-5, and even better than the record 
crowds last year are expected for 1932, 
declares Chairman Samuel T. Sheard of 
directors of Sturbridge Agricultural Asso. 
ciation, Inc. Grounds and buildings have 
been put in excellent condition, making 
it one of the best equipped fairs in the 
State, being centrally situated on three 
State highways and drawing from a large 
territory. 


CANTON, O.—Stark County Agricul- 
tural Society voted to reduce admission 
to this year’s fair from 50 to 25 cents. 
Directors believe attendance will be 
stimulated to such an extent that add- 
ed patronage will maintain average 
revenue from the gate. 


. Experience Exchange 


Methods Used in the Operation of My Concession Department 


By CARROLL E. KING 
(Secretary Tri-State Fair, Johnson City, Tenn.) 


Proper handling of concessions is one 
of the greatest, if not the greatest 
problem confronting fair secretaries. It 
is an important and lucrative depart- 
ment of the fair, but unless handled 
with extreme care and closely super- 
vised it may easily become not only a 
worrysome department but one that can 
severely hurt the reputation of the 
fair. 

We have tried various plans in han- 
dling our concessions, among them book- 
ing them independently and making 
them a part of the midway contract. 
The final decision has been a com- 
promise between these two plans. 

Concessions booked independently are 
a terrific problem. Each concession 
constitutes a separate contract, requires 
close supervision and regulation and 
may Or may not prove to be as con- 
tracted. While it is true that higher 
privilege may be obtained thru inde- 
pendent booking, our experience has 
been that the additional work and 
worry entailed in handling all con- 
cessions independently is greater than 
the additional revenue justifies. 


LOCALS BUILD GOOD WILL 


On the other hand, to make a blanket 
contract with an organization giving 
them the entire “exclusive” on conces- 
sions, is unwise as it bars local organi- 
zations whose good will means much to 
the fair. It is true that local conces- 
sions usually are a “trial and tribula- 
tion,” yet they are necessary and the 
additional grief they cause in the mat- 
ter of service, working passes beyond 
reason, and their habit of cutting prices, 
is offset by the good will they develop 
in the community. 

Our plan is to give the midway con- 
tract exclusively to some large exposition 
show, working out a flat footage charge 
for their concessions and giving them all 
concessions on the grounds with the 
exception of a specified number of local 
privileges, including eating and drink- 
ing stands, taxi stands, oil and gas 
service, ice cream and certain specigql 
features and privileges at the grand 
stand and in main exhibit halls. 

We then require our local concession- 
ers, churches, clubs, patriotic societies 
and schools to agree to a mutually sat- 
isfactory price scale that will be in line 


with the prices of the concessions on 
the main midway. 


INSPECTORS ARE EXPERIENCED 

Our midway contract is emphatic in 
its listing of concessions that are NOT 
allowed to operate on the fairgrounds. 
In this group we list all gambling con- 
cessions of every kind. In the past we 
have had much trouble with some 
wheels and other concessions that have 
come in under misrepresentation. 

By making a stringent provision cov- 
ering this in our general midway con- 
tract, we need only three secret in- 
spectors who watch all concessions con- 
stantly and any found violating the 
contract are immediately closed. We 
realize that some games of an innocent 
nature are absolutely necessary, as many 
fair patrons, especially the young peo- 
ple, want to try their skill or luck. 

Cane racks, doll racks, blanket wheels, 
corn games, ball games and similar con- 
cessions are approved, providing they 
have a 10-cent limit and no money 
prizes are paid. A good auction store 
is valuable, too, and an occasional con- 
cession with a 25-cent limit, providing 
it is a merchandise game. 


JUDGE EACH ON MERITS 


But in these instances each con- 
cession has to be judged on its merits 
and then carefully watched. of 
course, the novelty concession® and re- 
freshment stands never cause any worry, 
but everything else is closely checked by 
our inspectors, who are experienced men, 
having been in the business themselves. 

I dislike to admit it, but there is one 
type of privilege we have never been 
able to control and have had to bar 
them from the fairgrounds. I refer 
to gypsy camps. They are the worst 
trouble makers a secretary can have on 
the grounds and every year our gate 
guards have to keep a close check on 
them. 

Frankly, I don’t believe any secre- 
tary has ever worked out a 100 proof 
plan for handling concessions, as each 
year brings up new problems and new 
complaints. But I believe our plan is 
about as nearly hole-proof as any and 
it seems to be working nicely, with a 
minimum of trouble. But it IS a 
problem. 


Early-Closing Events Are 
Filled for Elkhorn Track

Lynch Wins 
At Moneton 


License permit in Canadian 
city seems settled —local 
objectors overlook a point 


June 3.—Word 
reached here that city council of Monc- 
ton, N. B., has finally come to a definite 
stand on the question of whether or not 
to grant a license to the Bill Lynch 
Shows for a week’s engagement on a mid- 
town lot. 

Originally the license was granted to 
the carnival under the local auspices of 
Loyal Orange Lodge. Then a petition 
was filed against the local showing of 
the carnival by some merchants, with 
the claim that traveling shows take 
“money out of the city.” The council 
did an about face on the license, re- 
scinding it on a vote after hearing the 
petition of protest read. However, Wil- 
liam Lynch, manager of the carnival, re- 
fused to stay vanquished. He was per- 
sonally on the job, with the result that 
the city council put the matter of the 
license to a third vote, all three within 
a week, which resulted in only one of 
the members of the council voting 
against issuing the license. So, apparent- 
ly, the much-discussed question has 
been finally settled, and the carnival will 
play in Moncton for a week in July, the 
actual dates to be chosen later. 

A point which was evidently over- 
looked by the mérchants who signed the 
petition, of which the major attack was 
that most of the money spent on the 
carnival lot would go “out of town,” was 
a counteractive claim that at least 60 
per cent of the money taken in at the 
local stores goes out of the city to pay 
for merchandise sold in the stores.

“Use Short Words” 
By HI TOM LONG 


Having been a constant reader of 
The Billbcard ever since its incep- 
tion, | am, of course, interested in 
its newsy notes of practically every 
branch of show business, and oft- 
times | wonder if the editors in the 
different denartments are not fre- 
quently stumped in striving to 
fathom the meaning of the number 
and usage of words that comprise 
some of the articles sent in for pub- 
lication. 

Taking for granted that they are 
deserving of sympathy and for the 
berefit of conspicuous literary as- 
pirants, let me suggest that they re- 
ligicusly eschew polysyllabic or- 
thogranky. The philosophical and 
philological substructure of this 
principle is mulctable. Excessive 
symbols inevitably induce unneces- 
sary complexity and consequently 
exaggerate the obfuscation of tke 
mentality of the peruser—converse- 
ly, expressions which are reduced to 
the furthermost minimum of sim- 
plification and compactness, besides 
contributing realistic verisimilitude, 
constitute a much less onerous 
handicap than eypressiveness of 
onomatopnoetic and _ interjectional 
monosyllabic utterances, especially 
when motivated under strenuous 
emotional circumstances. How much 
more appealing is euphonious pul- 
chritude than preposterous and pre- 
tentious pompousness of elongated 
verbiage.

Tidbits of the Week

¥ J. KELLY hands_us a copy of The 
e Ridgewood Times of September 20, 
1913, a weekly eight-sheet affair 
covering the Greater Ridgewood area of 
Brooklyn. The copy is faded, torn and 
yellowed, 19 years of pressing and prob- 
ably consistent reference, having wrought 
the usual havoc. Right there on the 
front page is the announcement of the 
Mardi Gras and Carnival, with fireworks, 
music, speeches, athletic contests, pag- 
eant, parade, floats, pop competitions, a 
big midway and what not else, all to 
take place September 27-October 11, 
culminating in the monster parade Co- 
lumbus Day night. Who was manager 
of the Greater Ridgewood Mardi Gras, 
rivaled only by Coney Island’s annual 
fete, but Leonard Golson—the same Col- 
son who last week was with Sam Me- 
chanic on a Manhattan lot. And, talk- 
ing of Ridgewood, Hagenbeck-Wallace 
Circus pitches there all this week. 


EN like Charlie Bernard and Colonel 
Sturtevant turn the pages of circus 
history and unfold a panorama of 

its existence on a broad, retrospective 
canvas. A veteran windjammer like C. 
E. Duble, the Jeffersonville (Ind.) event 
spinner, likes to tackle the novelties. 
Take, for instance, his yarn about cir- 
cuses with the word “Brothers” tagged 
on to it. He wonders how many troupers 
recall the lengthy list, and serves them 
up (Look ’em over and see how many 
are in the present picture): Sells, Goll- 
mar, Campbell, Lemon, Welsh, Sun, 
Ringling, Christy, Cole, Jones, Busby, 
LaMont, Clark, Teets, Hugo, Gentry, 
Rice, Cooper, Bonheur, Wintermute, Rip- 
pel, World, Robbins, Russell, Snyder, 
Schell, Ketrow, Barnett “and, last but 
not least, the ‘Barnum of all motorized 
circuses’—Downie Bros.” Duble is on 
Downie Bros., which reminds us that 
there’s something in the mail from one 
who signs himself (or herself) “Circus 
Fan.” “Why not give a great big hand 
to Downie Bros.’ Circus,” it reads. 
“This outfit played Binghamton, N. Y., 
May 26, and altho I am 50 years of age 
and have seen them all, this circus tops 
the lot, in my opinion. . . Splendid 
clean-cut outfit, plenty of good animals, 
best trained elephant herd I have ever 
seen, and everything else right up to 
the mark. Whole show ran off like 
clockwork, always something interesting 
going on. Pretty girls, well-fed and 
groomed horses and not a ‘lemon’ on 
the lot. . . . A performance that the 
WCTU might have attended in a body.” 
“Circus Fan” liked the Hannefords and 
the Morales Family especially. 


OB KIRSHMAN, majfor-domo of the 

shooting gallery at Coney Island’s 

Luna Park, began as a record man 
with a gun in a duck shooting club, 
having held records with the clay 
Pigeons and was also a marksman in the 
army. Kirshman is credited with cre- 
ating two traveling galleries, said to be 
the only two of their kind in the coun- 
try. One is with Greater Sheesley 
Shows, the other booked at fairs and 
parks. To the bookworms, Kirshman’s 
flying gallery might call to mind G. K. 
Chesterton's Flying Inn, offering a prac- 
tical demonstration of the ingeniousness 
of its inventor and the flexibility of 
showmen. He has living quarters fitted 
out on the ends of each steél wagon 
frameup. Further notes on Luna might

The game calls 
for harder work than ever and more in- 
ducements to buy must be offered to 
the public.”

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N WRITING this article the author 

fully realizes it is going to be read by 

some pretty shrewd men. In fact, the 
pitchmen as a class rank second to none 
as sources of knowledge (by their own 
consensus). I, therefore, wish to state in 
a humble and apologetic way that I am 
not an oldtimer, but just a Johnny- 
come-lately. 

For 10 very interesting years now I 
have been associated with pitchmen, high 
and low. I have operated stores, worked 
in the open, in auditoriums and lecture 
halls. I have worked with medicine men, 
astrologers, grinders of all sorts, and even 
jam men. I have worked the largest 
cities amd resorts, and the small burgs, 
too. Fairs, carnivals, food shows and the 
general routine of spots. Buf after all 
that time, and operating thru all those 
angles, there is still one question in my 
mind that I cannot seem to get a definite 
answer to. What I’ve been trying to 
figure out in the last decade is whether 
pitching is a racket or a business. Some. 
times I think it a nice, clean business, 
and then again I feel myself part of a 
small-time racket. 


I am reminded of a rather humorous 
incident that occurred a few years ago 
when my organization operated a stand 
on the Coney Island Boardwalk. It seems 
that one of our men had been estranged 
from his family and thru mere coinci- 
dence his father walked into one of his 
tips. Of course, he was surprised to see 
his wayward son, and after a talk a recon- 
ciliation took place in pack of the joint 
(auditorium). The son had a hard time 
explaining to his father, who was, like 
most of us around the Big City, of the 
Hebraic faith. Pop just didn’t seem to 
‘understand. Before he left I overheard 
the old man say what I thought was 
really funny. “Apples is a business, 
bananas is a business. dry goods is also a 
business, but pitching—what kind of a 
business is that?” he asked. 


Even Ignored by Dictionary 


That seems to be the status of the 
pitchmen today. No organization, ne

classification, no recognition. The word 
itself is not in the dictionary. Of course, 
on some statute books we are classed as 
“itinerant venders,” but so are fish yped- 
dlers. Nobody really hates the pitchman, 
but no one loves him, either. I have 
never heard of an individual or organiza. 
tion welcoming or inviting pitchmen to 
the city. By no stretch of the imagina- 
tion can pitching be called criminal, but 
still pitchmen are run out of towns, made 
to close up just as if they were running 
“speakeasies.” 

Every other business, trade or profes- 
sion seems to know on what ground it 
stands, and under what regulations it 
comes. There are labor unions, Chambers 
of Commerce (God bless them), medical 
associations. Even side shows, circuses 
and carnivals are specified as such and 
laws regulating them are found on the 
books of the smallest hamlets. 

I can recall two years ago I operated a 
storeroom in the friendly city of Port- 
land, Me. Before paying my rent I paid 
City Hall a visit. I was told to see the 
city clerk. I did as I was told. He hap- 
pened to be a regular fellow. I told him 
we were opening a store on the main 
street and that we were going to give 
lectures on health and sell health foods 
and exercise apparatus to those who 
cared to purchase them. No admission 
to be charged. “Oh,” he said, “you’re one 
of those pitchers.” “Pitchmen,” I cor- 
rected him and he apologized. I showed 
him the products and he was highly in- 
terested; in fact, he wanted to get one 
of those exercisers right away. Of course, 
I gave him one, figuring that would be 
getting off cheap. Well, after some talk 
he said he had no objection and that we 
would not be violating any law of which 
he knew. It was all right with him for 
us to open up, but—there’s always the 
“but.” Then the old story if the mer- 
chants or the Chamber of Commerce 
made complaint he would have to close 
us up. To condense a long story, we

There's the ballyhoo announcing 
the program, the band of music, co- 
medians and singers, and in the middle 
of it all we have that very important an- 
nouncement .which, in our parlance, is 
the pitch. In no uncertain tones the 
wonders of So-and-So’s “ready relief” are 
extolled and tne listeners are givep to 
understand it will cure everything from 
the barber’s itch to the Pittsburgh coal 
strike. Don’t you believe that those boys 
don’t send it home strong. I've heard

advertised concerns for their products 
that I would never allow any of the 
speakers in our organization to make. 
However, it's all done smoothly and with 
class. That makes all the difference in 
the world,

the populace as a man of dignity and 
learning. The other way you're just an 
old-time medicine man, a character Ser 
the books. 


Do as Other Merchants Do 


I say pitching can be made a real busi- 
ness—a logical way of advertising and 
merchandising. Not on a par with but 
excelling radio and other recognized 
mediums being used today by large ad- 
vertisers. The first thing I'd suggest is 
to stop chiseling and promoting. Pitch- 
men, as I have known them, are always 
looking to promote a spot, to get some- 
thing for nothing. Can you blame a resi. 
dent merchant paying rent and taxes 
for squawking when a pitchman picks 
out the busiest part of the town, does a 
good business, pays no rent gnd then goes 
his merry way? I say a pitchman should 
not work a free spot. Pay rent, get re- 
ceipts and work. Know that you stand 
on safe ground and conduct your busi- 
ness just as any other merchant would. 
Cut down on ballyhoo. Use an educa- 
tional bally if any. If working a store- 
room, the place should have the atmos- 


phere of a showroom for the products 
you advertise, not that of a circus or side 
show. 


As for knocking-*well, that’s been the 
bone of contention for years. I've heard 
of towns being closed because this or that 
one antagonized local merchants with his 
knocking tactics. But 1t’s not the knock- 
ing in itself that closed towns, because, 
after all, it is mecessary to belittle 
another product to show the virtues of 
your own. Storekeepers knock their com. 
petitors. Advertisers in newspapers and 
magazines take a gentle slam at their 
competitors. It’s not the knocking itself 
that does the harm, it’s the way most 
pitchmen knock. 


First of all they mention s by 
name instead of insinuation. Secondly, 
instead Bf showing a certain product’s in- 
feriority in quality and effectiveness, the 
pitchman holds it up to sarcasm, scorn 
and ridicule. Do you blame the druggist 
for being burned up by such methods? 
I've heard pitchmen slamming by name 
the largest department stores. trying to 
tear down the good will that that par- 
ticular store enj will built up 


thru years of service to the people of that 
community. 


Bright Future If— 


There is a bright future for the pitch 
business if conducted along ethical lines. 
Otherwise it is doomed. New York City, 
for instance, has always been liberal and 
fair to the pitchman. This year, however, 
the police stepped in and closed a dozen 
or more joints. Joints they surely were 
--sloppy, dirty, sensational, sensuous. 
No regard for the public nor the neigh- 
boring merchants. Now even the orderly 
conducted stores are under strict sur- 
veillanc2 of the police, which makes 
things uncomfortable for all. 


I am not trying to pose as a reformer 
but as a practical business man who has 
found out that more money can be made 
by working clean. If that were not so, I 
am frank enough to admit that I, too, 
would adopt the old-time methods that

have branded pitchmen as fakers. Let 
me cite an actual case: Four years ago 
we decided to locate on the Atlantic City 
Boardwalk. We opened under the most 
adverse conditions. The authorities and 
Chamber of Commerce were dead against 
pitchmen. Ballying of any sort was and 
still is strictly taboo. After three days 
complaints came from all sides. The 
leading newspaper carried a two-column 
editorial condemning the authorities for 
allowing what it termed a cheap medi- 
cine show to operate on the sacred board. 
walk of “America’s Playground.” Of 
course, they had nothing on us, but I 
figured they could make the going tough. 
We held our ground tho, and today our 
auditorium is an established and recog- 
nized feature located right in the heart 
of the ‘walk and is a member of the 
Chamber of Commerce. 

The first thing we did was to get rid 
of all lurid and sensational signs. No 
“free, walk-in” signs. No acts. No ex- 
hibitions. No magic. We stuck right to 
business. We copied the frameup of the 
various national exhibitors. Our win- 
dows were dressed by an experienced 
window trimmer with merchandise. We 
made no attempt to deceive the public 
by leading it to believe we were not 
selling anything. Prices were plainly 
marked on all products. Women were 
placed at the counters. Packages wrap- 
ped and mailed, if desired. Courtesy 
and dignity were the keynote. The 
pitchmen, first of all, had to speak Eng- 
lish. I mean correctly, They had to 
dress neatly—as human beings, not 
freaks. They had to be men of experi- 
ence who knew how to interest the bet- 
ter class and, above all, they had to he 
able to back up their statements with 
facts. In four successful years no one 
has ever used a “gimmick” on the plat- 
form of that store. All merchandise was 
sold in attractive cartons, packed under 
sanitary conditions. 

This may sound like boasting. How- 
ever. what I’m trying to bring out is 
that it can be done. Successfully tried 
not only in our case, but I could cite 
several others, including one of our 
strongest competitors, who has estab- 
lished his store as one of the show 
places of New York’s Great White Way. 
Weuldn’t it be great if all pitch stores 
were operated along these lines? The 
pitchmen would have the confidence of 
the public. As things stand now, a man 
making a pitch has to tear down that 
stubborn resistance, knowing that the 
majority of his audience is looking at 
him and saying, “Well, I guess he’s just 
another faker.” Pitch stores should be 
attractions. es of interest on every 
main street from Coast to Coast. 

Pitching when properly conducted is 
the greatest medium of advertising. 
Superior to radio, and even television. 
It has that extraordinary asset of per- 
sonal contact. Advantageous to the dis- 
tributor because he sees whom he is 
reaching, and of benefit to the consumer 
because he actually sees what he is get- 
ting. 


New Field—Maybe 


I predict the day is not far off when 
auditoriums will be used to advertise 
merchandise of all kinds. Not sell, but 
actually advertise (not in the jam man's 
sense of the word). Yes, sir! It’s the 
logical step after radio and television.

DuPont Products occupy @ 
very large and attractive store to ac- 
quaint the multitude with their various 
products. Crane Plumbing Company has 
erected an entire building and devoted 
it to nothing but edvertising the merits 
of Crane fixtures and appliances. All 
these exhibitors have found this method 
of direct contact to bre highly successful 
and are enlarging their quarters year 
after year. All that remains now is for 
them to hire pitchmen who in glowing 
terms can extol the virtues of “Whoozis’ 
Vitamin Sealed Pickles.” 

At least that is my dream. Perhaps 
that is all it will ever amount to. So 
don’t take me too seriously. We all get 
the urge every once in a while to do 
things in a bigger and better way. Or 
maybe it’s springtime that brings this 
on. I met Prof. Zangar, wizard of the 
Zodiac, the other day and asked him if 
he thinks all this will come about. He 
said if I could find cut the exact day, 
year and hour the first pitchman was 
born he could tell me if it would all 
come to pass and when. 

I hope this fills the 2,000 words allotted 
me by the editor of the only friend the 
pitchmen have, The Billboard, and let 
me repeat to the pitchmen of America: 
“Don't take this too seriously, I may 
be wrong.”

There are several causes for this. Some 
will blame it on the general business 
depression. Others will say local ordi- 
nances are tightening up on them too 
strongly. Still others will say it was the 
no-chance game that cut into the 
patronage of those operated legitimately, 
and this has caused a slowing up of 
merchandise passed out. 


The last-named cause, to me, sounds 
the most logical, altho the depression 
probably would have made itself felt no 
matter what plan of operation was fol- 
lowed. Years ago, it will be recalled, 
merchandise was passed out freely and 
in consequence games prospered. What 
a beautiful sight it was to see people 
leaving a carnival midway with their 
arms full of stock and returning the fol- 
lowing nights to win more! The situ- 
ation today is different. 


Except for improvement in setup and 
flashiness, merchandise games are prac- 
tically the same now as they were some 
years ago. New ones have sprung up 
occasionally, it is true, but the methods 
of operation have changed but little if 
any. 

Many stands are nicely framed, pre- 
sent a big flash and get a good play 
now and then if operated legitimately, 
with merchandise passed out liberally. 
Others go along year after year with 
the same stock and are a detriment 
rather than an asset to the enterprise 
with which they are connected. The 
operators of these are the ones that 
want it all coming in and nothing going 
out—and in these times especially, it 
just isn’t coming in. Their methods 
of operation are a hindrance to legiti- 
mate operators, because they make the 
public feel that all games are operated 
under the same system—with no chance 
for the player. 


There is no better form of advertising 
for a game than plenty of merchandise 
passed out to players. This was proved 
years ago when games flourished. If 
everybody operated along this line mer- 
chandise stands, I think, would be just 
as popular today as they ever were, altho 
the receipts might be somewhat smaller 
because of economic conditions. 


As far as I can remember games, 
outside of the group style, have always 
been Operated with the player or play- 
ers trying to win from the operator, and 
because of unfair tactics practiced by 
some concessioners, the public has be- 
come skeptical of the methods used by 
legitimate operators, causing the latter 
to suffer. To me this has been one of 
the greatest blows to the concession 
business. 

Something must be done to restore 
the appeal of the game, and I 
am going to offer a suggestion. Instead 
of having the player try to win from 
the operator, why not change the meth- 
od and have PLAYERS COMPETE WITH 
EACH OTHER FOR PRIZES, as is done 
with the group game? There have been 
instances of competition of this kind 
where the loser paid, but never, as far 
as I can remember, for prizes. 


There are any number of stands, 
such as ball games, archery games, dart 
games, roll-downs, etc., at which there 
could be competitive playing between 
patrons. It probably could be worked 
also on shooting galleries, or special gun 
games could be produced for this pur- 
pose, shooting to be done in the air, at 
an angle, with a practical background 
to stop the bullets. 


Instead of having people shoot for 
pleasure, get two to shoot against each 
other, with a prize going to the one 
scoring the most points. Sell three shots 
to each one for 25 cents, meaning 50 
cents for both, and give the winner an 
attractive piece of merchandise that 
would give the Operator a profit. Or, 
the contestants might be worked in 
trios, giving out a better article for the 
75 cents taken in. If two are shooting 
and no points are scored, have cards 
announcing that the house wins, and 
if there is a tie, have them shoot again 
for 10 cents each for three additional 
shots, and so on. People who enjoy 
shooting for pleasure, it seems to me,

ple who will not shoot unless some kind 
of reward is offered. In other words, 
the new method of operation would 
encourage more people to shoot. 

Let me repeat that I am offering this 
new system merely as a suggestion. I 
do not know if it is even practical. It 
might be tco slow a method of oper- 
ation, and getting a 25-cent piece out of 
players might be a little difficult today. 
Yet the plan offers real inducement in 
that the players have the assurance that 
one of them is going to receive a prize 
in each contest.

The machines made by Exhibit are 
built individually and show the marks 
of skilled workmanship. On fhe betver 
class arcade machines there is no etfort 
to rush them thru in what is called 
quantity production. The Iron Claw has 
been the main product of this plant for 
some time and still is the greatest seller. 
This amusement machine is not only 
supplied to arcades but is used in con- 
cessions and in many single locations 
where high-grade machines are desired. 
A well-known concession in a Chicago 
park has recently installed a battery of 
12 of these. 

Exhibit has recently entered the pop- 
ular amusement machine field by offer- 
ing a pin game with the baseball idea 
called Play Ball. It is a standard size pin 
game in the popular-price field. The 
firm also offers an attractive counter- 
size game called Hotcha.

The amusing thing about opinions is 
that we find so many differences in 
viewpoint. A few days ago an operator 
of long experience and quite active in 
the trade gave this aftermath criticism 
of the national convention held in Feb- 
ruary, which has been so _ generally 
heralded as an epoch in trade history. 
He said the show was the thing that 
enlisted too many manufacturers and 
too m@ny operators in the industry and 
thus ruined the business. It gave out 
the impression to the world, so he said, 
that the coin-machine industry was the 
greatest money-making trade in history 
and hence peopie came flocking into it. 
There is an element of truth in his 
criticism and I mention it just to show 
how easy it is to criticize and find flaws 
in everything that is developed by pro- 
gressive spirits to improve the industry. 
Fortunately, right now the country as a 
whole seems to be accepting the coin- 
machine business as a real business en- 
terprise, but within trade circles there 
are, elements of dissatisfaction that 
might hurt if they were more wide- 
spread. An example is the prolonged 
success of the pin games. Both oper- 
ators and manufacturers have been try- 
ing to shoo away from pin games when 
the public has not yet shown the slight- 
est inclination to grow tired of them. 
There is no objection, of course, to the 
effort of manufacturers trying to develop 
types of games other than pin games, 
but there should be no effort to create 
dissatisfaction with them in the eyes of 
the public. A

A cigar store on a busy street has two 
table pin games, both the same make 
and same model. I asked the store man- 
ager why he had two games of exactly 
the same kind and placed side by side 
in his store. 

“It’s a pit of salesmanship-and psy- 
chology,” he said, “in order to get the 
most play out of the public. People play 
these games Only when somebody else 
has started the play. But suppose some- 
body starts to play this game, gets in- 
terested and perhaps he and his friend 
get up a friendly challenge. They keep

on playing. Nine chances out of 10 there 
soon will be one or more bystanders who 
look on and get interested. If there is 
only one table they will watch for 
a while, then get tired and walk out. But 
if there is another table game right 
beside the first, an onlooker is likely to 
decide to try the game for himself and 
so another game gets into play. These 
games don’t go much until you can 
once get the play started, then they take 
care of themselves.” 

I noticed that this manager entered 
into the games himself at times, ap- 


~parently just to get the play started. 
as 


I asked the operator who owned these 
machines what idea he had in mind, if 
any, by placing two tables that repre- 
sented an investment of about $75 side 
by side in a cigar-store location. His 
main reason was quite chvious for an 
operator. “You can’t keep a location 
down to just one game nowadays, so it 
keeps out competition when I place two 
tables side by side. I sell the store man 
on the idea, of course, by explaining 
that he can make more with two good 
tables of this make than by accepting 
other less popular games from other op- 
erators. There are too many games in 
the average store, but since that is the 
style, I put two in each store and hold 
ae location for myself as much as possi- 
ble,”*

ciation will not act upon these things. 
We should know by this time that we 
cannot lump the blame and responsibil- 
ity for differing opinions regarding asso- 
ciations upon any man or group of men. 
At the last convention at the Sherman 
Hotel, Chicago, some mistakes were made, 
and things done which, perhaps, did not 
suit everyone, but who is perfect? Where 
did he live, and when? 


Good Feeling Wanted 


All manufacturers, whether members 
of the Association or not, want good 
feeling thruout the trade. Naturally 
they want prosperity, because prosperity 
means full employment at good wages, 
based upon profitable prices. All the Coin 
Machine Manufacturers’ Association can 
do is to try to promote any legitimate 
activity that will bring the industry closer 
together. The Association won't be bene- 
fited by opinions conceived in prejudice 
or misunderstanding. We have no cards 
up our sleeve, no desire to force anyone 
to do anything at any time that he 
does not wish; in fact, such a thought 
is ridiculous, because if the members of 
the Coin Machine Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation are honest with themselves 
(which indeed they are), they realize 
that the Association’s only province is to 
be of service, insofar as consistent with 
good sense and sober judgment. 

Some in the coin-operated business 
seem to think that the Association has a 
secret strong box from which endless 
riches can be extracted. Every penny 
the Association has or can get comes 
out of the pockets of manufacturers. This 
is, in reality, a tax on the manufacturer. 
Taxes are derived only from profitable 
pusiness. When profit stops taxes stop. 


Profits Not Large 


It is silly, therefore, to think, as some 
have done out in the field, that there 
is any conflict of interest between manu- 
facturers and operators. Every operator 
in the United States is, for example, in- 
terested vitally in the success of the 
manufacturer. Besides providing the 


merchandise so essential to the success 
of the operators, the manufacturers 
directly or indirectly give employment to 
thousands. Manufacturers are, of neces- 
sity, building and selling their product 
on very close margins. They do this be- 
cause they wish to keep their men em- 
ployed. How absurd, accordingly, to 
argue, as is sometimes heard, that manu- 
facturers are making large profits. Such 
being the case, those manufacturers who 
are giving time and attention, without 
being paid, to affairs of the Association 
are doing so only because they wish to 
see the industry brought closer together. 

It should be remembered that every 
dollar taken in at the last show was 
expended and at present the Coin Ma- 
chine Manufacturers’ Association must 
function from the receipts of the smail 
membership fee which has been assessed. 
We cannot conquer our future unless 
those manufacturers who have not yet 
joined come in with us. When we have 
a100 per cent membership we will be 
able to do many things for the benefit 
of the operators 1n_the field. 


Most Problems Local 


The Coin Machine Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation sponsors no man or set of men 
as final authority on any of the prob- 
lems of our industry. Most of the prohb- 
lems which beset the coin-operated in- 
dustry are local. Most of them can be 
solved by co-operation between the oper. 
ator in the field and the manufacturer 
from whom he buys. The Coin Machine 
Manufacturers’ Association has no part 
in that relationship. 

What the Association hopes, among 
other things, to do is bring everyone 
together with well-thought-out ideas that 
will enable operator, jobber and manu- 
facturer alike to employ our energies at 
full capacity. No organization has ever 
been formed whose representatives have 
been more eager to do what is wanted. 
The Association’s object is to win your 
approval. Let us know what you de- 
sire. We will give sane and fair con- 
sideration to whatever is proposed. Let 
us understand that we are all facing 
facts. Let us do this with courage and 
reason, and there will be nothing to fear 
from the future,

that reason, the jobber who keeps @ 
modern display room will be the key 
to business for most manufacturers.

This interesting case was recently ob- 
served. A game that has been generally 
considered a flop was placed in an ordi- 
nary location. The first week showed 
the play that might be expected. At 
the suggestion of the manufacturer, the 
operator decided to try an experiment. 
He took a little extra time with the lo- 
cation owner to suggest plans commonly 
used by locations to boost the play of 
games. The next 14 days put over $11 
in the cash box, which is not a poor 
showing for a penny game. The only 
secret was that the location owner had 
been shown how to take a personal in- 
terest in promoting play thru prizes and 
ordinary salesmanship. These cases of 
how the location owner can make or 
break the play of any automatic game 
can be repeated on any route. The lo- 
cation owner is the key man in the 
automatic amusement business, and the 
successful Operator is the one who can 
secure his co-operation in boosting the 
play of machines on location.

The re- 
cent toy manufacturers’ show at Chicago 
also revealed that a number of the toy 
manufacturers were catering to this new 
field with table games of various kinds.

These table games have it all over 
miniature golf in at least two respects. 
The necessary investment to get started 
is not nearly so much in equipment, and 
the business can be more transient also; 
that is, much more mobile. These 
amusement places can take advantage of 
floors that are temporarily vacant and 
secure advantage of favorable rent con- 
cessions. The business can be moved 
upon short notice. 

. s s. 

One of these table-game parlors under 
Observation is very well located on a 
busy and popular street. Plenty of space 
is available and the front of the place 
has been made attractive. The tables 
for games are in the back, while a num- 
ber of articles, including tennis goods, 
bathing suits, kodak supplies, etc., are 
for sale in the front. Then just before 
reaching the table tennis equipment the 
patron passes three or four coin-operated 
pin games of leading makes. This is what 
interests the coin-machine trade, of 
course, and that is the reason these 
amusement parlors, if they succeed at 
all, become ideal locations for automatic 
games of some kind. In fact, the feeling 
prevails that the amusement layout ts 
not complete unless a few automatic 
games are included. | 

But my sisdiiaiaais is that the average 
one of these new amusement parlors 
dooms itself to failure right from the 
start by charging too high a price. There 
is no inducement, except for the very 
curious, to get an introduction to this 
kind of amusement because the movies 
and other places offer a much longer 
period of diversion for the same or less 
money. The place just mentioned could 
very well afford’to offer the table games 
at a negligible price as an inducement 
to get people into the place of business 
and profit in the long run from the sale 
of merchandise. Operators should be 
interested in the success of these new 
ventures, because if they click with the 
public there will be a lot more locations 
available for placing automatic games.

dance, that have somehow been able to 
break down our individualism, have been 
able to make a commercial go of it. It 
seems very probable that none of our 
new forms of amusement will be able 
to become permanent unless they can 
in some way promote sociability, espe- 
cially between the sexes. 
. . . 


The modern popular-priced hotel and 
a new type of American restaurant per- 
haps have the greatest opportunity to 
promote sociability for commercial rea- 
sons and at the same time become more 
available locations for automatic games. 
Gradually hotels are permitting auto- 
matic games either on commission or as 
a@ concession privilege. Probably the 
automatic trade would get farther with 
the hotel people by approaching them 
for concession privileges rather than the 
standard custom in the trade of offering 
a@ percentage. There is an opportunity 
now being recognized in certain circles 
for a new type of restaurant, not so high 
priced as the night club or cabaret, that 
caters more to the leisure of its patrons. 
Restaurants can never be very excellent 
locations for automatic games as long 
as they are nothing more than quick 
lunch counters. The atmosphere of the 
restaurant suggests too much of a rush 
for people to stop to play an amusement 
machine. There is a large section of our 
population that cannot afford night 
clubs, and yet who would patronize a 
place which catered to leisure and socia- 
bility and provided some of the simpler 
forms of amusement. 

. . . 


The “square circle” games, machines 
built with a square-top cabinet and cir- 
cular playing field, did not get off to the 
flying start that the trade had expected. 
Practically every manufacturer that has 
undertaken to build one of these new 
type games has had considerable trouble 
in one way or another. One of the 
manufacturers suggested to me that the 
difficulty in building this type of game 
was a fine thing for the trade if oper- 
ators just realized it. Because they are 
so hard to build, the tendency to copy 
and for everybody to start making a 
similar type of machine will be greatly 
discouraged. The average pin game is so 
simple in construction that the invita- 
tion to build pin games has been rather 
widespread, a few operators undertaking 
even to build their own. If the new 
“square circle” games can demonstrate 
enough playing appeal to the public to 
show good earnings, then the few manu- 
facturers who are equipped to build 
them need not fear so much competition. 
The operator will be assured also that 
there will not be at least a dozen ma- 
chines of the same kind but differing 
in name only, to be placed on location 
to compete with his. It all-seems to de- 
pend upon whether the new type game 
can muster enough playing interest ta 
compete successfully with the oblong 
table type game. 

. 


An interesting letter from the 
Binghamton Novelty Company describes 
its extensive operations in South Central 
New York State. This firm has been in 
the operating field for 16 years and dur- 
ing the last year has launched into the 
pin-game movement for all that it is 
worth. It is still buying and reports 
that pin games are obviously the money 
makers for general operation. 

* . . 


Pin games applying the baseball idea 
are now coming into vogue right along. 
The adaptation of the principles of base- 
ball to coin-operated machines has been 
an interesting development. The most 
elaborate attempts were back in the days 
when Chester-Pollard Amusement Cor- 
poration was introducing its major 
sports high-grade cabinet games. Base- 
ball was the last to be introduced by 
the firm and admittedly the hardest to 


The Coin Chute 


Many letters to us from operators 
and jobbers have heartily com- 
mended the idea mentioned in these 
columns last week, that the single 
machine price in manufacturers’ ad- 
vertising and literature be placed at 
a sufficiently high figure, such as 
single lot sales will justify.

bring to perfection. About the same 
time two other high-grade baseball 
cabinet games were being introduced, 
both of them coming from the Pacific 
Coast. One of the machines is now 
made in Chicago, and both types of 
cabinets may be seen in the more elite 
locations like hotels and clubs. They 
are types of machines, of course, which 
require considerable of an investment to 
get started at operating them, and can 
only pe operated successfully by men or 
organizations that specialize in that 
particular type of machine. 

Then when the “Whirlwind” type of 
small counter game came into vogue, 
baseball ideas again came into promi- 
nence in small counter-type machines 
made for penny play largely. Some of 
these were very interesting arrangements 
and carry the possibility of being revived 
some day, or else adapted to new style 
cabinets in keeping with modern trends. 

Now baseball is in the modern pin- 
game field. The pioneer Exhibit Supply 
Company has a popular-priced pin game 
called the Play Ball, which has a basee 
ball diamond layout with the scoring 
pockets marked for the various plays in 
baseball. These pockets are also marked 
with numerals for standard high score 
play as in practically all pin games. 
Home Run is another popular-priced pin 
game made by the Pierce Tool & Manu- 
facturing Company. It has the baseball 
scoring idea and also the standard 
numeral layout. Great States Manu- 
facturing Company also offers a pin 
game and board called Baseball. Artists 
& Creators Guild Company offers a 
standard pin game called World Series 
Baseball with trade name registered. So 
far no unusual mechanisms have been 
developed to adapt the baseball idea to 
pin games. The baseball idea usually 
refers to the layout of the pin-game field 
and the marking of the scoring pockets. 
It is generally recognized by the trade 
that to develop special mechanisms for 
more realistic baseball would call for 
rather expensive machines; and most 
operators for the present seem to prefer 
the more popular-priced games. It will 
be recalled that this column mentioned 
a few weeks ago a toy baseball game 
at the Toy Manufacturers’ Show in Chi- 
cago which might be adapted to the pin- 
game cabinet. Several inquiries have 
been received for the name and address 
of the makers of this toy in St. Louis. 
The unique idea about this toy was that 
it permitted of competitive play on a 
baseball pin game within the small com- 
pass of a toy. The manufacturers are 
hoping to have a pin-game cabinet of 
this idea ready by fall. At present they 
are worrying about developing a mechan- 
ism that will shut the game off when 
three outs are registered. My suggestion 
is that it would be better to leave off 
the expensive mechanism for registering 
outs and thus keep the selling cost of 
the machine down. 

* . . 


Baltimore operators will no doubt join 
in rejoicing with a lot of other people 
for the new liberal Sunday law which 
went into effect in May. This law 
legalizes the sale of candy, soft drinks, 
tobacco, etc., on Sunday. It also per- 
mits amusements and athletic sports, 
which means that many choice locations 
for automatic games will now be open 
on a day when there will be increased 
patronage. 

e . 


Coin chutes are an important item in 
automatic games. Some operators say 
that the coin chute is the game after all. 
Since toothpicks, cardboard discs and 
other innocent little things have learned 
to play the games, chutes have come 
decidedly into prominence. The Auto- 
matic Coin Machine Company has come 
forward with a new chute of its own 
development. with five tumblers in the 
nickel chute and three in the penny 
chute. L. A. Raden is president of this 
concern and says you can bank on these 
chutes. 


It-was noticeable at the radio manu- 
facturers’ convention in Chicago this 
year that coin-operated radio sets were 
conspicuous by their absence. In 1930 
such sets were quite widely advertised in 
trade circles, but they evidently did not 
click. Well-known makes of electric re- 
frigerators are being sold this year with 
coin chutes as a new idea for installment 
collecting. 

. . . 

An experienced operator follows this 
practice when he places machines on lo- 
cation. He always lets the location owner 
know that the game is for sale if he 
wants to buy it, but at the same time 
he explains why it is better to accept 
amusement machines from the profes- 
sional operator on a reasonable commis- 
sion basis than invest in a machine

upon the theory of geg$ting all the earn- 
ings himself. A little salesmanship in 
the beginning goes a long ways in pre- 
venting later trouble, he says. 

. . . 


Herbert Esch, general sales manager of 
the United States Automatic Machine 
Company, writes about a new coin-oper- 
ated miniature golf game which they 
are manufacturing and which is quite 
popular in the Northwest. They make 
two models, one an 18-hole game called 
Golfette, and another providing 9 holes 
called Golfette Jr. The machines are 
made especially for counter use and in- 
troduce the principles of golf into this 
type of machine, which is finding a 
growing demand among operators. 

These games provide irregularities on 
the playing board, such as tunnels, 
bunkers, sand traps, a bridge beautifully 
painted by hand in contrasting colors to 
match the green grass of the playing 
board, etc. There is a low score feature 
which means something different in the 
small types of machines. 

The U. S. Automatic Machine Com- 
pany has recently enlarged its facilities 
and sales force to sell the two games 
to operators thruout the United States 
and Canada. 


Opinions are always an interesting 
matter, especially if they are not taken 
too seriously. One who talks and corre- 
sponds with operators, jobbers and 
manufacturers from everywhere, repre- 
senting various shades of opinion and 
sections of the country, has a chance 
to observe how variable opinions are 
and to see why they should not be taken 
too seriously. In the first place, the 
coin-machine industry must always de- 
pend upon ccnditions beyond its control 
for its own success. Locations and the 
conditions which affect locations are 
largely made by factors outside the 
trade. Only lately has the automatic- 
games business been recognized as a real 
part of the great American amusement 
business, thanks to the widespread in- 
fluence of The Billboard. We can now 
begin to create and express our opinions 
as a trade and get national attention. 

* . . 


Considerable interest is being shown in 
the few new type games, called “square 
circle’ games for lack of a better de- 
scriptive term, that are now getting onto 
the market. These new games are sug- 
gestive of roulette principles in that the 
playing field is circular, and some of 
them possess pins, thus belonging in the 
pin-game group. Watling Manufacturing 
Company is now introducing its Blue 
Seal game, after considerable time in 
bringing this new type game up to the 
Watling standard of quality. This firm 
has 43 years of very interesting history 
back of it and especially an unusual 
record for maintaining quality. Tom 
Watling himself is sometimes referred to 
as the “daddy” of the coin-machine in- 
dustry, as he probably now ranks first in 
length of experience of all the pioneers 
now living. He is always a familiar figure 
at the annual trade conventions and his 
gayety keeps him as young as the 
youngest. 

There is a whole group of sons in vari. 
ous Managerial positions in the Watling 
plant, at least four or five of them. John 
Watling is the general manager and it is 
his determingtion and tireless energy that 
keeps the products of this company mov- 
ing straight ahead. He is the champion 
of all the Watling traditions and takes 
special pride in seeing that they are built 
into every machine turned out by them. 
A fine specimen of physical manhood, it 
is his courage and brains that are most 
impressive when you meet him. Some- 
times his energy bubbles over, but in 
ary case it is always strictly business 
with him. He will undoubtedly become 
one of the important personages in all 
coin-machine history.
